I wave the honour to present herewith my Report on the state of the 
several Police Establishments in the Eastern Counties, Midland, and North 
Wales District for the year ended 29th September 1875.. 


T have to recommend to your favourable consideration the undermentioned 
counties in England and Wales, with consolidated boroughs, as having main- 
tained their Establishments efficiently during the year ; and, following them, 
the cities and boroughs, under separate maintenance, as shown :—

The district contains 25 county establishments and one liberty force, having 
27 boroughs consolidated with them ; and 46 other police establishments, vary- 
ing in strength from 515 officers to one man, each under separate and distinct 
maintenance; of these, there are 10 boroughs, having a population under 
5,000, and which must be insufficiently policed for the purposes of regular 
supervision, but three of them, marked *, have a fair proportion of constables 
for their population and area; in many instances several of the county police 
reside in the borough, for the purpose of protecting the suburbs outside the 
municipal limits; by a consolidation with the county, the saving of expense 
would now be considerable, but I have not heard of the intention of any of 
these boroughs to amalgamate ; one objection advanced being that in a state 


of amalgamation the borough authorities would lose all control over the police 
serving in their borough, and that they would have no voice when police 


matters were under the consideration of the county magistrates. 

The boroughs that have consolidated, however, appear quite satisfied with 
the arrangement, by which greater protection is enjoyed at less cost. 

On the 30th September 1874 the borough of Peterborough, having a short 
time previously obtained a charter of incorporation, separated its police establish- 
ment frem that of the Liberty, of which it had previously formed a part, and 
commenced with a distinct establishment, taking over several of the Liberty 
officers, who were discharged in consequence of the reduced area of the Liberty. 

The acquisition of these trained and experienced officers for a new establish- 
ment was of the greatest benefit; but I regret to have to observe that their 
compulsory discharge from the Liberty has been most injurious to the cfficers 
concerned, for under the present state of the law they can neither reckon their 
former service, nor look to any benefit from the fund, to which they had been 
obliged to contribute. I venture to express a hope that the position of these 
officers will not be lost sight of when legislation takes place. 

The Liberty force, hitherto consisting of 21 persons, including the chief con- 
stable of Northamptonshire, who has had charge, is now reduced to nine 
persons including that officer. 

By the 30th section of the 19th & 20th Vict. c. 69, the Liberty of Peterborough 
is to be deemed or taken to be a county of itself; it must, therefore, either 
appoint its own chief constable, at a minimum salary of 250 1. a year, or obtain 
the services of the chief constable of another county, at a less salary, as it has 
done to the present time; but now that the numbers are so reduced the diffi- 
culty im maintaining a separate establishment in efficiency is increased, 
because men from other forces cannot be expected to join with a forfeiture 
of service ; therefore, when a vacancy occurs in this small establishment a new 
man has to be trained for the duties, instead of having a trained man supplied 
for the vacant beat. 

Under the present state of the law, a borough may be consolidated with a 
county establishment, when the men may be transferred from one to the other, 
without loss of service to such men, and with advantage to the public; but it 
does not appear that even when two counties are united, or under one chief con- 
stable, the men can be transferred from one to the other without the loss of ser- 
vice to the officers transferred, however desirable such an arrangement might be. 

During the year the town of Leamington obtained a charter of incorporation, 


and took over from the local board the police establishment in its integrity as - 


a borough force, receiving the superannuation fund from the Board, and 
guaranteeing to the police their position exactly on the same footing as when 
they were under the Board ; this establishment is now, and will be in future, 
shown as a borough force. 
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Arrangements have been made between the authorities of the borough of 
Warwick and the magistrates of the county of Warwick for a consolidation of 
their police establishments, to take effect from the 30th September 1875. 


The authorised strength of the police in the whole district (exclusive of 68 
additional constables appointed under the 19th section of 3 & 4 Vict. c. 88)

Several of those who have left one force have re-entered the service in 
another force, some perhaps not admitting previous police service, which 
might lead to unsatisfactory inquiries. Nee) 

On the 29th September 1874 there were 147 vacancies in the authorised 
strength ; on the same date this year there were 129 vacancies, showing that 
the difficulty in getting men for the service, has not been quite so great ; but, 
with a few exceptions, the chief officers represent that it is still difficult to get 
suitable men and to retain them, as the temptations of the higher rates of pay 
offered in the northern counties, and even in some of the establishments in 
this district, unsettles them, and induce many to leave a force recently 
entered ; the greater number of the men who have left have been men of short 
service. | 

During the year 850 men have joined. 

The district covers an area of 13,274,386 acres, of which 13,136,932 are 
under the supervision of the county police, and 137,454 under the boroughs. 
The population, by census of 1871, was about 5,556,596; the counties having 
4,278,930, and the boroughs 1,277,666: the formation of the borough force of 
Peterborough causing the difference in the figures shown last year. 

The extra duties performed by the county police are, generally, the inspection 


‘of weights and measures, and, partially, the inspection of common lodging- 


houses and the relief of vagrants; in some instances the inspectors of weights 
and measures (police officers) have been appointed to discharge duties under 
the “ Adulteration of Food Act;” and in somecounties the police are employed 
as inspectors under the ‘Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act,” with and with-

out your sanction; and in most they keep order in and about the courts Eastern Counties, 


of assize. 

In the county of Leicester the police have been instructed to enforce the 
provisions of the “ Agricultural Children Act.” 

_ In boroughs the head constable is generally appointed inspector of weights 

and measures and of common lodging-houses, and acts as assistant relieving 
officer for vagrants; in a few places he is superintendent of tie fire brigade ; 
in some of the large towns some of these duties are discharged by some other 
officers, members of the police, in addition to their ordinary duties, receiving 
generally a small remuneration. 

The inspection of nuisances has been discontinued by the police, except in 
one or two of the boroughs under 5,000 population. 

Vagrancy upon the whole does not appear to have increased; here and 
there a slight increase is reported, but generally the decrease, as represented 
last year, has been continued. 

The following Table will show the state of crime, and of the offences deter- 
mined summarily, for the last five years, the offences of drunkenness and 
assaults on the police being classified separately, although included in the 
indictable and minor offences.

By these Tables it will be seen that for the last four years the number of 


indictable offences*has gradually decreased, but that the number of offences. 


determined summarily has gradually increased; many offences in this latter 


class are of a criminal nature, but having been dealt with summarily under the. 
Criminal Justice Act they do not appear among the indictable offences, which: 
are supposed to represent the state of crime; petty larcenies figure largely in: 


the offences, but when they are under a certain amount in value, or if even 
above, under certain circumstances, they do not appear in the distinctly 
criminal table, but are iost in the mass of the smaller offences dealt with 
summarily. 

The Licensing Acts are generally favourably spoken of by the police, and it 
is represented that there is greater quiet at an earlier hour of the night ; that 
midnight brawls are less frequent, and that drunkenness is more rarely accom- 
pianed by riot and disorder; for the last five years there has been annually a 
considerable increase in the number of persons proceeded against for drunken- 
ness; during the last year the increase was over 2,400; but, notwithstanding 
this large increase, the assaults on the police have not been quite so numerous ; 
some of these assaults, however, have been very serious, one in Birmingham 
having been attended by fatal results. 

In the district there are 21,113 public-houses (one to every 263 persons), 
and 13,384 beerhouses (one to every 415 persons); if taken together, 34,497, 
or one house to every 162 persons. 

There has been an increase during the year of 28 public-houses and 297 
beerhouses, but notwithstanding this increase 52 public-houses and 14 beer- 
houses have been convicted less than last year. 

Three public-houses and 13 beerhouses have been deprived of their 


licenses. 
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The following Return shows the number of convicts on license, and persons 
under the Prevention of Crimes Act, who have been under police super- 
vision during the year; but as a great number of either class, shown as 
having left a district, will have appeared in the returns of another district, the 
real number of persons under police supervision cannot be correctly arrived at.

The clothing is fully supplied throughout the district-; it was generally good, 
aud well made, but the prices for similar articles appear to vary greatly; in 
some instances the quality and make of the more costly articles of clothing 
were certainly no better than those at the less price. 

During the year 9,455 certificates have been granted to pedlars, and 21,583 
certificates endorsed, representing an amount of 2,903/. 6s. 6d. Some of the 
chief officers of police recommend a higher fee for the certificate, and the 
abolishment of the endorsement fee, as the endorsement is merely formal, and 


frequently occasions inconvenience to the pedlar, who would probably be more 


satisfied to pay more for the original certificate. 

As the subject of superannuation is under the consideration of a Select 
Committee of the House of Commons, it is unnecessary to revert to the obser- 
vations made in my previous Reports ; from the very careful consideration given 
to the subject, by the Committee, during the last Session, it may now be hoped 
that this matter, so important to the stability of the police system, will shortly 
be dealt with, and an end put to the uneasy feeling of uncertainty that has of 
late years existed in the service. 

The officers and men of the constabulary generally are very healthy, intel- 
ligent, and well conducted ; and the duties are as well arranged as circumstances 


permit. : ‘

Allowances.—The chief constable receives 50. a year for travelling expenses. 
Superintendents are allowed 507. a year for horses and keep; carts and harness 
are provided by the county; 13/. a year is allowed to superintendents for 
clothing, and nine-pence a week is granted to inspectors, serjeants, andconstables, 
in lieu of boots. 


Pay.— No alteration has taken place in the scale of pay, but an increased rate 
for length of service is authorised as follows :-— 
Superintendents, receiving, on appointment, 125 J. a year, draw 5 J. a year 
increase for each period of five years, to 140 J. 
Inspectors, receiving, on appointment, 90/., to draw 5 /. a year increase 
for each period of five years, to 105 J. 
Sergeants, receiving, on appointment, 27s. a week, draw 29s. after five 
Vearsie |. 
Constables of the Ist class, receiving, on appointment, 24s. a week, draw 
25s. after five years. There is also a “merit” class for deserving con- 
stables, with 1s. a week additional pay. a 


Variations.—On the 29th September 1874, there were vacancies for two con- 
stables. During the year 14 officers (including one superintendent and one 
serjeant superannuated, and one constable deceased) have left, and 13 men 
haye joined : there were vacancies for three constables on the 20th September 
1875; thegreat difficulty that has been experienced in getting men has occa- 
sioned the chief constable to make a representation to the court of quarter 
sessions. (ne superintendent’s place was filled up by an inspector at the April 
sessions, reducing the) number of superintendents from seven to six, but in- 
creasing the number of inspectors from two to three. 


Extra Duties.—All the superintendents act as inspectors of weights and 
measures, and are appointed inspectors under the Adulteration of Food Act. 
One superintendent acts as inspector of common lodging-houses ; three members 
of'the force are assistant relieving officers for vagrants ; and all the superin-

Licensing Acts.—Thongh there have been a few more drunken cases they 
have been less than in 1873, but there has been a great decrease in the number _ 
of assaults on the police. ‘There are 530 public-houses and 387 beerhouses in 
the county; 15 of the former have been proceeded against, with 12 convictions; 3 
and five of the latter, with three convictions. 

Police Supervision.—Ten convicts on license and four persons under the. 
Prevention of Crimes Act have been under police supervision ; of the former, 
one has left, one has died, and the time of one has expired ; and of the latter, 
two have left, and the time of one has expired. : 


Station-houses.—The _ station-houses are in very good order and well 


arranged. The books are very well kept, 
The force was inspected in the week commencing 8th March, when it was., 


complete; it has been efficiently maintained. 3 3 
The inspector has learned that the town of Luton has applied for a charter of , 

incorporation ; if this be obtained, and if as a borough it forms a separate police:

all were present, but two constables sick; it has been efficiently maintained.

Allowances.--The chief constable receives 87 /. 16s. 6d. for travelling 
expenses ; superintendents are allowed 45 /. a year for forage, &c., but horses, 
carts, and harness are provided by the county; the excess of rents over 2s.a 
week is paid for by the county. 


Pay.—There has not been any alteration in the scale of pay. 


Variations.—On the 29th September 1874 there were vacancies for three 
constables ; the establishment was augmented by one constable in April 1875 ;

“Serjeants and constables to report to the officers in charge of their 
respective districts all cases against persons acting in contravention of this 
Act. 

‘“Superintendents and inspectors, in the first instance, when obtaining 
information of persons offending against the Act, to call upon the employers, 
and also the parents of such children, and caution them. 

‘* Superintendents and inspectors to keep a register of dates upon which 
warnings are given to persons in their divisions infringing the Act, the names 
and addresses of such persons, and tne result of such warning ; also, the nam es 
and addresses of persons against whom summonses are issued, the dates of each 
issue, the dates of hearing, and the results thereof. 

“Copies of this document to be forwarded to the chief constable with the 
usual monthly returns, and 16 days before the quarter sessions.”

Both the number of indictable and ‘minor offences are again in excess of the 
previous years; there is a large increase in the number of persons proceeded 
against for assaults on the police, which may be consequent on the great 
increase of drunken cases. 


Vagrancy.—Vagrancy has again decreased. 


Licensing \cts.—It is represented that the Acts work exceedingly well in 
this county ; it will be seen that the increase in the number of drunken cases 
is very considerable as compared with last year, when there was an increase 
over the numbers’ of the previous year; the chief constable is of opinion that 
recent Acts of Parliament, and the present mode of making returns respecting 
‘drunkenness, materially increase the number under this heading. There are 
765 public-houses and 250 beerhouses in the county ; of the former, 36 have 
been proceeded against, with 28 convictions; and of the latter, eight, with 
seven convictions. 

Police Supervision.—Ten convicts on license, and six persons under the 
“ Prevention of Crimes Act,” have been under police supervision ; of the former, 
three have left, one absconding ; and the time of four has expired ; and of the 
latter, one has died, and the time of three has expired. 


Station-houses-—The station-houses were in very good condition. 


The force was inspected, commencing the 4th May, when there were vacancies 
for six constables.

Licensing Acts.—There has been a considerable increase in the number of 
drunken cases, but the population of this borough is increasing largely and very 
rapidly ; the wages are high, and the facilities of obtaining drink are great. 
There are 277 public-houses {four more than last year) and 270 beerhouses 
(20 more than last year) ; of the former, four have been proceeded against, with 
three convictions ; and of the latter, one, without a conviction ; there has been 
a large increase in beerhouses where licenses are obtained for liquor not to be 
consumed on the premises, the justices having no pewer to refuse such licenses. 
‘Notice has been given to the owners and keepers of public-houses that where any 
alterations are made upon licensed premises, without the sanction of the licensing 
justices, the license will be withheld until the premises are restored to their 
original condition. Judging from the small number of public and beer houses 
proceeded against, these houses appear to be well conducted.

Pedlars Act.—The chief officer recommends that the pedlars’ certificate fee 
should be increased from 5s. to 2/., and the charge for indorsing abolished ; 
the latter requirement causing, frequently, inconvenience and hardship to 
pedlars, who may have to travel some distance for the, purpose. He also re- 


~ commends that persons going from house to house, gathering rags and bones and 


buying old clothes, &c., should be compelled to take out certificates, as those 
who follow this calling frequently make it a pretext for begging, &c. 


Office and Ceils.——The new building for public purposes is in course of con- 
struction, and in it guod provision will be made for the police requirements ; it 
will probably be completed in the spring of 1876. Divisional station-houses in 
the suburbs are much required in this large and rapidly-increasing borough, so 
that constables may not be taken off their beats, so far as to the central office, 
on every apprehension. ‘The inspector believes that this subject is under the 
consideration of the authorities. 

The establishment was inspected on the 5th Vay, when it was complete, all 
but one inspector and one constable ; all the rest were present, but one serjeant 
and one constable sick ; it has been efhiciently maintained.

Licensing Acts.—The number of persons proceeded against for drunkenness 
has considerably increased during the last two years. A large increase of popu- 
lation has been imported into the county, for the purpose of opening out fresh 
collieries, and connected with other adventures, and wages have been high. 
There are 404 public-houses and 125 beer-houses in the county; 15 of the 
former have been proceeded against, with nine convictions (one license being 
forfeited), and four of the latter, with three convictions. 


Police Supervision.—Seven convicts on license, and one person, under the 
“Prevention of Crimes Act,” have been under police supervision; of the 


former class, one has left. 


Station-houses.—The station-houses at Rhyl and Mold are deficient in resi- 
dential accommodation for the officers who must live there. At Rhyl the 
premises are cramped ; and on the ground floor there is only a small room for 
kitchen and domestic purposes ; and at Mold the accommodation is so limited, 
that it has been found necessary to place a single officer in the building, to 
attend to the wants of the prisoners who may be in custody. A very good and 
suitable station-house has been provided at Flint, with four cells and residence 
for a serjeant and single constable (if required), and it is now occupied by the 
serjeant. It is under consideration to provide two more station-houses, one at 
Mostyn, with three cells and a residence for a married officer, and the other at 
Buckly, with two cells and similar residential accommodation. 


The force was inspected on the 28th August, when it was complete; it has 
been efficiently maintained.

NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT of the Inspector of ConstaBuLary 
and Potice Forces in the Northern District, for the Year ended 29th 
September 1875. 


20, Queen’s Gate Place, London, 
Sir, . 30 November 1875. 

I wave the honour to state that’ during the year ended the 29th September, [ 
inspected the police establishments i in the Northern District, and beg to repos 
as follows :— 

The police of counties and ridings number 3,584 ordinary, and 266 additional 
constables, compared with 3,419 ordinary, and 249 additional constables 1 in 1874, 
an increase of 165 and 17 in the two classes respectively. 

The city and borough forces consist of 4,857 ordinary, and 373 constables not 
paid by rates, against 4,520 ordinary, and 372 additional constables in the pre- 
ceding year, an increase of 337 of the former, and of one constable of the: latter 
class. 

The county peer have been maneaned at the authorised dienoun 
or nearly so, with the exception ‘of the Nottinghamshire constabulary, where a 
larger per-centage of vacancies has existed than in my opinion justifies me in 
reporting the force efficient in point of numbers. 

The city and borough establishments have been complete, or only a small pro- 
portion of men deficient. 

The authorities in Liverpool and Manchester have increased the Hania and 
altered the conditions of service. Since the constables’ position was improved, an 
adequate supply of eligible candidates has been forthcoming, and there have 
been fewer resignations. Special reference is made to these changes in the 
reports upon those places. 

The following boroughs in the district, heretofore reported inefficient, have 
raised the strength of the police to an adequate number :—Ashton-under-Lyne, 
Macclesfield, Oldham, and Stockport, leaving only three towns of comparatively 
smal] population and minor importance, viz., Congleton, Ripon, and Richmond, 
whose police establishments are not maintained at an efficient standard. 


Variations.—In counties there have been 801 changes, upon a strength of 
3,850 constables, or 20°8 per cent. 

In boroughs, 1,104 changes, upon a total of 5,230, or 21°1 per cent. 

In 1874 the per-centage was 20°02, and 20:72 in counties and boroughs re- 
spectively, Appended are ee showing the variations in the several iat 
tions. 

A Select Committee of the Hoth of Commons having been appointed to take 
evidence arid report upon the question of police superannuation, I forbear from 
offering any remarks, further than to observe the subject is one upon | ;which 
constables of any standing feel very strongly, and that a general opinion prevails 
in the service that the existing conditions ms ee to pension are far from satis- 
factory. 

Station-houses. —Lock-ups are in course of erection at Oldham, Macclesfield, 
Stalybridge, and Warrington, where improved accommodation was much needed. 
At Wakefield the police buildings are in a most unsatisfactory condition, both as 
regards the cells for prisoners, and offices. For several years I have done all that 
lay in my power to induce the local authoritiles to take action, but so far my 
efforts have proved fruitless. In 1874 I wa informed that the council had 
approved of plans for improved premises ; this year I find that nothing has been 
done towards carrying them out. The cells at Ripon used for detention of 


. prisoners apprehended in the liberty, borough, and in certain townships in the 


West Riding of Yorkshire, are very defective in construction, there, also, no steps 
have yet been taken to provide suitable accommodation. . 


Indictable Offences. —Subjoined is a return of the offences reported, and 
persons apprehended during the last five years. The increase in the number of 
- crimes 
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crimes shown in the years 1874 and 1875 may be accounted for in some measure 
by revised instructions that were issued last year with respect to the classifica- 
tion of undetected cases of larceny above 5s. value, all of which are now directed 
to be returned as indictable. Previous to 1874 a discretion existed whether had 
a prisoner been apprehended he would have been committed for trial or dealt 
with summarily, and the offence was to be classified according to the opinion 
formed.

Licensing Acts, 1872, 1874.—I have nothing to add to the observations con- 
tained in former reports in respect to the working of these Statutes, but beg 
strongly to repeat the opinion before expressed as to the necessity of amending 
the provisions of the 69th section of the principal Act. Under this section, if 
certain requirements have been complied with, the justices have no power to 
refuse to grant applications for licenses. In the district there are now 1,485 
places where liquors are sold by retail in this manner for consumption off 
the premises ; 588 situate in counties, and 897 in cities and boroughs, a large 
inerease in the number of houses for the sale of drink. 

_ It is generally felt that licensing committees ought to have the same discre- 
tion with respect to granting this class of licenses that they possess with regard 
to licenses for sale of liquor for consumption on the premises. 


Licensed Houses.—The following tables contain the number of public-houses 
and beerhouses doing business, the proceedings taken against them during the 
last five years, and the number of persons proceeded against for drunkenness 
and drunk and disorderly conduct within that period. It will be observed 
that proceedings for drunkenness have year by year increased, and have now 
reached 123,236, 11,769 cases more than in the preceding year, and 39,129 
cases in excess of 1871. Convictions against the occupiers of licensed houses, 
on the other hand, have decreased, and in some places it is stated to be almost 
impossible to adduce evidence deemed sufficient to obtain a conviction, especially 
for the offence of selling liquor to drunken persons.

The Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871.—This year 671 male and 117 female 
convicts holding licenses, and 447 males and 172 females subject to police super- 
vision under the 8th Section, reported themselves, and 404 males, 123 females of 
the former class, and 305 males 166 females of the latter class were residing in 
the district at the commencement of the year, giving a total of 2,405 persons 
(1,827 males 578 females) who have come under police surveillance. I am of 
opinion that the provisions of the 8th Section of the Act -need alteration, and 
that persons on liberation from prison, who are afterwards subject to police 
supervision, should be required to notify the place where it is their intention to 
reside, and to report themselves to the police of such place without unnecessary 
delay. As the law now is, a person may give one town as his destination, go to 
another, and all trace of him lost, and does not commit an offence against the Act 
until he has remained there for 48 hours without reporting himself; or he may 
go from one police jurisdiction to another, but provided he dves not remain 48 
hours in one place, proceedings cannot be taken against him for not reporting 
himself on his discharge from prison. ; 

| The 
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The Pedlars’ Act, 1871.—Between the lst January and the 29th September; 
16,632 certificates were granted, and 23,259 endorsed. In the corresponding period 
of 1874, 17,317 certificates were granted, and 25,098 endorsed. As I have before 
stated, 1 am of opinion the fee of 5s. is insufficient in amount, and that the 
regulations as to grant of certificate should be mote stringent. 

In conclusion, | beg to submit for your consideration that the entire police 
system needs consolidation and amendment, changes rendered more dezizaleb 
since the contribution paid by Government was increased. The police of England 
and Wales, as now organised, consists of 18,059 constables of all ranks, exclusive 
of 801 additional constables appointed at the expense of public companies or 
individuals. It is formed into 221 separate jurisdictions, each with a different 
governing authority, and I am strongly of opinion that a service thus sub-divided 
cannot be worked to advantage either in respect of efficiency or economy. 

The county police comprises 55 establishments, varying in strength from 13 to 
1,070 constables. ‘The city and borough police is composed of 166 separate 
forces, whose strength varies from 1 to 894 constables. 

There are seven borough establishments with only one constable, 10 with two, 
eight with three, six with four, five with five, 60 with less than 10, and 83 with 
less than 20 constables ; these figures, I think, are sufficient in themselves to 
show the defectiveness of the existing system, and the need of alteration. The 
management of the borough branch of the service by means of watch committees, 
the composition of the committees and local interests and connections of the 
members, especially in small towns, likewise militate against police efficiency.

The police continue to perform the extra duties detailed in preceding Reports. 

Four hundred and ninety-seven indictable offences were reported, and 293 
persons were apprehended, compared with 659 offences and 375 apprehensions 
in 1874, and 660 offences and 322 apprehensions in 1873.

I Have the honour herewith to submit for your consideration my Nineteenth 


Report on the state of the different Police establishments in the South Police 
district. . 


Since my last Report the number of county and borough police have been 
increased in the district to the extent of 70 constables, and the total number of 
officers and constables authorised to be employed (exclusive of 88 additional 
constables employed under the authority of the chief constables of counties at 
private cost under provision of the 19th section of 3 & 4 Vict. ¢. 88, and six extra 
constables under the head constables of boroughs) amounts to 4,878 persons, 


but of this number there were 62 vacancies to be filled up on the 29th of 
September. 


In respect to the augmentation of 70 constables, I have to observe that in 
each instance the angmentations have been made at the suggestion of the Police 
Authorities themselves, on account of increased duties arising from increase of 
population. 


During the year one borough (Newbury) in Berkshire, which previously 
maintained an independent police force, has consolidated its establishment with 


that of the county, and the arrangement is, I understand, working well and 
giving general satisfaction. 


The counties and boroughs which have made the largest augmentations are 
Berkshire, Devonshire, Gloucestershire, Herefordshire, East and West Sussex, 
and Cardiff, and the area of the latter borough, as well as that of the 
City of Gloucester, whose police are consolidated with the police of the county, 


has been largely extended, and the population consequently considerably 
augmented. 


Ther: are now in the district 95 municipal boroughs, viz., 26 whwese police 
forces are consolidated with those f their respective counties, and which con- 
sequently come iv for their proportion of the Government grant; 45 with 
efficient police establishments u hose populations exceed 5,000 persons, and which 
also ave in receipt of the grant; 9 with inefficient police establishments whose 
populations also exceed 5,000 is number, and which are not in receipt of the 
grant; and 15 small boroughs under 5,000 in population, and which are not 
eligible to obtain any share of the Government grant, but which might 
become so, if their police were consolidated with the police of their respective 
counties. 


Of the nine-boroughs whose populations exceed 5,000 in number, and which 
are reported to iiave inefficient police establishments, ove, Barnstaple, has during 
the year increased the number of its police to the extent necessary to place the 
force in an etiicient state in respect to numbers, but as the augmentation only 
took place on the 24th of June, and as it is necessary, in order to be elivible for 
the Government grant, that each force should be reported to have been efficient 
for oue complete year, 2.¢., from the 29th of September in one year to the 29th 
of September in the next following year, the borough of Barnstaple will not be 


eligible to obtain the grant until after the year ended the 29th of September 
1876. 


No other of the above class of boroughs has taken any step to place its police 
force in an efficient state and some of them have large areas intervening be-

tween the town or populous portions of their districts and the limits of the 
county area, which are left almost entirely unprotected. 


As respects the 15 small boroughs with populations under 5,000 im number, 
only one (Hythe in Kent) has made any effort tu improve the state of its police 
establishment, but as respects this class of small boroughs, the police of which 
are so limited in number, it is scarcely possible to make efficient police arrange- 
ments, as in many instances there is only one officer to supervise the duties, and 
he cannot perform both day and night duty ; and in other instances there is no 
superior officer to supervise the duties, so that the due performance of the 
duties is left to the good faith of the constables; these small boroughs also have 
frequently large areas which are left almost, if not entirely, without police pro- 
pection. 


The changes which have taken place in the different police establishments 
during the year contrast favourably with those of the previous vear, the resig- 
nations having been 355 as against 411; and the dismissals 151 as against 175 ; 
and the total changes, including all constables, 684 as against 737, and with a 
force increased to the extent of 70 constables. 


Iam not of opinion that the police service is a very popular one, as the 
restrictions on liberty of action are, and must necessarily always be, considerable, 
but I believe that the increased rates of pay which have latterly been granted 
has increased the desire of many to make a trial of the service, and that if a 
satisfactory measure “of superannuation is granted, the attachment to the service 
will be improved and strengthened. 


I submit. a Table which will show the number of police in the district who have 
attained to any lengthened periods of service.

I have again to draw attention to the system adopted by the watch com- 
mittee of the borough of Devonport, of requiring the head constable to submit 
for their examination, or for the examination of a committee appointed for the 
purpose, all complaints against licensed public-houses and beerhouses, and of 
their exercising the power of either granting or withholding autiority to apply 
to the magistrates for summonses. 


I found on examination of the various complaints which had been made by 
the police against publicans and beer retailers, that out of 16 reports against 
publicans and 11 reports against beer retailers, only four summonses had been 
allowed to be applied for against each class of licensed person, and that in several 
instances in which summonses were not allowed to be applied for, the cases 
reported appeared tu be of a bad character, and that in one instance both the 
landlord and landlady were drunk on the premises when the house was visited 
by the police. 


Formerly the reports made against public-houses and beerhouses by the 
police were entered in a book appointed for the purpose, but since my Report 
of last year this book has been placed on one side, and the head constable has 
been directed to enter all such reports in the book of common occurrences, 
thereby causing the Inspector some considerable trouble to look over and extract 
the reports. lf any of the committee are interested, either directly or indirectly, 
in the sale of spirits or beer, it is manifest how unjust must be the exercise of 
such authority over the freedom of action of the police in such cases.

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In respect to crime, the returns for the year show, as compared with those for 
1874, a decrease in indictable offences, as also in offences which are determined 
summarily, to a slight extent; but the returns of the present year are deficient 
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of returns from ee small boroughs of Maidenhead and Launceston; as respects 
Launceston, however, no returns have been furnished in any year.

Three hundred and ninety-four convicis on licenses of leave, and 398 persons 
under police supervision, are reported to have been residents in the district dur- 
ing the year; and of the former, 24 have been recommitted to prison for fresh 
offences, 5 have died, 108 have changed their residences, the licenses of 83 have 
expired, and 174 still reside in the district; and of the latter, 6 have died, 71 
have changed their residences,’ the supervision over 38 has expired, and 283 
remain in the district 5 but these latter also include those recommitted to 


rison.

In regard to persons who have been charged with drunkenness and drunken 
and disorderly conduct, the returns for the present year show a decrease in the 
number of persons who have been proceeded against; and I have little doubt 
but that the long strike in some of the trades, and especially the coal trade, has 
had a considerable influence in repressing drunkenness. 

The following Table shows the difference in the number proceeded against 

and convicted in 1874 and 1875 respectively, and to it is added a return of 
licenses granted to, and endorsed for, pediars also in each year :—

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In respect to vagrants, so far as the police undertake their relief, the 
general return for the present year shows a very considerable diminution in the 
number relieved as compared with the number relieved in 1874; although in 
some special instances, and particularly in places in Wales, there has been an 
increase of persons relieved, aud occasioned, no doubt, by the distress arising 
from the long strike. 

The return for 1874 made the total number relieved by the police amount to 
100,097 persons, and the return for the present year makes the total number 
relieved amount to 89,324 persons, or to 10,773 persons less than in 1874. 

As the subject of superannuation is under the consideration of a Select Com- 
mittee of Parliament, I shall not touch upon the question further than to say 
that the police feel extremely anxious that some measure should be passed by 
Parliament which will give them a direct claim to pension after completing a 
certain fixed period of service, and with increase of claim for any fixed extended 
period of service; and that after completing auy fixed period of service, which 
gives a claim to pension, dismissal should be subject to the right of appeal toa 
higher authority, say the Home Secretary. 

In concluding this Report I have to observe that difficulty is experienced every 
year in obtaining from many of the boroughs the informativn necessary to enable 
the Inspectors to complete their yearly Reports by the end of November, and I 
would suggest that, in the case of those boroughs which do not furnish their 
returns by a certain date, the Government grant. should be liable to be withheld 
until a satisfactory explanation has been given as to the cause of the delay ; for 
the delay, no doubt, in many instances arises from Beg eeee and inefiicient 
office arrangements. 

Further, T would observe, that as respects the small boroughs no efficiency can 
be obtained without amalgamation with the county forces; and as respects the 
others which maintain inefficient police establishments, I strongly recommend 
that they should at once be required, failing the passing by Parliament of any 
more comprehensive police measure, to establish forces of an efficient character, 
or be compelled to unite their police with the forces of their respective counties. 

In order further to establish greater efficiency, both in county and borough 
police establishments, and to keep up compulsory intercommunication between 
all adjoining forces, both borough as well as county, so that offenders may be 
more speedily traced and apprehended, and crime detected, I am of opinion that 
the Secretary of State should be armed with more power, and that his rules and 
regulations should be binding cn all police officers and constables throughout 
the kingdom.

On the 26th of March 1875, the police establishment of this county was 
augmented to the extent of six persons, viz., one serjeant and five constables, by 
the incorporation of the police force of the horough of Newbury, less the head 
constable of that borough, with that of the county; the couuty, however, has 
lately foand it necessary to add another inspector to the force in consequence 
of the increased duties which have arisen since the consolidation took place, but 
the inspector having been appointed since the 29th of September, is not included 
in the police establishment as above enumerated. 

In the county a progressive scale of pay has been established for length of 
service, but as resp: cts the lower classes of the constables, authority is granted | 
to the chief constable to promote at his discretion, until constables are placed in 
the merit class, which is limited in number.

Superintendents 
after five years’ service receive an increase of 6 1. per annum, after 10 years 131. 
ditto, and after 15 years 201. ditto. 

The additional duties which are undertaken by the police and the number of 
officers who are employed in the same, are as follows, viz.:—As inspectors of low 
lodging-houses, two, with allowances ; ditto of weights and measures, and as 
examiuers of ditto, eight, with allowances ; ; ditto. of cattle under the Contagious 
Diseases (Animals) Act, 25, with daily allowances when so engaged ; ditto of 
petroleum, eight, without allowances ; ditto of food, under the Food Adultera- 
tion Act, eight, without allowances ; ditto as assistant relieving officers of va- 
grants, six, with allowances; and in Jieu of javelin men at the assizes, 20, with 
allowances to cover extra expenses. 

In respect to crime, 107 indictable offences are reported, and for such, 101 
persons have been apprehended, and 81 committed for trial; in 1874 the offences 
reported were 118, and 83 persons were apprehended, and 73 committed for trial. 

For offences determined summarily, 1,521 persons have heen proceeded 
against, and 1,196 convicted ; in 1874 the number proceeded against were 1,489, 
and of these, 1,180 were convicted. ° 

Ten convicts on licenses of leave, and three other persons under police super- 
vision, have been residents in this county police district, and of the former, four 
have left to reside elsewhere ; the licenses of three have expired, and three remain 
in the district; and of the latter, one has left to reside elsewhere, and two remain 
in the district.

The number of vagrants who have been relieved by the police are less by 
3,642 persons than in 1874, the total number relieved having been 6,700, as 
against 10,342 in that year; the police, however, now only act in six unions, 
whereas in 1874 they acted during three-fourths of the year in seven unions, 

The police are well clothed and appointed, and the books, station-houses, and 
cells are in a satisfactory state. 

The force was inspected on the 20th, 21st, and 22nd of April, when it was 
found complete in numbers, and in an efficient state in all respects,

The clothing of the police is good, and the books satisfactory ; the station and 
cells have, lately been erected, and the accommodation which has been provided 
both for the police as well as prisoners, is all that can be desired. 

The police were inspected on the 3rd of September, when the force was 
incomplete one constable, but in all other respects efficient. 
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Allowances :——Head constable, 12 /. yearly for clothing, and all ranks below 30s., 5d. each yearly for boots, 


On the 19th of June 1875, one of the serjeants of the police establishment of 
this city was raised to the rank of inspector at wages amounting to 35s. per week, 
and several changes also took place at the same time in the classes of the : 
constables in consequence of promotions, but on the 14th of September following 
a general increase of pay was granted by the watch committee to all members of 
the force, and in the following proportions, viz.: head constable 16 /., and inspector

For offences determined summarily, 252 persons have been proceeded against, 
and 211 convicted; in 1874 the number proceeded against were 232, and of 
these, 164 were convicted. 

No convicts on licenses of wake or other persons under police supervision 
have been residents in this city during the year. 

Public-houses, beerhouses, and refreshment houses with wine licenses, number 
respectively 76, 35, and four, and no reports are recorded against any of 
them. 

On the charges of drunkenness and drunken and disorderly, conduct, 99 persons 
have been proceeded against and 93 convicted; in 1874 the number proceeded 
against were 98, of whom 74 were convicted. 

The licenses granted to and endorsed for pedlars are stated to have been 10 pnd 
84 respectively ; in 1874 the numbers were respectively 18 and 99. 

The relief of vagrants is not undertaken by the police in this city. 

The police are provided with good clothing and appointments, and the office 
and books are satisfactory, but the. cells are, ef old construction and very incon- 
venient of access. 

The force was inspected on the 4th of September, when the establishment was 
incomplete one constable ; in all other respects, however, aud essentials the police

In this borough the police force has undergone no. change in number during 
the year, but the classes of the constables are to some extent altered in con- 
sequence uf promotions, resignations, and other casualties; and the organisation 
has also been slightly changed by the creation of a fourih inspector through the 
promotion of one of the serjeants to that rank, and whose vacancy has not been 
filled up. 

As respects the constables, a system of advancement, with-increase of pay for 
length of service, has been established, but it is not extended to the higher 
ranks. Constables enter at 24s. per week, and after six months’ service, rise to 
25s. 3d. per week; after a further 12 months to 27s. per week; after another 
12 months to 28s. per week; and then by good conduct to a merit class, at 
29 s.

Four convicts on licenses of leave, and six other persons under police super- 
vision have. been residents in this borough, and of the- former one has left to 
reside elsewhere, and the licenses of the three others have expired, and as respects 
the latter all are still residing in the district. 

Public-houses, beerhouses, and refreshment houses with wine licenses number 
respectively 311, 61, and 18, and of the first-named ten have been proceeded 
against and nine convicted, and of the second, three, and two convicted.

TO THE RIGHT HON. THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR THE HOME DEPARTMENT. 


SIR, 


I nave the honour to submit my Report on the Metropolitan Police for the year 
1875, accompanied by the usual reports and returns. 


The total authorised strength of the Metropolitan Police on the 31st December 1875 
was 10,227. Of these, 674 were employed at the Royal Dockyards and Military 
Stations, 562 in various Public Departments, Railways, and different Institutions, their 


services ‘being paid for to the Receiver of Police, and 8,991 in the Police service ae the 
Metropolis proper. 


The Police Force, as constituted on that day, it aaoge 25 Superintendents, 277 
Inspectors, 1,050 Sergeants, and 8,875 Constables. 


The total area of the Metropolitan Police District is 688°31 miles, apportioned 
into 21 Divisions, including the Thames, which is confined strictly to the portion of the 


river from Walton-on-Thames to Erith, within the jurisdiction of the Commissioner 
of Police. 


The town continues to grow much as in former years. During 1875 there were 
10,023 new houses built ; 169 new streets, and 4 new squares were opened and handed 
over to Police protection, covering a length of 29 miles 1,475 yards; and 3,775 new 
houses were in course of erection. 


The number of new houses show an increase of 25 per cent. over the number built 
in 1874. 


The peace of the Metropolis was not disturbed in any serious manner during the 
year. 


Various public meetings were held in Hyde Park and elsewhere for the discussion of 
questions more or less of public interest, but these were always conducted in an orderly 
manner, and the promoters showed themselves desirous on all occasions of conforming 
to the law, and anxious, with the assistance of the Police, to obviate as far as possibie 
any annoyance or obstruction consequent on the processions which were organized. 


The total number of persons apprehended by the Police during the year was 72,606, 
of whom 49,712 were summarily convicted, and 2,343 convicted after trial. 


There is an increase in the total arrests of 4,903 over the arrests in 1874. 


This large increase is almost wholly accounted for by the increased drunkenness 
ainong the population. 


The charges of ‘drunk and disorderly ” increased from 12,099 in 1874 to 14,926 in 
1875, and for simple drunkenness, which may be taken as “ drunk and incapable,” from 
14,056 in 1874 to 16,050 in 1875. 


The total increase under these two offences being 4,821, leaving the increase in all 
the other offences put together at 182, with a rapidly increasing population. 


The more serious indictable offences—burglary, robbery, larceny, receiving stolen 
goods, &c., show still a decrease on the number recorded in 1874, which was marked 
as the year having the smallest number of serious crimes in this decade. 

The decrease is from 10,185 in 1874 to 9,943 in 1875, combined with the fact that 
the apprehensions were more numerous in 1875, and the convictions only 11 less. 

In 1868 the number of these crimes was 14,316, showing a reduction in 1875 of 
4,373 serious offences, being 30°54 per cent. 

Burglaries decreased from 349 in 1874 to 318 in 1875, and simple larceny from 
6,674 to 6,444, being the smallest numbers recorded since these Police statistics were 
compiled, from 1866. 
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The only offence which shows any marked increase is “attempts to rob,” which 
increased from 6 to 21; but in every case apprehensions were made, and 14 convictions 
were obtained. 


The total number of indictable offences committed was 12,228, a decrease of 357 as 
compared with the previous year, while the apprehensions increased from 3,921 to 
4,018, and the convictions from 2,306 to 2,343. 


11,775 summonses were taken out by the Police during the year, 1,058 of which 
were dismissed, and 10,717 resulted in convictions. 


The increase over the previous year, when the number applied for was 10,604, is 
chiefly due to the increased number taken out against stage carriages, hackney carriages, 
carts, and waggons, and licensed premises, 


87 persons were killed in the streets, and 2,704 were maimed or injured. 


The number of persons killed is considerably less than the last six years, during 
which the average has been 123, but the injuries show an increase of 136 over 1874. 


Light carts, as in former years, are responsible for the largest proportion of these 
accidents, and the special attention of the police has been called to the reckless manner 
in which many of these vehicles are driven. 


The total number of persons apprehended under the Vagrant and Poor Law Acts 
continues to decrease. As compared with 1869, when 6,996 were apprehended, there 
has been a reduction of nearly 50 per cent., the number apprehended last year 
being 3,724. | ; 

The beggars also show a considerable reduction, being 2,125 in 1875, and 3,472 
in 1870; while the inmates of the workhouses appear to conduct themselves with 
much greater propriety, the numbers charged with disorderly conduct and damaging 
workhouse clothing being only 892 in 1875 against 2,329 in 1870. 

During the year 18,989 stray dogs were seized by the Police, of which 1,736 were 
owned, and 17,198 sent to the Dogs Home. % | f 

On several occasions strong remonstrances have been addressed to the Commissioner, 
on the damage arising from the presence of these stray dogs in the streets, especially 
during periods when an alarm of hydrophobia prevailed, and the Police have done their 
best to get rid of these animals, most of them utterly worthless. The total number of 
stray dogs removed from the streets, since the passing of the Metropolitan Streets Act, 
1867, has been 92,886. | 


10,609 persons were reported to the Police as lost or missing during the year, of which . 
7,804 were children under 10 years of age, and 2,805 adults; of these 5,225 children and 
688 adults were found by Police and restored to their friends ; of the remainder 74 adults 
committed suicide, 7 children and 102 adults had not been reported as found, and the 
remainder were found by their friends or returned home of their own accord. 


23,209 windows and doors were reported as being found by the Police open or 
unfastened at night. 


I regret that there appears, if anything, less care in this respect than in former years, 
and that every facility is in these numerous cases afforded to thieves and burglars. 


Three new Police Stations were opened during the year, viz., Commercial Street, 
Whitechapel, Waltham Abbey, and Holloway. 


The changes in the Pelice Force during the year, show the retirement of 220 men on 
pension, and 58 on gratuities ; 66 men resigned through ill-health, who were not entitled 
either to pension or gratuity ; 109 resigned for other employment, and 168 for no special 
reason, the majority being men who had recently joined and found themselves unsuited 
to the Police service. ; 


187 were compelled to resign for misconduct, and 177 were dismissed, a very satis- 
factory decrease as compared with past years, 57 men died, being the same number as in 
1874. . 

93 Police officers were commended or received rewards from Judges or Magistrates 
during the year, and 1,202 were commended or rewarded by the Commissioners. 


Notwithstanding the extent of the Police force, and the growing demand of the labour 
market for ablé-bodied young men of good character, such as are required for the Police, 
the popularity of the force has induced a sufficient number of very satisfactory recruits 
to offer their services during the year, and judging by the result, I think the standard 
of character and efficiency is as good in the Metropolitan Police as it ever has been.

The number of serious assaults (none other are reported) on the Police, increased from 
2,244 in 1874, to 2,633 in 1875. 

During the last 5 years, 48 men have been granted pensions, amounting in the 
aggregate to 1,751/. per annum, solely on account of imjuries received in the execution 
of their duty. The pensions are calculated on a scale according to the nature and degree 
of the injury, whether wholly or partially incapacitating the man from earning his 
livelihood. 


Careful inspection of the Hackney and Stage Carriages has been maintained during 
the year, and some improvement has been visible, especially among the Hansom cabs. 
Over.3C0 new cabs have been put on the streets, and the London General Omnibus 
Company have supplied mary new and commodious omnibuses. 


None of the new description of cabs introduced from time to time, appear to answer 
the requirements of London traffic so well as the Hansom and Clarence cabs. A company 
formed to run a new class of carriage of a lighter construction have found it necessary 
to withdraw them from the streets. 


The Hackney carriage trade has been slack during the year, and many small proprietors 
have had to surrender their plates. 


77 omnibuses, and 741 Hackney carriages were condemned during the year as unfit 
for public use. While 3,446 carriages were found more or less unfit for use, and were 
prohibited from plying until the necessary repairs and alterations had been made. 


527 reports of horses unfit for use were received, and proceedings taken where necessary. 


During the last six years 8,180 public carriages have been condemned as unfit for 
public use, and 4,825 horses reported as unfit. 


Licenses have been issued during the year to 9,684 proprietors and 16,306 drivers and 
conductors, 

The regulations made in 1870 for the restoration of property left in cabs, continue to 
work well; the articles restored in 1869 were 1,912, whereas they had increased to 
15,584 in 1875, all articles of value are as a rule claimed, and a fair reward paid to the 
driver ; unclaimed articles are with certain reservations, handed over intact to the driver 
at the close of three months. 


12 new Hackney Carriage standings were appointed during the year giving accommo- 
dation for 92 carriages. 

I regret that I cannot report any diminution in the convictions for drunkenness and 
furious driving, all that can be remarked is, that they are about stationary, and have not 
increased in the same proportion as drunken charges have against the general population. 


SMOKE NUISANCE. 


The variations in the several returns in connexion with the enforcement of the Smoke 
Nuisance Abatement Acts, are so insignificant as to appear to call for no particular 
observations. ‘There has been a trifling increase in the number of cases reported, and a 
corresponding small addition to the expense of the engineer, but on the other hand, 
there is a diminution in the number of cases in which the Commissioner has been com- 
pelled to take proceedings in Police Courts, viz., 347 cases in 1875, as compared with 
391 in 1874. . 
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COMMON LODGING HOUSES. 


The common lodging houses in that. part of the Metropolitan Police District, com- 
prised within the limits of the Metropolis Local Management Act of 1855, and which 
are under police supervision, may be said to be ina very fair sanitary condition, the 
number of cases of infectious and contagious diseases that have occurred in them being 
comparatively few. 

The area under inspection is 122 square miles, containing 1,241 registered common 
lodging houses, and accommodating about 27,000 persons, exceeding in number the 
population of some of our cities. During the past year 69 deaths have occurred in the 
common lodging ‘houses; of these 56 were sudden deaths. 18 cases of infectious 
diseases have arisen; viz. :— 

1 Scarlatina. 

1 Small Pox. 

6 Scarlet Fever. 

3 Continued Fever. 

3 Typhus Fever. 

1 Itch. 

3 Measles. 

18; in addition to these 52 other cases of illness (arising 
principally from privation and drink) have been dealt with. At the latter part of the 
year, it having been brought under notice that several cases of fever, said to have 
arisen in common lodging houses, had been admitted into the Fever Hospital, a strict 
Inquiry was instituted, with the result that the persons attacked were found to have been 
ill at the time of their leaving the common lodging houses, but not sufficiently so as to 
prevent their applying personally to the Medical Officer of the District for advice and 
assistance ; and they being destitute were sent to the Workhouse Infirmary, and after the 
lapse of some time the disease declared itself to be fever. Neither the keepers of the 
houses or the Inspecting Officers were made acquainted or had any knowledge that 
these people were ill at the time of their leaving the premises. ~ 

15 of these cases which are said to have occurred are not included in the sum total of 
infectious diseases previously shown. It may also be mentioned here, that owing to the 
representation of the Medical Officer of Health of the Whitechapel District many 
of the rooms in his District were overcrowded, “that is to say, every room where there 
“ is not 300 cubic feet of space allowed for each lodger,” these rooms have been 
re-measured, and, where considered necessary, the number of lodgers reduced. Another 
Medical Officer of Health, however, in referring to his District, makes the following 
statement :— 

“ T am of opinion that with the abundance of ventilation that is provided in nearly all 
‘“‘ the dormitories at common lodging houses that 250 cubic feet of space is quite 
“* sufficient for the maintenance of health.” To meet as far as possible the conflicting 
opinions of medical gentlemen, the following scale has been adopted for the measurement 
of common lodging houses, by which it will be seen that nearly 300 cubic feet of space 
is given to each adult lodger :— 


Height of Room, Superficial Feet. . | Cubical Contents. 


6 feet and under - - 50 300 
6 feet 6 inches and under - 45 292 
7 feet 6 inches and under - : 40 800 
8 feet 6 inches and under - 35 297 
Above 8 feet 6 inches  - - 30 = 


These rooms being only occupied by night, and as at a stated time in the morning 
(10 o'clock) all the windows and doors are opened so as to obtain thorough purification, 
and remain so during the day; it is considered that the present scale of measurement 
affords ample space for all purposes of health, and that should a greater number of 
cubical feet of. space be enforced (that is more than 300), the effect, owing to the 
reduction of lodgers, high rents, taxes, firing, &c., must be, that the houses would 
become unremunerative, and given up, the lodgers being dispersed to find homes in 
unlicensed houses situated in courts and alleys, already densely populated; great 
detriment to the public health would in all probability ensue, and the poorer classes 
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themselves would, from the want of those comforts which are now afforded them in 
registered houses, be made great sufferers. The fact of so few cases of illness of an 
infectious or contagious nature having occurred amongst so great a number of persons, 
particularly of the poorer classes, plainly shows that the requirements of health are 
successfully met, and although cases of fever have arisen, they have been of a very slight 
nature, and such as might very possibly occur under far more favourable circumstances 
in superior and less thickly populated districts. 

- Accounts as to the unhealthy state of some of the common lodging houses in the 
Metropolis having appeared in several of the daily newspapers, to refute these statements 
the following certificates were obtained from the Medical Officers of Health of the 
Districts in which the houses complained of were situated :—

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A Commission was also appointed by the “‘ Lancet” to inspect and report on the 
general sanitary condition of the common lodging houses in the Metropolis. 

‘The concluding paragraph of the Commissioners’ report, which may be taken as a fair 
summary of the whole, is here quoted :—“ It cannot be doubted that but for the constant 
“« pressure of the Police Sanitary Inspectors, and the zealous co-operation of the Medical 
“« Officers of Health, the lodging houses would soon relapse into the disgusting and 
** dangerous condition which the Act of. 1851 was intended to reform, and altogether it 
“ ig evident that that beneficent law has on the whole been ably carried out in the 
“ Metropolitan District. We have found it necessary to point out a good many 
*‘ serious defects in the common lodging houses of London, but when we compare, 
* even the worst of them, with the crowded, filthy, dilapidated, and often pestilential 
_* homes by which they are surrounded, we cannot but admit their superiority, and are 
** constrained to wish that the parish authorities were even one half as energetic as those 
** of Scotland Yard in earrying on the work of sanitary inspection.”’ | 

During the past year 432 keepers have been served with notices to register their 
houses or the parts of houses occupied and used at the time as common lodging houses. | 

275 of these houses have been surveyed and measured to accommodate (if registered), 
including the keepers and their families, 3,142 persons. A very large majority of these 
houses might, with comparatively small outlay, be rendered fit for registration. 

189 houses have been permanently registered and re-opened, and are used wholly or 
in part as common lodging houses. In the houses thus registered good accommodation 
was provided at the time of registration for 2,/47 persons. 
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127 houses: have, from change of tenants, death of keepers, and other causes, been 
closed and taken off the register (many of these, however, after being improved, and in 
some cases considerably enlarged, have been re-opened) ; most of the others will, no 


doubt, be re-registered. 


3,787 houses casually used as common lodging houses are under strict supervision, 
and periodical visits are made by the Police Inspecting Officers to prevent sub-letting 


within the meaning of the Act. 


180 common lodging houses are now under observation, requiring more or less alter- 
ations and improvements previous to their being registered. 

29 summonses have been applied for against the keepers of common lodging houses 
for various offences against the provisions of the Act. 

1 case of nuisance only has occurred on lodging houses premises, which was removed 


on notice being served, without summons. 


Iam enabled again with pleasure to say that the Common Lodging Houses Acts are 
working well, and that taking into consideration the small staff, the large extent of_ 
ground over which they have to travel, the number of houses to be visited, and the 
continuous nature of these visits, that very satisfactory results have been obtained. 

There can be no doubt that without strict supervision the common lodging houses 
would quickly become active foci of moral as well as physical pestilence.

WATER SUPPLY. 


The water supply to the houses was found to be generally 
good; but in many cases the receptacles were in bad order, 
uncovered and exposed; this, however, is detailed in 
another part of the Report. 


VENTILATION. 


The ventilation was generally imperfectly obtained from 
window, door, and fireplace. 


PRIVY ACCOMMODATION. 


Privies were found to be trapped and panned, and con- 
nected to sewer, with four exceptions, viz., Nos. 9, 10, 11, 
and 12, French’s Fields, Deptford. Water was not 
generally laid on. In proportion to the number of people, 
the privy accommodation was found to be ample; but in 
some cases the neglect of the landlords, and in others, the 
dirty and destructive habits of the people themselves, 
rendered them quite unfit for use.

About 300 cubic feet of space is allowed in sleeping 
rooms in Common Lodging Houses; in single rooms let 
to families, which are occupied by day and by night, as 
well as being used for domestic purposes, the space was 
found to vary from 150 to 350 cubic feet. Although the 
houses are very much crowded, overcrowding in rooms to 
any great extent was not found to exist; the exceptions are 
as follows, viz., Bolton’s Gardens, Turk’s Row, Chelsea. 
There are 18 houses in these Gardens, consisting of one 
and two rooms each, having four clesets for the whole, 
and which are generally in a filthy condition, being open 
to the public in addition to the inhabitants. In a room 
at No. 4, 11 ft. x11 ft. 6 in,,’and 6 ft. 6 in. high, having 
space for three persons (according to the Common Lodging 
Houses Regulations), a cab driver, earning 16s. a week, 
and his wife and three children, viz., son 16 years old, and 
two daughters aged 11 and 9 years, were living: rent, 
9s. 6d. In a room at No 5, similar in dimensions, a 
bricklayers’ labourer, earning 24s. a week, and his wife and 
four daughters, aged 17, 13, 10, and 7 years, were found 
living: rent, 2s. 6d. In a room at No. 6, similar in 
dimensions, a bricklayers’ labourer, earning 24s. a week, 
and his wife and four children, viz., son 13, and three 
daughters aged 9, 8, and 3 years, were living: rent, 
2s. 6d. 


Dove Court, Turk’s. Row, Chelsea.—There are five four- 
roomed houses in this court, having three closets for the 
whole, which are generally in such a filthy condition as to 
be unfit for use. There is a cistern to supply water; but 
the inhabitants often complain of being short. There is 
one open dust-bin in common to all the houses. In a 
room at No. 1, Dove Court, 9 ft. x 11 ft. 9 in., and 
7 ft. 6 in. high, having space for two persons, two widows, 
laundresses, earning 17s. each \ per week, and_ three 
children, aged 13, 7, and 4% years, were living, paying 
2s. 9d. a week between them. In another room at the 
same house, and of similar size, a labourer, earning 
27s. 6d. a week, and three children, viz., two sons aged 
15 and 8 years, and a daughter aged 12, were living: 
rent, 2s. 6d. In aroom at No. 2, 11 ft. 6 in. x 7 ft., and 
7 ft. high, a cab washer, earning 10s. a week, and his wife, 
a son 14, and a daughter 11 years of age, were living: 
rent, 2s. 6d. Ina room at No. 5, 11 ft. 6 in. x 7 ft., and 
7 ft. high, a hawker of water-cresses, earning 15s. a week, 
and his wife and two daughters, aged 17 and 10, were 
living : rent, 2s. 9d. 

Edward’s Place, Marylebone.—In a room at No. 16, 
10 ft. 10 in. X 12 ft. 9 in., and 9 ft. 9 in. high, having 
space for three persons, a linkman, earning lls. 6d. a 
week, his wife, and six children, viz., three girls, aged 
18, 16, and 14, and three sons, 13, 12, and 7 years, were 
living together: the eldest three children earning 13s. 6d. 
a week in addition: rent, 2s. 6d. 

Church Lane, St. Giles.—In a room at No. 23, 12 ft. x 
9 ft. and 6 ft. 6 in. high, large enough for three persons, 
a man and his wife and five children were found, the 
eldest 17 years and the youngest 10 months old. This 
room was in a very dirty and dilapidated condition, as was 
the house generally. 

Welsh’s Court, Church Lane.—In a room at No. 1 
(11 ft. x 9 ft. and 7 ft. high), having space for scarcely 
two persons, were found a costermonger, earning 25s. a 
week, and his wife and five children, the youngest 4 years 
old and the eldest 16. This room was in a very filthy 
condition: rent, 2s. 6d. 

Kennedy Court, Church Lane.—In a room at No. 6, 
10 ft. x 14 ft. and 9 ft. high (a kitchen), a labourer, 
earning 25s. per week, and his wife were living and 
sleeping. In an upstairs room having space for four 
persons, five adults (males), said to be the sons and relatives 
of the keeper, were sleeping; and in a small room adjoining 
the keeper’s room, a man and his wife, and a girl 17 years 
of age, said to be a first-cousin, were living. These all 
had to pass through the room in which the keeper and his 
wife slept. ‘There is but one closet for the use of six small 
houses in this court, and this is generally in a very filthy 
state: rent, 10s. 

King Street, Drury Lane.—In a room at No. 2, 10 ft. x 
12 ft. and 6 ft. high (having space for scarcely three 
persons), a labourer, earning 25s. a week, and his wife and 
six children, the youngest 14 months and the eldest 
11 years of age, were living: rent, 3s. The woman in this 
room (a top room) was washing, and threw the dirty water 
out of the window into the gutter outside, remarking 
“ that it was bad enough to have to carry the water 
“ upstairs, without having to carry it down.” Ina room 
at No. 23, 7 ft. x 8 ft. and 7 ft. 6 in. high (large enough 
for only two persons), were found the four daughters of 
the keeper, aged 18, 16,13, and 10 years ‘This family 
consisted of a scavenger, earning 20s. a week, and his wife 
and six children, the other two children slept with their 
parents in an adjoining room: rent, 3s. 

Bitt Alley, Clerkenwell.—In a room at No. 12, 15 ft. x 
9 ft. and 8 ft. high, a woman and four sons, costermongers, 
aged 24, 20,17, and 13 years, earning from 14s. to 20s. 
a week, were living, there being space for three only: 
rent, 2s. In this alley there are 12 houses of two and 
three rooms each, and only one closet for the whole, which 
is always filthy. On the ground floor of No. 11, a pony 
is kept, a costermonger, earning 30s, a week, and his wife 
living in the room over it: rent, 4s. And at Nos. 5 and 6 
donkeys are kept on the ground floors, the families living 
above. This court and Frying Pan Alley adjoining have 
an entrance barely 3 feet wide, with houses on both sides. 
These houses are very dirty and dilapidated. 

New Court, Clerkenwell.—In a room at No. 5 (14 ft. x 
9 ft. and 7 ft. high), a labourer, earning 20s. a week, and 
his wife and three children, aged 22, 20, and 17 years, 
were living : rent, 3s. In this court there are 13 houses 
of three rooms each, having only two closets for the whole. 
These houses are all in a very dirty and dilapidated 
state, some of them not having been limewashed for from 
two to seven years. 

George Court, Holborn.—In a room at No. 7 (14 ft. x 
10 ft. and 7 ft. high) a porter, earning 20s. a week, and 
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his wife and five children, aged 13, 10, 9, 5, and 3 years, 
were living: rent, 3s. 

Richardson’s Buildings, St. Luke.—-In a room at No. 5 
(12 ft. x 10 ft. and 8 ft. high) were a porter, earning 20s. 
a week, and wife and four children, the eldest 10 years 
of age: rent, 2s. 9d. In another room of the same house 
(14 ft. x 12 ft. and 8 ft. high), a widow and seven children, 
the eldest 16 years of age. There are seven houses in 
these Buildings having three rooms each, which are ina 
very dirty and dilapidated state, most of them not having 
been. limewashed for three years. 

Bell Alley, St. Luke.—In a room at No. 18 (12 ft. x 
9 ft. and 7 ft. high) a blacksmith, earning 18s. a week, 
and wife and two children were found; also the father and 
brother of the man: rent, 2s. 

Spring Gardens, King Edward Street, Mile End New 
Town. Ina room at No. 113 (11 ft. x 11 ft. by 7 ft. 6in. 
high), a man, his wife, and four children (girls), aged 17, 
6, 3, and 1 year. 

In aroom at No, 18 (11 ft. x 11 ft. by 7 ft. 6 in. high) 
a man and his wife and six children, the youngest six weeks 
old, and the eldest 11 years. 

In a room at No. 20 (11 ft. x 11 ft. by 7 ft. 6 in. high) 
a man and his wife and five children were found, the 
youngest 6 and the eldest 16 years of age. The ceiling 
of this room was in a very bad state, letting in the rain. 

Nos. 25, 26, and 27, in the same place, although not 
overcrowded, were in a very filthy and dilapidated state, 
nothing having been done to them for several years. These 
houses are occupied by costermongers, &c., earning from 
12s. to 25s. a week, and paying an average rent of 4s. 

The above Garden or Court consists of 30 small houses 
of two and three rooms each, with families in each house. 
There is a watercloset for every two houses, and a water- 
butt and dust-bin for the same; but neither the water- 
butts (with few exceptions) nor dust-bins have any cover 
to them. Some of the water-butts and dust-bins are on 
the same level, and very often the inhabitants are without 
water in consequence of the butts being too small, and the 
water not on long enough. The back yards of some of 
these houses are very small and badly paved. 

Ewer Street, Gravel Lane, Southwark.—At No. 56 there 
are four families living in five rooms, “17. persons in 
all;” and at No. 57 two families in three rooms, “ six 
persons in all.”?. Twenty-three persons in the two houses, 

Mrs. Grogan, hawker, earning from 4s. 6d. to 6s. a 
week, and paying 3s. rent, the occupier of two rooms on 
the first floor at No. 57, stated :—‘ I have been living in 
“ these rooms 19 years; the house has been whitened 
“< three or four times only during that time, the last time 
“ about four years ago. There is another room above me 
“ occupied by two young men, matchmakers, paying 2s, a 
“ week; they are out all day; they have been living there 
“ two years. 1 should like you to see this room; neither 
“ the floor nor the staircase leading to it have, I am 
“ certain, been cleaned for six months.” Upon visiting 
this room there was found an old bedstead and bed 
swarming with vermin, and a piece of old canvas used as 
a covering. Not a particle of any other furniture was in 
the room. 

These houses are in a very filthy and dilapidated state, 
especially No. 57. There is one small yard to them 
unpaved, and. without a dust-bin, the dust and other 
matter lying about. One closet’ which is not panned, 
bricks and cement being used to form a pan, which 1s 
cracked and in a very filthy state. No water supply 
whatever ; the inhabitants have to fetch it from a tap in 
Waterloo Buildings. 

No. 58. Six families, making nineteen persons in six 
rooms. 

No. 59. Five families, making sixteen persons in five 
yooms. 

No. 61, Seven families, making twenty-one persons in 
seven rooms. (Fifty-six persons in the three houses.) 

These houses are in a very filthy and dilapidated state. 
Ann Daley, living at No. 58, front room, first floor, stated : 
«* T have been living in this house three years; it has not 
“ been whitened during that time; the water we use we 
“ have to fetch from a tap in the yard; it is on about 
“ half an hour daily; it is very uncertain at what time 
« it comes on, and if I am away from home when it does 
“come on I have to go without,” ‘There is one large 
yard to these houses, not paved, and in a very filthy state, 
a large accumulation of dust and other refuse lying about, 
there being no dust-bin. Four closets not panned, bricks 
and cement being used in lieu thereof, and all in a most 
filthy condition. No butt or cistern, but one water-tap 
in this yard from which the occupiers have to fetch their 
water ; the supply is on but a very short time durig the 
day, and is very irregular, the average length of time daily 
being about one hour. One of the occupiers stated that 


it was on half an hour, another three-quarters of an hour, 
and others about an hour. At each of these houses the 
occupants have to wash their clothing in their rooms, there 
being no wash-house accommodation ; they consequently 
have to eat, sleep, and wash in one room. There are a 
number of other houses in this street, most of which are 
similarly situated. Waterloo Buildings, Ewer Street, con- 
sists of ten houses, having two rooms each, one family in 
each house. The closet accommodation, water supply, and 
the yard are im a similar state to the houses in Ewer 
Street. 

Hanover Street, Rotherhithe, consists of twenty-two 
houses, all of which are in a dilapidated and dirty con- 
dition, especially the following, viz., No. 14.—The occupant 
of the front room, ground floor, a labourer, earning 20s. 
a week, had been living there three years; the room had 
not been whitened during that period. Rent, 2s. 3d. 
No. 15.—Very filthy and dilapidated, and a portion of the 
staircase broken away. ‘The yards are badly paved, and 
there is a large accumulation of filthy matter lying about. 
Water-butts in very bad repair, causing leakage; closets 
trapped and panned, but no water on, and kept in a very 
filthy state. 

Matilda Place, Bermondsey.—At No. 5, in two rooms 
on the ground floor, were found a shoemaker, earning 20s. 
a week, and wife and seven children. The front room 
(9 ft. 6 in. X 8 ft. 6 in. by 7 ft. 6 in. high), with space for 
two persons, was occupied as a sleeping and sitting room 
by a man and his wife and three children, aged 7 and 
5 years, and an infant, The back room (7 ft. 7 in. x 7 ft. 
2 in. by 7 ft. 6 in. high), with space for one person, by four 
children, ages 15, 14, and 9 (girls), and a boy 11 years old. 
This room is also used as a work-room by the father in his 
business as a shoemaker. The walls, ceilings, and pas- 
sages were filthy. ‘The occupier, “ Timothy Kelly,” stated 
he had been living there two years, and the rooms had not 
been whitened during that period. Rent, 2s. 6d. 

Foxlow Street, Bermondsey, No. 6.—There are four 
rooms in this house, one of which only is occupied by a 
woman who sells trotters, earning from 10s. to 12s. a week ; 
it is in such a filthy and dilapidated state as to render it 
totally unfit for habitation. Rent, ls. 4d. 

Bear Yard, Long Walk, Bermondsey.—No. 12 is in a 
very filthy state. Mrs. Dynan,-the occupier, stated that 
she had been living there two years, and no whitening had 
been done during that time. Rent, 2s. 

No. 13 is in a most wretched state, the walls and 
ceilings being quite black from filth. There are two rooms 
in this house, one on the ground floor used as a sitting 
room, the other on the first floor used as a bedroom, in 
which the occupier (who is a labourer, earning 12s. a week) 
and wife and daughter, aged 18, sleep (three grown-up 
persons where barely two would be allowed), there being 
no partition to separate them. The size of the room is 
11 ft. 6in. X 8 ft. by 6 ft. 6im. high. Rent, 2s. 

No. 16.—T wo large rooms : one used as a lumber room, 
the other as a sitting and sleeping room, and occupied by 
a flesher, earning 20s. a week, and his wife and widowed 
daughter, aged 35, and her daughter, aged 15, there being 
no partition to separate them. This house is in a very 
dirty and dilapidated state, and the occupier said that 
nothing had been done in the way of whitewashing for 
two years. Rent, 2s. 6d. 

No. 17.—John McCarthy says this house has not been 
whitewashed for three years, and the dirty appearance 
of the place fully bears out his assertion. ‘The supply of 
water is from a tap’in another yard, and which is on about 
an hour and a half daily, the occupiers of the eighteen 
houses in Bear Yard having to fetch the same in their own 
utensils, and it was stated by some of the inhabitants that 
sometimes they could not get enough for ordinary house- 
hold purposes. 

Orchard, Peckham.—No. 10 was found to be in a very 
dilapidated state, flooring broken away, and altogether in 
an unfit state for habitation. - In the yard the closet was 
broken to pieces, there being no door to the same, and 
the seat broken quite away. No dust-bin. Water supply 
to small butt on about half an hour daily. Rent, 2s. a 
week. 

No.9 in same condition as above. No. 3,—Mrs. Wilkes, 
the occupier, stated that she had been living here twenty- 
three years, and the landlord had done nothing towards 
cleansing or repairing the same during that period. What 
little repairs, &c. have been done her husband did. This 
house was found to be in a dilapidated state. Rent, 3s. a 
week. 

Lovegrove Street, Old Kent Road, No. 26.—This house 
is in a very filthy state. The occupier stated that she had 
been living there five years, and nothing had been done in 
the way of whitening. : 


Swan Court, Newington.—At No. 3 there were found 
sleeping in two double beds in one room (12 ft. x 12 ft. 
and 7 ft. 6 in. high) a woman and her three children, aged 
respectively—boy 19, girl 16, and boy 11. The woman 
and her daughter occupied one bed, and the two sons the 
other, making four adults where three only would be 
allowed. There are three rooms in this house, viz., the 
garret used as a lumber room; the room on the first floor 
as the bedroom, and the ground-floor room as a sitting 
yoom. At No. 14 there are two rooms; in the first-floor 
room two double beds, in a most filthy state from vermin, 
are occupied, one by the father and two daughters, aged 
respectively 12 and 11 years, and the other by a daughter 
aged 18. ‘This room measures 12ft. x 12 ft. and 7 ft. 6in. 
high; there are consequently four adults where three only 
would be allowed. The room on the ground floor is used 
as a living room, and a bed is fitted up in it for the son 
(aged 20) to sleep. The house is in a very dilapidated and 
filthy state. 

No. 11.—There are three rooms in this house occupied 
by a labourer, earning 25s. a week, and his wife and five 
children ; the house is in a very filthy state. In a garret 
were sleeping a girl aged 14, a girl aged 12, a boy aged 11, 
and a girl aged 5 years; the bed made up on the floor, and 
nothing but old rags to cover them, all in a most filthy 
condition. The man and his wife with one child (aged 
2 years) occupy a bed in a room on the first floor, the 
ers aac room being used as a living room. Rent, 
3s. 6d.

OVERCROWDING. 


With reference to the evils arising from overcrowding in 
the dwellings of the poor, I would remark, in the first 
place, that every form: of vice is greatly stimulated and 
encouraged by the overcrowding of families, the indiseri- 
minate admixture of ‘sexes, and the consequent neglect 
of all cleanliness and decency. Secondly, that the children 
born in such places are generally puny and delicate, many 
of them growing up unfit for manual labour, and are 
driven either to crime or begging for a livelihoood, or they 
become a burden on the ratepayers. In the third place, 
it is a fertile source of disease, fever being generally to be 
found more or less in overcrowded courts and alleys, 
which under circumstances favourable to its development, 
spreads and attacks less densely populated neighbour- 
hoods. It may be safely stated that every grade of 
society is liable to suffer by the existence of these wretched 
haunts, it being impossible to confine the evils arising 
from them within any strict limit; even healthy localities 
under the most favourable sanitary conditions are in 
danger of infection and contagion conveyed by and ex- 
haled from the person of some inhabitant of an infected 


court or alley who may stray into the neighbourhood for 
the purpose of begging or hawking articles of their own 
manufacture. The operation of the Sanitary Act, 1866, 
has, it is believed, greatly diminished overcrowding in the 
Metropolis; but it is difficult to determine how far this 
evil still exists without visiting suspected houses by night, 
The officers charged with carrying out the provisions of 
the Common Lodging Houses Acts of 1851 and 1853 have 
made every effort to abate the nuisance, but owing to the 
small staff employed, and the great number of registered 
houses under supervision, as well as non-registered houses, 
where it is supposed that lodgers are likely to be received, 
and which are consequently kept under strict observation, 
much time cannot be given to the suppression of the 
overcrowding of private dwellings. It may be here stated, 
however, that the police have really no legal right to 
inspect these houses (or to take action, unless they are in 
a position to prove to the satisfaction of the Secretary of 
State that the Nuisance Authority has made default in 
doing its duty), the Local Sanitary Authority being in- 
vested with powers for that purpose under the Metropolis 
Local Management Act, 1855, and the Sanitary Act, 1866. 

The information furnished in this Report has been 
obtained from the occupiers, and the houses inspected by 
their consent. Hunpreps of houses may be found in the 
Metropolis the particulars of which are not given in this 
Report owing to the want of time for their thorough 
inspection, and although not situated in the most densely 
populated parts of the Metropolis are nevertheless exceed- 
ingly, old and dilapidated, and inhabited principally by 
the poorer classes. In the parish of St. Giles-in-the- 
Fields great improvements have lately been effected by 
removing the back additions to many of the houses in 
Church Lane (under the Artizans and Labourers Dwel- 
lings Act, 1868), and throwing the space into the back 
yards, which have been well paved and drained, and new 
closets and water-receptacles have been furnished. Many 
houses, I am informed, as opportunities offer, are to be 
similarly improved. Considerable improvement may be 
observed in the whole of the parishes of the Metropolis 
within the last few years. There is a better supply of 
water, and a greater regard shown for sanitary measures by 
paving, and the more frequent sweeping and cleansing of 
the courts and alleys. Cases of overcrowding are most 
likely to occur in houses let ott in single rooms to families, 
both houses-and rooms-being sometimes found to \be in a 
very dirty and unhealthy state; in some instances from the 
neglect of the landlord, and in others entirely from the 
filthy habits of the people themselves. Were better dwel- 
lings provided for these people, and periodical visits sys- 
tematically made by a well-organized and independent 
body of inspectors, much good would be done in the way 
of inculeating cleanly habits. 

In many instances officers of the Common Lodging 
Houses Department have pointed out clean and well-kept 
rooms as examples to the occupiers of dirty ones, and on a 
second visit have noticed great improvement in those they 
had previously had to complain of. Considerable difficulty 
has occasionally been experienced by the officers of the 
Common Lodging Houses Department in dealing with 
single rooms under the Common Lodging Houses Acts. 


_In cases where the keeper represents the lodgers found to 


be relations, and the lodgers assist in the deception, an 
evasion of the law is easy. In conclusion, I submit that it 
is highly desirable that all houses let out in single rooms 
should be brought under the provisions of the Common 
Lodging Houses Acts. ;

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SURGEON ON THE HEALTH OF THE. 
METROPOLITAN POLICE FORCE DURING THE YEAR 1875. 


The past year has been one which calls for little remark. The daily rate of sickness has remained 
about the same—slightly higher than that of last year, on account of severe weather (and justifying 
in that respect the prognostication made in the last Annual Report), but varying only by a small 
fraction from last year’s rate, and keeping still close to the standard of three per cent., which, as I 
said last year, may be taken as that of our daily loss from sickness under the present system. 

From the tables below it would appear that this slight increase in the daily loss from sickness has 
been caused by the more obstinate nature and longer duration of the cases, and not by a greater 
number of fresh cases. On the contrary, the number of fresh cases occurring in the year has declined 
from 6,164 in 1874 to 6,029 in 1875, and the total number of separate individuals sick has fallen 
from 4,607 in 1874 to 4,499 in 1875,—the outlying dockyard divisions being excluded in each case,— 
while the number of cases continued from one month into the next has increased from 3,107 in 1874 
to 3,477 in 1875; and on comparing the table on page 7, showing the duration of completed cases of 
sickness in 1875, with the similar table in last year’s Report, it will be seen that the number of cases 
which terminated in one week is less in 1875 than in 1874, while the number for each of the longer 
periods is greater. The total number of cases of sickness in the two years_is exactly the same, viz., 
6,483 in 1875, and 6,480 in 1874, including in each year the cases left over from the year before. 
The slight increase, therefore, in the daily loss from sickness is due exclusively to the longer duration 
of the cases. 

The following table shows the totals of the monthly returns furnished by the divisional surgeons, 
and does not therefore deal with the sick of the outlying dockyard divisions. The deaths are only 
those which occurred while the patients were under the care of the divisional surgeons. The nominal 
list, including all deaths that took place in the Metropolitan divisions, will be found further on, 

It is gratifying to see that the total number of fresh cases of sickness which occurred during the 
year is. slightly less than in 1874, justifying the hope that the late rise in the rate of sickness has 
passed its maximum.

The total numberof separate individuals who* were on the sick list in 1875 in the town and 
Woolwich divisions was 4,499, as against 4,607 last year, and in the outlying dockyard divisions 
145 as against 139 last year. It is satisfactory to notice that here again there is a slight decrease 
in numbers, as compared with last year, in the Metropolitan divisions, although the total number of 
the force has slightly increased.

The total number for whom payment was made to the divisional surgeons was, in June 1875, 
9,498, and in December 1875, 9,686, giving as the mean number of men in the town divisions 9,592. 

In order to calculate the daily per-centage of sick, the force of the dockyard divisions must be 
added to the number, since their sick are returned in the “Morning States.” This number is 501, 
giving as the total strength of the men, whose sickness is included in the “Morning States,” 
10,093 ; 119 more than last year. 

In order to calculate the daily per-centage of sick, I have added up the “Morning States” of each 
day in the year, and divided by 365. The result is as follows:—

This gives as the total average daily per-centage of men absent from duty on account of sickness 
3°2, which is a fractional increase (*17 per cent.) on the rate of last year. These fractional 
variations depend, as has been explained and proved in previous reports, on the nature of the 
weather, and chiefly on the severity and duration of the winter cold; and in the present instance the 
increase in the daily rate depends, as I have shown, not on there having been more cases of sickness, 
or more individuals sick, since in both these respects there has been a slight diminution, but on the 
cases having been more severe and protracted. 


NATURE OF DISEASES. 


The total number of injuries, both on duty and not on duty, and the number of cases in which 
men were incapacitated for duty from sore feet, is given below. It is again satisfactory to. notice 
that the latter number is really trifling, and when the nature of the duty is considered, may be said 
to be surprisingly so.

The total number of these diseases of exposure is slightly less than in last year. I hope I am 
not impertinent in saying that the word “ Coryza” seems to me somewhat loosely employed in the 
returns made to me. I have often found it used to designate cases which possibly may have 
commenced with common cold in the head, but which have passed on to bronchitis or broncho- 
pneumonia, and have incapacitated the patient for several weeks. The mistake, in, such cases, has 


. proceeded from omitting to correct the entry in the sick book on the supervention of the graver 


malady. A little more care in that respect is therefore desirable. The large numbers shown in this _ 
table for the months of February and March were caused by the inclement weather of the late winter 
and early spring. - : 

15 men were reported as suffering from venereal disease, and suspended from the force during. 
their illness. Two of these were dismissed or compelled to resign. Of course a large proportion of 
these affections pass undiscovered, the men not finding it necessary to report themselves sick.

were recommended for pensions as being disabled by injuries received in the actual execution of their 


duty ; 64 who had served over 5 and under 15 years were recommended for gratuities, as bein 
disabled by disease. The remainder (205) were recommended for pensions. Of these 79 had served 
over 15 and under 20 years; 92 over 20 and under 25 years; 30 over 25 and under 30 years; 3 over 
30 and under 35 years, and 1 over 35 years.

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Extracts From Reports By District aND DivistIonNAL SUPERINTENDENTS. 


No. 1 District. 


I HAVE the honour to submit my Report on the Police 
of the 1st District for the year 1875. 

There has been a marked absence of serious offences 
during the year; not a single murder is reported, and the 
offences against property are cf a comparatively trivial 
mature. « 

In the G Division a large number of charges were taken, 
but it will be observed that of the total, 3,268, no less than 
1,722, or considerably more than one half, were cases of 
drunkenness. 

147 persons were summoned for different offences, of 
which number 114 were convicted ; and this result I consider 
satisfactory, as showing that due caution was observed in 
enforcing the law in this respect. 

The conduct of the men of this Division has been very 
good, and the duty generally has been performed in a 
highly satisfactory manner. One Inspector and | Sergeant 
were commended by the Judges, and 8 _ Inspectors, 
13 Sergeants, and 59 Constables rewarded by the 
Commissioners. 

The H Division follows, but the Superintendent reports 
nothing of any importance. The character of the neigh- 
bourhood may be judged from the number of assaults 
on the Police (no less than 270) during the year. 

Sixty-seven men were rewarded by the Commissioners, 
and their conduct generally has been very good indeed. 

The K Division, which is a very large one, shows a con- 
siderable increase in the number of charges taken as 
compared with the previous year, but it will be observed 
that more than cne half of the charges were for drunkenness 
in this Division also; and I think I may safely say that, as 
fay as the arrest and detention of prisoners 1s concerned, 
half the time of the Police is taken up with drunkards 
alone; and it is the same of course with the Police Courts 
where they are subsequently tried. This vice is also the 
chief cause of the assaults on Police, of which there were 
504, resulting in 457 convictions. The return of summonses 
issued and convictions obtained is creditable and shows, 
the care exercised in applying for them. 

The behaviour of the men has been very good; 2 In- 
spectors, 9 Sergeants, and 80 Constables were rewarded 
by the Commissioners, 5 Constables specially by the Chief 
Magistrate at Bow Street, and 4 Constables commended 
and rewarded by the Judges. 

The report of the N Division enters very fully into the 
yarious duties performed by the Police, and shows a satis- 
factory return. The charges were fewer in number than 
in the K Division, although the area of the two is about 
the same; but this is attributable to the difference of locality, 
the lower the neighbourhood the more drunkenness, and 
consequently more charges at the Police Station. There 
were nearly 2,000 drunken people arrested however. 

The conduct of the men has been generally very good; 
1 Inspector, 3 Sergeants, and 20 Constables were rewarded 
by the Commissioners; 1 Sergeant and 3 Constables com- 
mended by the Judges, and 2 Constables specially rewarded 
by the Chief Magistrate at Bow Street. } 

Of the 25 Constables dismissed or compelled to resign, 
it is worthy of note that only 2 had served upwards of 
five years. I have fully commented on this subject (which 
JT consider of much importance) in former Reports. 

The Superintendent Thames Division reports a decrease 
in the number of felonies reported as compared with former 
years, but notwithstanding an increase in the number of 
apprehensions. This must be considered satisfactory, and 
_ reflects credit on the detectives of the Division. The 
conduct of the men has been very good indeed, although 
from the nature of their duties not many opportunities of 
commendation and reward present themselves. 

Thave made the usual monthly visits of inspection to 
the different Stations, and found them invariably in good 
order, and the books and returns kept in accordance with 
the Commissioners’ directions. I had occasion to point out 
what appeared to me-a-serious mistake in the manner in 
which refused charges were dealt with, and submitted a 
special Report on the subject. I also had occasion to point 
out the anomalous state of affairs on the River Thames, 
where the Police, although nominally in charge of the 
whole river, in reality patrol only a part of it, in con- 
sequence of which the shipping and other river interests 
below Erith obtain little or no protection. ‘The questiou 
I believe is now under consideration, but I was not aware 
when I wrote my Report of what I have since been in- 
formed of, viz., that prior to the amalgamation of the 
_ Thames Police with the Metropolitan Force, the river was 
in charge of the Police from its mouth upwards ; but since 


that time the duties of the Police have only been considered 
to extend toa line drawn from the Metropolitan Police 
District boundary on either bank. It is sufficiently obvious 
that further extension is absolutely necessary. I have had 
every reason to be satisfied with the general conduct and 
behaviour of the officers and men in the District. 

The Superintendents have ever afforded me ready and 
willing assistance, and I cannot commend too highly the 
manner in which they have conducted their duties.

No, 2 District. 


I wave the honour to submit my annual report on the 
state of the Police Force in the Second or N.W. District 
of the Metropolis for the year 1875. It comprises the 
Divisions D, E, 8, X, and Y, the first two being Town 
Divisions, and the others Country Divisions, from their 
extending to the limits of the Police radius in the quarter 
above indicated, but yet embracing a considerable portion 
of the Town. The advantage of this combination of town 
and country, or, what is now nearer the fact, town and 
suburb, is that the communication along the great lines of 
road may be carried on-as far as possible by a Division 
of Police, having its principal Station and Superintendent’s 
Office within the five-mile circle from Charing Cross, and 
thus available for speedy intercourse with the Chief Police 
Office close to the latter locality. Until within the last 
few years the means of circulating information was by the 
Police on foot, or, in emergencies, by the mounted men, 
whose field of duty is necessarily along the high roads and 
the lanes for the protection of travellers, as in former days. 
Buta great step has been gained latterly by uniting by 
telegraph the principal Station of a Division with the 
Inspectors’ Stations, and it would be of still greater 
advantage for the public service, in my opinion, were 
every Station along the main roads from Town thus con- 
nected for immediate aid or action. I may cite an 
instance here :— 

A line of houses, or street it may be called, extends from 
Shoreditch onwards to Kingsland, Stoke Newington, 
Stamford Hill, Tottenham, Edmonton, Enfield Highway, 
Waltham, and Cheshunt. The last-named parish reaches 
the limit of the radius, where the Bucks Constabulary 
take up the “patrol.” The few breaks in this almost 
continuous street are becoming fewer year by year as 
roadside fields and hedges disappear and houses and 
gardens take their place. The Police telegraph “‘ points ”’ 
along this 15-mile “street” are at the Inspectors’ Stations 
in Shoreditch, Kingsland, and Tottenham, the two first, 
however, being in a different Division from the last, but 
beyond this telegraphic communication does not go, 
although new Stations, in charge of Sergeants, are at 
Edmonton, Enfield Highway, and Cheshunt. I would 
respectfully urge that it is as important to householders 
in the outskirts for the Police to have means at their com- 
mand for the speedy circulation of information in respect 
of crime, fire, or the like, as to those in the more favoured 
inner districts where telegraphic connexion is close. It 
may also be urged that the claim is greater to have the 
means of swift intelligence where the Police are fewer in 
number, have longer beats, and the Stations farther apart, 
seeing that it would not add a single policeman of any 
grade to the strength, but would rather help to keep those 


. on duty on the alert for the summoning bell to receive a 


message. 

The telegraph instrument cannot be too fully appre- 
ciated for the purposes of Police, and its value is really not 
known until it is at hand. That it inspires a wholesome 
dread in the minds of the depredatory class is certain, and 
it may be appropriately termed in this “line”? the modern 
“hue and cry.” Were its use made general at all Stations ~ 
on the principal roads the Sergeants and Acting Sergeants 
or Constables would become skilful in what may now be 
termed a branch of Police duty, seeing that every rank . 
above that of Constable has to pass a test of proficiency, 
after a course of instruction in telegraphy at the Chief 
Office of the Force, although the officers may be afterwards 
sent to do duty where the knowledge is not called into 
requisition. : 

[ trust that while thus urging on the Commissioner an 
extension of the Telegraph system over portions of the. 
Police District I am not overstepping my proper limits in 
this Report. 
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The Stations and cells have been maintained in good 
order, and the books properly kept, during the year. 

In E Division a new Station is nearly ready, in 
Tottenham Court Road, to which the duties at George 
Street Station will be transferred. This change of locality 
is most desirable, both for the public convenience and for 
Police duties, the Station being easy of access from all 
parts of the Sub-Division. 

In X Division a new Station is now being built at 
Ealing, on the old site, temporary offices being used in the 
meantime. 

In S and Y Divisions new Stations are required, the 
former at Hendon, Elstree, and Bushey, the latter at East 
Barnet. 

The duties in the several Divisions have been performed 
satisfactorily during the year, and the subordinate ranks 
generally have shown zeal and attention. 

The number of defaulters for serious reports have been 
few; drunkenness, as well as drinking on duty, does. not 
increase, although inconsiderate and thoughtless persons 
in the streets at late hours are still much to blame for 
pressing “flasks”? upon the quiet and usually inoffensive 
“watchmen of the night.” 

The Detective Officers continue to draw frequent ex- 
pressions of commendation in the Criminal Courts for the 
tact and management displayed in the cases they appear 
in, and it is seldom indeed that failure of justice is laid 
to their charge; consequently it is fair to assume that this 
new branch works well in the public interest. 

The horses, stables, and accoutrements of the mounted 
Police have been regularly and frequently inspected, and 
found creditable to the service. F 

During the 46 years the Force has been established 
there has never been less reason than at present for re- 
peating the old reproaches against it of “not being found 
when wanted,’’ and of “ insufficient protection.” 

The fixed point system is fairly meeting the first “ want,” 
while the second has been met by an increase to the 
strength from time to time, so that the “ground” is 
really effectively covered. It is true that any number of 
men could be used, and the protection would be pro- 
portionately increased were the force doubled ; but a point 
has now been- reached with which the public may be 
satisfied, as wherever crime shows a head, and is on the 
increase, an additional force is employed by drafting men, 
and this without endangering or lessening the safety of 
any other locality.

I BEG to report that during the year 1875 nothing of 
importance occurred in this Division calling for special 
remark. 

The conduct of the Inspectors. has been exemplary, and 
I receive the readiest. assistance from them; and that of 
the Sergeants and Constables has been satisfactory. 

No larceny or fire of a serious character took place 
during the year. ; 

The number of prisoners charged and taken before 
Magistrates was 3,264. 515 of these were for felony, 
1,604 for drunkenness, and 1,145 for assaults and other 
offences. This is an inereage of 206 over the year 1874, 
viz., for felony 21, assaults, &c. 44, and drunkenness 141. , 

245 coroners’ inquests were held and attended by Police. 

3,543 summonses and warrants issued from Westminster 
Police Court were served by the two officers attached to 
that Court. 

1,263 deposits of property, found in public carriages, 
were made in this Division. This adds very much to the 
duty of the Inspectors and Sergeants at the Stations. 

The Divisional Detectives continue zealously to perform 
their duty. 281 apprehensions were made by the Sergeant 
and 8 Constables attached to this Division. 

1,095,445 persons visited the South Kensington and 
Patent Museums, the greater portion being of the working 
classes, but no larceny, damage, disorder, or drunkenness 
took placé in the buildings during the year.

ty submitting my annual report for the past year, it is 
with much pleasure I bear testimony to the general good 
conduct and efficiency of the officers and men serving 
under me: the conduct of the Sergeants and Constables 
has been equal to that of former years, and the ready 
assistance given by the Inspectors on all occasions, and 
their general mode of carrying on the duties, contribute, in 
my opinion, largely to the above result. In no single 
instance during the past 12 months have I found it neces- 
sary in any way to complain of the superior officers, but, 
on the other hand, have seen much to commend. The 
books at the several Stations have been well kept, and 
this fact has also been commented upon by the District 
Superintendent when making an examination of them; 
and when the large number of prisoners, with summonses, 
deposits by H. C. drivers, and the general work of Stations 
situate in the busiest part of London is taken into con- 


source of great danger, especially by night. 


sideration, this circumstance alone speaks much for the 
close application of the Inspectors to their duties, 

During the past year no crime against the person has 
been committed, and the offences against property have 
not increased, and in extent would bear favourable com- 


parison with former felony returns. The most serious 


larceny (in amount) was that in which jewellery was stolen 
from the house of a lady to the value of several thousand 
pounds by her French maid, and strange as it may appear, 
it is nevertheless a fact that this woman had been taken 
into her situation without a character, and only her 
Christian name was known: thus there was nothing upon 
which Police could act in tracing hex, but by dint of great 
perseverance and good judgment the officers of the Detec- 
tive Department traced her to France, where she was sub- 
sequently arrested by the French authorities. Larcenies by 
servants always occupy a very prominent position in the 
returns of this Division, and 1 presume always will do so, 
when it is considered that a large portion of the nobility 
and many of the upper classes of society have their Town 
mansions in the locality and the great wealth that is stored 
therein. 

Beggars still frequent this Division in large numbers 
despite the efforts both of Police and the officers of the 
Mendicity Society A singular matter in connection with 
the subject of vagrancy has taken place here very recently, 
and as an illustration of the evils of indiscriminate charity 
I venture to shortly state the facts. A gentleman con- 
nected with one of the public institutions, whose offices 
are in a leading thoroughfare, had apparently a special 
sympathy with persons suffering from “blindness,” and 
this becoming known to persons so afflicted, they con- 
gregated near the offices before mentioned on the days 
when it was usual for the gentleman to visit, and to 
such an extent did they gather that it led to the most 
serious complaints both from the residents and the 
public generally. Upon the gentleman leaving to pass 
along the footpath the blind persons (men, women, and 
children) would range themselves in a double row, and the 
donor passing between them would hand a coin to each. 
This continued for some time in spite of warnings, until 
the matter arrived at such a state that repressive measures 
were adopted, and on one of the usual visiting days nearly 
a dozen of the most able-bodied were arrested, charged 
with “placing themselves in a public thoroughfare to 
receive alms,’’ and were taken before the Magistrate, 
who, upon the facts being stated to him, strictly cautioned 
them that if the practice was continued he would ‘have to 
put the law in force, and send them to prison; this 
appears to have had the desired effect, the defendants 
being liberated doubtless conveyed the intelligence to 
their fellows, who, profiting by the warning, have discon- 
tinued their visits. 

Prostitution is always a subject of grave difficulty to 
Police, particularly so in this locality, where prostitutes of 
almost every nation congregate, both for the purpose of 
plying their calling, and to find lodgings; the conduct of 
these women frequently gives rise to serious complaint, but 
Police are to a certain extent powerless to deal with the 
nuisance, as the Act makes it imperative upon the person 
annoyed to appear before the Magistrate and substantiate 
the complaint—a most obnoxious duty, and one that is very 
rarely performed. An alteration in the law is much 
required in this respect,” and also in that of prosecuting 
brothel-keepers, it being now necessary, in the case’ of the 
latter, that two household ersshould enter into recognizances 
to prosecute at the Sessions, and the necessary action is 
then taken by the parochial authorities. I herewith submit 
return of the number of prostitutes arrested, with results, 
during past year :—

ae regret to say that the number of men that have 
resigned is larger than usual, and although in a great 
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majority of cases the men are young in the service, 
I cannot help thinking that the lodging of the Con- 
stables, both married and single, has much to do with 
it. The accommodation for Police in this Division is 
limited and bad, and it is only with great difficulty in 
many cases that lodgings can be obtained at all. The dif- 
ficulty in this respect can be somewhat understood, when 
I state that of the full strength of the Division it may 
simply be said that not half a dozen of the men reside 
west of Regent Street, the majority residing in the district 
of Soho; and even there the rents are.so high that the 
Constables have to put up with the most scant and insuf- 
ficient accommodation, and I trust before long that some 
scheme will be devised by which something approaching 
decent accommodation will be provided. Public necessity 
compels the man to lodge in the district to which he is 
appointed, and I submit that in this respect the policeman 
should not be worse off than the soldier, whois always 
provided with barrack accommodation to whatever part of 
the country he is sent. Whether the building of quarters 
for the Police would pay, looking at the question from a 
commercial point of view, I do not enter into, but solely as 
a matter affecting the well-being and efficiency of the 
Police Service. 

During the year 4,000 persons were charged at the 
Stations of this Division and 3,060 were proceeded against 
by summons ; 387 were also brought in custody, but upon 
investigation the facts were not considered of sufficient 
importance to justify detention, and the complainants in 
the majority of cases were referred to a Magistrate to issue 
process, making a total of 7,447 dealt with by Police. 

Medical aid was rendered at the Stations to 198 persons, 
exclusive of those found suffering in the streets and taken 
direct to hospitals, workhouses, &c. 

1,026 deposits were made by drivers and conductors of 
public vehicles of property found by them in their carriages 
during the above period.

D or Mary.EBone Division. 


In submitting my report respecting this Division for 
the past year, I regret to state that four burglaries were 
effected, and property to the value of 63/. was stolen, none 
of which has been recovered, nor have the thieves been 
apprehended. With the above exceptions, no offences of a 
serious nature were committed. 

The fact that nearly 500 doors and windows were found 
open or insecurely fastened would tend to show that the 
Sergeants and Constables were attentive to their duties, 
and although several very creditable arrests were made by 
Constables in uniform, they cannot be set off favourably 
against the number of larcenies which are almost daily 
committed. 

The Divisional Detectives have worked with assiduity, 
and some of them with favourable results, | mean as to 
the number of arrests they have made; but still, as the 
morning reports show, neither they nor the men in 
uniform have been able to materially diminish the number 
of larcenies that have been yearly committed. 

It may, perhaps, be said that these Detectives are not 
properly instructed, or that the right men have not been 
selected. ‘To that J would reply, that a man cannot be 
taught, at least not in any material sense, to be a thief- 
taker. It must come by instinct, and further, that it 
is a dangerous thing to urge the Detective unduly. 
Secondly, two of my Detectives have been appointed from 
other Divisions. 

I call attention to these matters as it appears to me to 
be unfair to present the bright side of affairs only to the 
Commissioners. 2 

I would respectfully ask consideration as to whether 
something could not be done by way of providing lodgings 
for the married men of the inner or urban Divisions, either 
by taking houses or building a kind of barracks; for the 
heavy rent they have to pay keeps them always poor. 

Other matters, such as the number of dogs seized, are © 
registered at the Chief Office, and can be obtained from the 
Chief Inspector of the Executive Branch if required.

The limits of the Division continue as hitherto, and the 
maximum strength through the year has been, of all ranks, 
584. 

Proceedings were taken against 8,759 persons ; by arrest, 
7,379; by summons, 1,380. 

5 burglaries were committed, and property, value 16/., 
stolen. They were of a very petty character, and value 7. 
recovered. 
in 1 attempted burglary, but discovered and prevented by 

Police. 

438 larcenies under control, as statistically shown, of 
Police were committed, involving value 2,369/. In 162 no 
loss resulted ; 7831. recovered; 258 prisoners made, 184 
convicted, 74 acquitted. 

10 attempted larcenies under control of Police were 
detected and defeated. : 

626 larcenies not under the control of Police occurred, 
comprising value 5,036/.; in 266 no loss arose; value 
recovered 2,218/.; 426 persons charged, 310 convicted. 

There was not a single nor attempted highway robbery. 

Of the apprehensions under total arrests, 3,763 were 
drunkards, 456 drunken prostitutes, 115 prostitution only, 
and 118 vagrants. 

32 fires, more or less extensive, were dealt with, but in 
no case any loss of life. 

86 commendations of Police of this Division are recorded, 
and rewards awarded in 81. 

The criminal department of the service yielded 45 
identifications of 305 applications, and 428 forms received,

Under the Pedlars Act 162 certificates were issued, and 
3 endorsements granted; the 5s. fee for the former, and 
6d. for the latter, seems a fair rate; not too high, on the 
one hand, for the legitimate hawker, nor too low, on the 
other, for the pretended itinerant. 

2 brothels were suppressed ; I could suppress many more, 
but it is not a matter for Police. They come within the 
province of the parochial authorities, who, in the exercise 
of their discretion, have not invoked my aid in any other 
instances, and I am unable to report any better result. 

180 accidents occurred ; in each the Police were at once 
on the spot, affording both protection and help. 

326 inquests were held, the deaths arising from ex- 
haustion, age, disease, accident, extreme weather, &e.; 10 by 
their own hand. 

No person died in the police cells; on which I ask 
reflection of the fact that nearly ten thousand of the 
criminal, drunkard, and prostitute class were dealt with by 
the Division within this provision. 

439 persons in every stage of suffering were taken to 
the hospitals. 

1,124 were, under corresponding circumstances, seen by 
the three Divisional Surgeons. 

765 cabs and horses discovered not in a fit condition for 
the public service. 

1,680 cases of property left in cabs reported and 
deposited. 

976 dogs seized; some restored to owners, the majority 
sent to the Dogs’ Home. 

219 children found, nursed, and cared for, until parents 
traced. , 

139 shoeblacks regulated, on licensed’ standings, &c., 
exclusive of irregulars and unlicensed of every quality. 

498 posters, hand-bills, printed notices, &c. were issued, 
distributed, placarded, and otherwise circulated. 

1,683 doors and windows found open during the night, 
and secured by inhabitants on the request of the Police, 
frequently after minute search of premises or buildings. 

1,803 street lamps were reported extinguished. 

1,112 parcels of miscellaneous property fell into the hands 
of the Police in a variety of ways, each duly accounted for, 
and without question in any form arising. 

The Detective section captured 238 offenders, many of 
importance. ~ 

52 licenses for special occasions were granted by the 
Commissioners for entertainments of divers kinds, chiefly 
balls and suppers, and in four instances only were refusals 
inevitable. 

The Excise authorities independently issued 89 such 
licenses. 

1,930 special cases came under notice, not within ordi- 
nary classification, involving much time, care, and 
discretion. 

42 exceptional returns were called for during the year, 
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beyond the ordinary daily, weekly, monthly, quarterly, 
and yearly. 

685 sets of correspondence documents came to me, 
necessitating about 2,300 reports from myself, and a pro- 

ortionate number from the Inspectors, Sergeants, and 

onstables in addition. 

10 men of the Division retired upon pensions, and 2 on 
gratuities. 

The figures quoted are by no means those as a whole of 
the duties performed, but the turning points illustrative 

of the labour comprised in the management and executive 
of a Central Division of Police in London. 

The routine, discipline, and duties of the Division have 
been at all times sustained to my entire satisfaction, and 
I have never heard a murmur from any man or officer, 
although often sorely tried in many ways with their energy 
none the less violently taxed; and during the Christmas 
time in the centre of London, abounding in exceptional 
temptations on every side, not a single man of the Division 
during the whole fortnight was reported for any mis- 
conduct ; and it is a fact I think well deserving of the 
tribute of the Superintendent by the public recording of 
it here; further, I have at all times found such cheerful 
willingness, such obedience, obedience in the spirit of 
obedience, and such desire to do what is right, and to the 
best of individual ability, that I have frequently felt I was 
much indebted to the Inspectors for their example and 
good-will, and to the Sergeants for their patience, firmness, 
and rectitude. :

The Officers and men have performed their duty in a 
satisfactory manner, there having been but few complaints, 
and none of those of a serious nature; 3 Constables were 
summoned before Magistrates for assaults on private 
persons; each case arose out of charges in which the Con- 
stables complained of were concerned, and the whole were 
dismissed as groundless accusations. ah 

67 men have been rewarded by Commissioner during 
the year, 

The Divisional Detective strength was augmented 
2 Constables on 22nd August, and in consequence great 
benefit has been derived, During the year the Sergeant 
and 8 Constables of the Division apprehended 215 persons, 
the majority of whom were convicted. 

281 persons who had met with accidents, or were found 
ill and destitute in the streets, were taken to hospitals or 
workhouses by Police. 

300 inquests were attended during the year, and in six 
cases a verdict was returned ‘‘ That deceased died from 
the want of common necessaries.”

241 doors and 58 windows were found open by Police. 

1,335 dogs were seized by Police; of this number 78 
were owned, 1,255 sent to the Dogs’ Home, 1 destroyed, 
and 1 escaped.

I Bre to report that during the year 1875 a new Fixed 
Point was established, and the Division was augmented 
1 P.S. and 4 P.Cs.; they were added to the Plaistow Sub- 
division, where a further increase would be beneficial. 

The amount of work performed by the Police was con- 
siderable, but all of an ordinary character. 

8,479 persons were charged with various offences, being 
620 more than in the previous year; the increase was in 
cases of drunkenness, there having been 4,252 charged 
with that offence. 

504 were charged with assaulting the Police and 457 
were convicted; a few of the assaults were severe and 
disabled the men fora time; 1 P.C. is disfigured in the 
face, but none permanently incapacitated ; 1 P.C. who was 
dangerously injured in 1974 has been pensioned. 

850 summonses were issued on the application of the 
Police, which resulted in 682 convictions. 

1,774 felonies were committed ; property to the. amount 
of 5,857/. stolen, and 1,180/. recovered; 1,320 persons 
were apprehended, of whom 232 were convicted and 78 
acquitted at the Sessions, and 445 convicted and 565 dis- 
charged by Magistrates. This return compares favourably 
with that for 1874, there being a decrease in the number 
of felonies and the amount stolen, but an increase in the 
amount recovered and the number arrested. 

1,693 doors and windows were discovered open by the 
Police on night duty. 

87 fires occurred, and were attended by 1,658 Police of 
the different ranks. 

15 persons were killed and 192 more or less injured in 
the streets by horses and vehicles; the majority of the 
accidents were caused by light carts and vans. 

Surgeons were called by Police on 829 occasions to 
persons suffering from the effects of drunkenness, injuries, 
fits, &c. 

210 persons were conveyed by Police to hospitals and 
202 to workhouses. 

773 inquests were attended by Police and reports made 
of the same. 

1,308 stray dogs were captured, and 1,229 of them con- 
veyed to the “‘ Dogs’ Home”? at Battersea. 

Much courage, zeal, and tact was shown by the Police 
in saving life from drowning, capturing thieves, and 
carrying out intricate cases to a satisfactory end, for which 
2 Inspectors, 9 P.Ss., and 80 P.Cs., were rewarded by the 
Commissioner, 5 P.Cs. by Sir Thomas Henry, | Inspector 
by the Lords of the Treasury, 1 P.C. commended by the 
Grand Jury, and 4 P.Cs. commended, and 2 of them 
rewarded, by the Judges. 

It affords me pleasure to beable to state that while 
there was an increase of cases of merit there was a decrease 
of serious cases of demerit; 14 P.Cs. were dismissed, being 
8 less than in the previous year. Of those dismissed 2 were 
convicted by Magistrates; one charged, by order of the 
Commissioner, for neglect of duty, and fined 20s., or 14 
days; the other summoned by a private person for an 
assault, and sentenced to one month’s imprisonment.

I sxe to submit my annual report for the year 1875, 

Two Constables were charged by order of Commissioner, 
one with unlawfully withdrawing himself from duty, for 
which he was fined 10s. and costs, with the alternative 
of seven days’ imprisonment with hard labour; the other 
for being drunk on duty and violently assaulting another 
Constable was convicted at the Surrey Sessions and sen- 
tenced to six months’ imprisonment with hard labour. 
The conduct and discipline of all ranks, with the above 
exceptions, has been equal to that of former years. 

Six Police Officers were specially’ rewarded and com- 
mended by Judges, and 57 were rewarded and 9 commended 
by Commissioner for meritorious conduct in detecting and 
apprehending offenders. 

There has been a decrease in the number of felonies 
committed during the year, the number being 348 as 
against 425 in 1874; the value of property stolen is 
also less. 

2,484 persons were apprehended for various offences 
during the year, which shows an increase of 77 as com- 
pared with 1874. 

504 persons were liberated by the officers on duty at 
Stations im consequence of the charges against them being 
withdrawn, or because the facts were insufficient to justify 
their being sent before a Magistrate. 
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301 persons were summoned by Police for various 
offences, 265 were convicted, and 36 discharged. 

196 persons were knocked down or run over by horses 
or vehicles; in four cases the injuries proved fatal. 

572 persons were reported to the Police as missing ; of 
these 493 were found and restored to their friends by 
the Police, 73 were found by their friends or returned 
home, | committed suicide, and 4, adults, still missing. 

On the 15th November, between two and three o’clock, 
the tide on the Thames rose to an extraordinary height, 
the water overflowed the bank, and rushing into wharves, 
warehouses, and private dwellings caused damage to a 
large amount. The Police on duty in the vicinity hearing 
the rush of water, with much promptitude went from 
house to house arousing the inhabitants, who were all 
rescued, but hundreds of houses wererendered uninhabitable. 
Owing to the protection afforded by the Albert Embank- 
ment comparatively little damage was done in the streets 
near the potteries, but in some cases the water came 
through the gullies and flooded the lower parts of houses 
in a few of the smaller streets. 

Good order exists in the licensed houses generally. One 
publican and six beer-house keepers only were summoned 
during the year for infringing the law. 

2,473 dogs were seized by the Police in the streets and 
not under proper control, and were sent to the “ Dogs’ 
Home ” at Battersea, except 189 restored to owners.

In submitting my annual report for the year 1875 I beg 
to state that the conduct of the officers and men generally 
has been very good, and they have discharged their duty 
efficiently, several detections of offences and appreiensions 
of offenders having been made. j 

The number of persons charged with offences was 4,019. 
Of this number 488 were charged with felony and 1,767 
with drunkenness, being 393 in excess of the number 
charged with the latter class of offence in the previous 
year. 477 persons were brought to the Stations against 
whom charges were not preferred before a Magistrate. 

618 persons were summoned by Police, of whom 532 
were convicted. 

1 Inspector was awarded 101. by the Lords of the 
Treasury, and also commended, with 2 P.Cs., by the 
Coroner’s Jury, through the Secretary of State. 1 Inspector, 
1 P.S., and 3 P.Cs. were awarded and commended by the 
Chairman of the Surrey Sessions, and 2 Inspectors, 
5 P.Ss., and 27 P.Cs. were rewarded by Commissioner. 

32 fires occurred, irrespective of chimneys on fire, and 
the average number of Police in attendance at each fire 
was 18. None. of the fires were of a very serious 
description, and no loss of human life occurred. 

A most revolting case of murder was brought to light 
in this Division exactly one year from the day it was 
committed. At 5 p.m., llth September, P.Cs. 48 and 
290 had their attention drawn to a cab which had pulled 
up near to the “Hen and Chickens” (an empty shop), 
Borough High Street, and they saw a man take two 
parcels from the cab to the house in question, upon which 
they questioned him, and afterwards discovered that the 
parcels contained the mutilated remains of a human body ; 
the P.Cs. took him, together with a female who accompanied 
him in the cab, into custody, and brought them to South- 
wark Station, where they gave the names of Henry Wain- 
wright, School House Lane, Chingford, Essex, and Alice 
Day, 5, Queen’s Court, Batty Street, Whitechapel. Shortly 
after they were brought to the Station it was ascertained 
that the body had been removed from an empty warehouse 
at 215, Whitechapel Road. 

An Inspector at once proceeded there, and found a grave 
in the warehouse; he also found an axe and spade which 
had evidently been used to dig up the body and cut it in 
pieces. The prisoners were taken before the Magistrate, 
on 13th, and remanded till 21st, when Wainwright was 
further remanded and Alice Day discharged. 

It was discovered that the body was that of Harriett 
Louisa Lane, with whom the prisoner had cohabited and 
had two children by him, and that she had been murdered 
by being shot with a pistol, two bullets being found in 
the brain, and her throat was also cut. 

The evidence of this most horrible crime was gradually 
collected, link by link, and adduced in support of the 
charge of murder against Wainwright. 

On 22nd October Thomas George Wainwright, brother 
to Henry, who had previously occupied the ‘Hen and 
Chickens,” was charged with being an accessory, and both 
prisoners were tried at the November Sessions of the 
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Central Criminal Court before Lord Chief Justice Cockburn, 
the trial lasting nine days; Henry was found guilty 
of murder and was executed on 21st December; Thomas 
was found guilty of being an accessory after the fact, and 
was sentenced to seven years’ penal servitude. _ p 

The case was brought up at the Police Court eight times, 
before the Coroner four times; this, including nine days 
at Sessions, was a total of 21 days’ examination ; and from 
the commencement to the conclusion the Police engaged 
acquitted themselves with credit, and their conduct met 
with the approval of the public. ; 

On Sunday, 12th September, Jane Soper, age 56, domestic 
servant, in the employ of Mr. Turner, confectioner, 
151, Borough High Street, was violently assaulted, from 
the effects of which she died on 5th October, by a man 
who went to the shop with intent to steal money from the 
counting-house, and who struck her on the head with some 
blunt instrument. Deceased was the only person on the 
premises when this daring act of violence was perpetrated. 

T'wo men were charged with being concerned in 
committing the offence, and remanded several times, but 
discharged for want of evidence.

29 persons committed suicide, viz., 25 males and 
4 females. 

412 inquests were held, at each of which an Inspector or 
Sergeant was in attendance. 

Medical aid was rendered, at the instance of the Police, 
to 822 persons found in the streets or brought to Police — 


cases was 2231. 13s. Od.; the amount repaid by persons so 
attended was only 2/.:,11s. 6d., making the total net cost 
(paid out of the Police Fund) 2211. 1s. 6d. 

97 persons suffering from accidents, fits, &c. were taken 
by Police to Hospitals. 

146 accidents occurred in the streets to persons knocked 
down or run over, by vehicles or horses 3 9 were killed, the 
remainder more or less maimed or injured. ; 

1,809 doors or windows of dwetling-houses, churches, 
chapels, shops, &c. were found by the Police either open or 
insecurely fastened between the hours of 10 p-m, and 6 a.m. 

1,283 enquiries were made rélative to the character of ii 
persons applying for licenses to act as drivers or conductors 
of public carriages. soe 

845 various articles left in public carriages were deposited 
at the different Stations in the Division, 

347 enquiries were made respecting pedlars applying for 
certificates. : 

423 animals (exclusive of dogs) were found by Police, all 
of which were restored to their respective owners ; 
viz., 223 horses, 65 head of cattle, 29 sheep, 22 pigs, 
20 goats, and 64 other animais. 

504 stray dogs were seized, of which 481 were sent to the 
Dogs’ Home, Battersea, 68 restored to their owners, and 
5 destroyed. ' 

5,922 telegrams were transmitted through . Kingsland, 
the principal Station. 

353 soldiers were billeted by Police upon licensed 
victuallers and beershop keepers. ii 

1,525 persons were reported as missing, of whom 
1,167 were under 10 years of age; of these 885 were restored 
to their friends by the Police, 11 committed suicide, and 
15 (adults) still missing ; the remaining 614 either returned 
home or were found by their friends.

[ nee to submit my annual report for the year 1875. 

The conduct of the officers and men has been (with 
three exceptions) very satisfactory, and the duties have 
been performed in an efficient manner. Two P.Cs. were 
charged before a magistrate ; one for being drunk on duty 
and assaulting his sergeant—fined 5/., or one month, and 
one for being drunk on duty—fined 20s., or 14 days. Two 
P.Cs. were summoned for assaulting a man named Joseph 
Pilgrim, by pushing him down, and breaking his leg ; 
one was acquitted, the other sentenced by Commissioner 
Kerr to 18 months’ hard labour. 

748 felonies occurred during the year, for which 476 
persons were apprehended ; 280 of these were convicted, 
40 by trial and 240 summarily; this, compared with the 
preceding year, shows an increase of 11 felonies, but these 
are merely petty larcenies, over which the Police have little 
or no control. ute / 

Only 17 burglaries were committed, being 5 less than in 
1874. 

One case of violent assault on Police occurred on 9th of 
October, wherein one Constable, having been rendered 
insensible by a blow from a poker, was protected by his 
comrade against the attacks of an infuriated mob. Several 
of the ringleaders were apprehended and sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment varying from 3 to 12 months. 
The Commissioner was pleased to recognize the conduct of 
both Constables by granting them rewards of 30s. and 25s., 
promoting one to Sergeant without examination, and ad- 


vancing the other from 2nd to Ist Class. They were also» 


awarded 5. and 3/. respectively from the Bow Street 
Police Court Reward Fund. 

Fires were exceptionally few; one occurred attended with 
loss of life, viz., on 26th December, at a fried fish shop in 
High Street, Woolwich, where, owing to the rapid spread 
of the flames, the servant, “ Bridget Bryant ” (who was 
the only person in the house at the time), was burnt to 
death before assistance could be rendered her. 

On the 14th August the Division was augmented 
2 Station Sergeants and 20 Constables; this was very 
much needed, but owing to the rapid increase of buildings 


. and population it is even now insufficient. 


Beyond this nothing has occurred to call for special 

mention, the year having passed in a very quiet manner. 
Fixed points continue to be a source of great satisfaction. 
The Divisional Detectives have performed their duties 
thoroughly well, and itis pleasing. to notice the energy 

shown by them in the detection of crime, &c. 
The education class continues to be badly attended, 
the men evidently not appreciating the advantages offered.

- I sxc to submit my annual report for the year 1875. 
The strength of the Division on 31st_of December was, 
exclusive of the Reserve, 1 Superintendent, 8 Inspectors, 
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46 P.Ss., and 415 P.Cs. The Reserve Force consists o 
1 Inspector, 4 P.Ss., and 40 P.Cs., and are chiefly em- 
ployed on duty at special points, and other places where 
experience and judgment from length of service are re- 
quired. I may here throw out an expression of hope that 
these points may be increased, as since their formation the 
public, so far as this Division is concerned, are well pleased 
with the appointments, and wish for an extension, 

The more serious class of crime committed, I am pleased 
to say, shows a great decrease in that to be dreaded almost 
of all crimes, “ burglary,” viz., 4 less than-in 1874 and 7 less 
than in the year previous. The number committed in 1875 
being only 3, value of property stolen 59/., recovered 48/. 
Breaking into dwelling-houses 3, a decrease of 10 from last 
year. Horse stealing 4, an increase of 2. Sheep stealing, 
which some 8 or 10 years ago was very prevalent in the 
outer districts, not a single case occurred this or last Year, 
and considering the extent of the Division, 84'69 square 
miles, is rather extraordinary. ‘here is an increase in the 
number’ of persons charged during the year by 508, 
accounted for in the minor offences of drunkenness, &c. 

60 men joined the Division, one being a transfer from H, 
9 P.Cs. were compelled to resign, 5 P.Cs. were dismissed 
the, service, 3 P.Ss. and 11 P.Cs. resigned voluntarily, 
4 P.Ss. and 10 P.Cs. resigned on pension, 3 P.Cs. resigned 
on gratuity, 3 P.Cs. died, and 6 P.Cs. were promoted, the 
difference of increase and decrease being accounted for by 
an eo e and some wanting at the commencement 
of 1875. 

Carelessness and indifference on the part of householders 
still appears on the increase. In 1873 I reported that 962 
doors and windows were found open by the Police or 
insecurely fastened ; in 1874 1,205; now 1,359. And my 
experience tells me that this is the class that if a larceny 
or other offence was committed at their houses would be 
the first to attribute negligence to the Police. 

Medical aid was rendered to 282 persons at the instance 
of Police. 

369 dogs were seized, 318 of which were sent to the 
Home and 51 restored to owners. 

36 fires occurred during the year, none of which assumed 
very serious dimensions. 

There have been 88 certificates issued to pedlars and 
63 indorsed; an increase of 8 in the former and 16 in the 
latter over last year. ‘ 

131 inquests have been attended by Police in this Division. 

131 persons were conveyed to hospitals, being various 
cases of illness and accidents in the streets. On 697 
occasions property was deposited at the different Stations 
during the year. : 

There have been 135 new houses built, and there are 75 
in course of erection; 6 new streets have also been formed. 

3 persons have been run over and killed and 108 maimed 
and injured by different vehicles, 4 by horses ridden and 
1 by a velocipede. 

The Police have taken out 456 summonses against 
persons for various offences, 423 of which were convicted 
and 33 dismissed. 

3 suicides were committed and 10 attempted during the 
12 months. 

20 dead bodies were found by or given in charge to 
Police, the majority being those of infants newly born. 

477 children were lost, out of which number 428 were 
found and restored to friends by Police. 

The conduct of the men during the year is on a par with 
that of former years, | P.S. and 20 P.Cs. having been 
rewarded by Commissioner ; and I continue to get from the 
Inspectors that assistance which ensures the good discipline 
of a Division. 

I would draw Commissioner’s attention to the absolute 
necessity of obtaining an increase to the strength of a 
portion of this Division, viz., to the neighbourhood of 
Hampstead Road, Chalk Farm, and St. John’s Wood, as 
populous as any portion of London, the major part of the 
houses are detached or semi-detached, and the beats being 
of at least 90 minutes’ duration to work. There is not that 
protection the public look for, more especially in the winter 
evenings when the darkness is as great at 6 p.m. as it is 
at 11 or 12, and there are three districts that absolutely re- 
quire other premises than those at present in-use for 
Police purposes, viz., Bushey, Elstree, and Hendon. In 
conclusion, I would here state that the S Division is the 
largest in extent in the Metropolitan Police District, and 


is much under-manned in comparison to others. (See 
Appendix No. 1 Return in last year’s Report.)

T on Kensineron Division. 


Noruine has occurred in this Division of sufficient 
importance to excite interest, and the ordinary duties of 
Police have been carried out in a proper, and, I hope, 
satisfactory manner. 

The Stations have been kept in a clean and creditable 
condition, and I have pleasure in repeating the laudatory 
mention I have made in former years as to the manner in 
which the. officers have carried out their duties at all the 
Stations. 

During the year 1,108 felonies of all classes were com- 
‘mitted, in which property to the value of 4,831/. was stolen, 
and part of same to the value of 805/. was recovered, 
leaving a total loss of 4,026/. For committing these 
offences the Police apprehended 515 persons, 361 of whom 
were found guilty and 154 were acquitted. 

The cases of housebreaking and burglary show a slight 
decrease in this class of crime, 34 cases having occurred 
in 1875 as compared with 35 in the previous year. ° 

An increase has taken place in the number ‘of larcenies 
effected by entering houses by the attic windows, 10 
cases having occurred during the year. This is a class of 
offence which is very easily perpetrated, as in almost every 
case the attic windows which are out of sight of the road 
have not been properly secured by the inmates of the 
houses. 

155 persons have been apprehended for vagrancy during 
the year; this is a less number than in former years, and as 
I have no reason to believe that the vigilance of the Police 
has been relaxed in this matter can but assume that’ street 
begging has decreased. 

During the year 804 persons were summoned for minor 
offences committed in the streets and thoroughfares, and 
the keepers of 29 public and beer houses were also sum- 
moned for various infractions of the Licensing Act, whilst 
in the same period 30 persons were also proceeded against 
for committing offences inside licensed houses. 

The traffic through the roads of this Division continues 
to increase, and although many accidents have happened 
to pedestrians, it is in very few cases thatthe accidents 
could be fairly ascribed to careless or furious driving. 

During the year the Division, which still increases in 
population and importance. has been augmented-to cover 
the extra length of ground to be patrolled by Police, con- 
sequent on the formation of new streets, &c., and the 
accession to the number of Station Sergeants has increased 
the efficiency of the Force in the exterior district. 

The Divisional Detectives have performed their duties 
very well during the year, and their local knowledge of 
suspicious persons resident in the districts where they are 
associated make this branch of the service of great use. 

The mounted men, and also the Police employed in con- 
nexion with the van and despatch carts, have performed 
their duties.with care and skill, and the horses have been 
carefully treated. 

During the year 3,561 soldiers were billetted at the 
various licensed houses in the Division, with one excep- 
tion without complaint; the complaint made was against 
the accommodation at the billets, which could not be 
attributed to Police. 

The educational classes continue to be attended, but 
not so well as I could wish. Some of the Police who are 
pretty constant in their attendance have attained a fair 
proficiency in the subjects taught, and have been granted 
certificates of competency. 

Skating rinks are springing up in every direction, and 
the recreation appears to be very popular. At many of 
these places music is performed, and intoxicating liquors 
are sold inside them under Excise occasional “ off ” 
licenses. Up to the present these places are conducted 
without complaint, but as the number increases, and com- 
petition becomes more keen, it will, I think, be necessary 
at no very distant time to consider whether all such 
places should not be licensed for music and dancing.

In submitting my annual report for 1875 to Commis- 
sioner, I am much gratified to be again able to bear 
testimony to the general good conduct and efficiency of the 
Police of this Division, 


1,777 persons were charged before Magistrates, and dis-

629 felonies, value 2,573/., were committed. Of these, 
however, 191, value 3541., were not under control of Police, 
and in 101 of those cases under Police control property 
value 6117. was recovered, and thieves apprehended and 
convicted. No crime or occurrence of sufficient importance 
to call for special mention has taken place in this Division 
during the past year. 

253 warrants were executed during the year. 

305 persons were summoned by Police for various offences ; 
280 were convicted, 22 dismissed by magistrates, and 
3 withdrawn. 3,002 summonses were taken by private 
persons, and were served by Police. ~ 

1,240 doors and windows were found open by Police, 
and in each case the attention of the occupier was drawn to 
the fact. During the year 1875 there was a further dis- 
tribution of printed notices issued by Commissioner, cau- 
tioning the people as to the extreme importance of properly 
securing their premises before retiring to rest; but I am 
sorry to say that very little attention seems to have been 
paid to them. It is only when a larceny has been effected 
by this means (which is not atall an unfrequent occurrence) 
that the persons concerned appear to realize how careless 
they have been in the matter. Nevertheless, I would recom- 
mend a periodical distribution of these notices, as I have 
no doubt that the people will eventually recognize and 
appreciate the efforts of the Commissioner to reduce the 
opportunities which this neglect affords for the commission 
of crime. 

Public and beer houses have been well conducted ; only 
16 proprietors of these houses were summoned for infringing 
the law during the year. _The-smallness of the number of 
complaints against these persons is no doubt partly attri- 
butable to the increased responsibility which the Licensing 
Acts, 1872-4, impose upon them, and partly to the strict 
Police inquiry as to character, &c. of all applicants for 
victuallers’ licenses, which prevents the possibility of other 
than respectable persons getting into the trade. . The extra 
half-hour granted by Act of 1874 is not generally availed 
of. ‘The bond fide traveller question is still in an unsatis- 
factory state, and is capable of being greatly abused. The 
only remedy, however, which I can suggest, is to close the 
houses absolutely against all persons whatsoever until, say, 
mid-day on Sundays, and I do nct believe there would 
BH any real hardship or inconvenience to the public by so 

oing. 

220 persons were reported as lost or missing, and were 
all found by Police or friends except 15, of whom 7 com- 
mitted suicide. The remaining 8 had not been heard of 
up to date of this report. 

401 stray dogs were seized by Police; 350 were sent 
to Dogs’ Home at Battersea, 49 restored to owners on pro- 
duction of their licenses, and 2 killed, being in a rabid 
state. 5; : (199 
2,794 soldiers were billetted on this Division during the 
year. 

30 persons were accidentally run over in the streets by 
vehicles ; one was killed on the spot, but none of the 
others were seriously injured. 

375 pedlars’ certificates were issued and 100 indorsed 
uEeE the year; amount received on account of same 

61. 5s. 

40 persons were reported for causing smoke nuisance : 
2 were summoned and convicted; 35 were cautioned by 
direction of Commissioner; the remaining 3 cases are still 
pending. 

68 beggars were apprehended, 49 convicted, and 19 dis- 
charged. Vagrancy is visibly on the decrease from year to 
year ; probably this is in some degree attributable to the 
operations of the Mendicity Societies now in existence in 
many parts of the country. 

Charges are now authorised to be taken at Barnes and 
Wandsworth Common Stations, which will be of great 
convenience to the inhabitants of those places. It is an 
ascertained fact that many malefactors escaped the conse- 
quences of their acts by reason of the distances prosecutors 
would have to go to prefer their complaints:)). 9 ou5 | - 

On the 14th August last this Division was augmented 
2 P.Ss.:for Station duty, and 9; P.Cs., 8 for fixed point and 
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1 for beat duty, pursuant to arecommendation in my annual 
and. other reports for 1874. ; 

‘The system of fixed points continues to work exceedingly 
well; there are now 8 (4 having been recently added) in 
this Division, but still more are required, and I hope will 
be obtained at no distant date. 

13 Police were commended and rewarded by Judges and 
Commissioner for their praiseworthy exertions in the detec- 
tion of crime, 

The educational classes are not availed of to any con- 
siderable extent, and never will be unless attendance is 
made compulsory, which I am of opinicn it should be for a 
limited tme, say for two years, or until certificates of pro- 
ficiency are obtained. The cost for tuition and stationery 
at the five classes held in this Division exceeds the sub- 
scription from the men by at least 50/. per annum. This 
is a large outlay without any corresponding result. 

26 men resigned during the year, 6 of them on receiving 
pensions, 4 on receiving gratuities, and 16 to seek other 
employment. 

9 men were dismissed, mostly for drunkenness. 

During the year two concerts were given, by permission 
of ‘Commissioner, one at the Drill Hall, Kingston, and the 
other at the Assembly Rooms, Wandsworth, in aid of the 
funds of the Police Orphanage, and the very handsome 
sum of 129], 2s. 6d. was realized after all expenses were 
paid.

X or Papprineron Division. 


In submitting this epitome of Police work, as carried 
out in my Division during the year 1875, I can with 
pleasure remark upon the conduct of the men under my 
charge. 5 

They have been generarally well-conducted and efficient, 
and both officers and men have appeared to do their best 
to carry out the many and varied duties devolving on 
them. 

The Division has been very free from serious offences, 
which I attribute to the watchfulness of the Constables on 
duty, and the patrolling of the Divisional Detectives. 

‘These latter cannot be watched round a beat as a 
Constable in uniform can, and the intending burglar or 
housebreaker must know that he is liable at any moment 
to be pounced upon by a detective in the very act of 
crime. 

These men are very useful to the public, as it always 
falls to their lot to make the necessary inquiries when a 
serious offence has been committed, and they frequently 
succeed in recovering large quantities of valuable pro- 
perty which, but for them, would be lost to the rightful 
owners. iil 


Tam afraid that pawnbrokers are still, in many instances, 
reluctant to furnish information to the Police, or I believe 
that offenders would not so often remain undetected as 
they do now. These tradesmen, at least some of them, 
seem to resent Police. interference altogether, although 
there can be no doubt that but for such interference there 
would be a great increise of undetected criminals. It is 
palpable that the old adage, “If there were no receivers 
there would be no thieves,’”’ is strictly correct, and the 
greater the facilities for getting rid of stolen property the 
greater the incentive to become, and continue, thieves, 
and the less opportunity for the Police to catch them. 

The detectives selected by Commissioner from all the 
Divisions to patrol districts in which there is an mcrease 
of crime I believe to be very useful in deterring intending 
criminals, and there is no doubt that it is much more 
difficult now to commit a crime of any magnitude and 
remain unpunished than it was formerly. 

But the Police have many other important duties to 
perform as well as the detection and apprehension of 
thieves and other offenders, and foremost among them is 
their attendance at fires to assist in preserving life and 
property. During the year there were in this Division 
55 fires attended, and the average attendance at each was 
1 Superintendent, 1 Inspector, 2 P.Ss., and 10 P.Cs. 

The real number attending the fires in the inner portion 
of the Division was considerably larger than the above 
average, the highest number being | Superintendent, 
3 Inspectors, 5 P.Ss.. and 57 P.Cs., but in the rural 
districts only a few Police are within call, which reduces 
the number as above. In two instances the Police rescued 
life at considerable personal risk, one on 7th January, in 
which P.Cs. 368 X and 339 X rescued three persons, two 
of whom were fast asleep, locked in their bedroom, which 
the P.Cs. forced open, and got all the inmates out before 
the arrival of firemen, engines, or escapes. The lower 
part of the house was completely destroyed with its 
contents. 

The other case was on 15th November, when P.C. 191 X 
forced open the door of a burning room and found an 
old lady, aged 71, enveloped in flames and smoke, who 
he, after two attempts to crawl tirough the room, 
managed to reach and take out to another room, and 
thence to hospital. He also extinguished the fire in the 
room, and accomplished it before the firemen arrived. 

In both cases the Commissioner rewarded the Constables, 
and in the former they also received rewards from Bow 
Street Police Court Reward Fund. 

Another branch of Police duty is the observation and 
report of all street accidents in which persons are injured. 
During the past year 179 such occurrences were noted, 
in 177 of which persons were maimed or injured, and in 
2 persons were killed. * 

The characters of 400 applicants for pedlars’ licenses 
were inquired into; 294 certificates were granted, 100 en- 
dorsed, and 6 refused. 34 pedlars were prosecuted under 
the Act, 32 of whom were convicted and 2 discharged. 

1,103 dogs were seized by Police, of which 1,028 were 
conveyed to “ Home,” 74 were restored to owners, and 1 
was destroyed. The owners all produced licenses excepting 
two, particulars of which were noted for information of 
Inland Revenue. 

193 adults and 573 children were reported to the Police 
as lost, of whom 421 were found and restored by Police 
339 returned home, 1 committed suicide, and 5 were not 
found up to the end of the year. In addition to these 
a great many children were found by Police before being 
reported lost, and were restored to their friends. 

Great carelessness continues to be shown by house- 
holders in the matter of open windows and doors, there 
being no fewer than 1,148 doors and 645 accessible 
windows found open at night by Police during the 12 
months. Ifthe occupiers of houses could be persuaded 
to see that their servants close all doors, and all the lower 
windows, before retiring to rest, | am sure many larcenies 
would be prevented; but some, I regret to say, dislike the 
Police to interfere in such matters. 

2,546 males and 1,190 females, making a total of 3,736, 
were taken into custody for various offences, and 984 
persons were summoned by the Police, of whom 13 were 
keepers of licensed beer or public houses. Of the 
persons charged 1,553 of them, or nearly three- 
sevenths of the total number, were taken to Notting Hill 
Station, and it will be a great benefit to the Police and 
the inhabitants of that district when the much required 
new Station, now in course of erection at Notting Dale, is 
completed. 

This district is the roughest part of the Division, and 
the division of its area into nearly equal portions, to form 
the new Sub-division, will, | am sure, give general satis- 
faction to the more respectable portion of the population. 
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Many other matters are performed daily by the Police, 
and as new Acts of Parliament come into operation their 
sphere and power are extended. For instance, the new 
Act for licensing chimney sweepers will give a considerable 
amount of extra trouble, as did the Pedlars Act and 
others. 

Amongst other matters worthy of notice, I wish to draw 
attention to hackney carriage drivers and tickets. ‘There 
are certain drivers who prowl about the streets and are 
seldom or ever seen on a rank, who, for illicit purposes, 
rarely give their fares tickets, or, if repeatedly asked and 
threatened with proceedings, give one with the name of 
the proprietor of another cab thereon. More especially is 
this done when the drivers charge more than their legal 
fares to ladies, who, to avoid altercation, pay the amount 
and take the ticket, not noticing the number of the cab, 
in the vain hope of having matters righted afterwards. 
I think every cab should have a small box or slide inside, 
into which the driver should be compelled to place a 
ticket after setting down every fare, and a request should 
be conspicuously painted that the person will take out 
the ticket. Such a system would prevent a great deal of 
extortion and imposition, and would greatly facilitate 
inquiries for lost property, &c., and if a ticket were not 
obtained it would be the fare’s own fault and not the 
driver’s. 

Another matter which forces itself on Police notice is 
the fares charged by so-called “ odd’? omnibuses at night, 
which I referred to in my last annual report. Com- 
plaints continue to be made that double fares are 
charged, and it is very difficult now to distinguish the 
omnibuses of private proprietors from those of the omnibus 
company, they being painted similarly, apparently for the 
purpose of deception. v 

Complaints are often made also and letters written to 
the local papers about Bath chairs and perambulators 
being allowed to be driven on the footways, and the Police 
are expected to put a stop to the practice, as in the neigh- 
bouring parish of Kensington they are made to go in the 
road by local Act of Parlament, but in Paddington such 
is not the case, and in the narrow, but busy, thoroughfare 
of Westbourne Grove, one or more of these cumbersome 
vehicles may be seen every hour of the day. Perambulators 
are likewise a nuisance, but in a minor degree, and as they 
are wheeled by females and occupied by children they can 
scarcely be forced into the road; but Bath chairs are driven 
by men and occupied by adults. If the occupants were all 
invalids it would be harsh to drive them in the road, but 
many people in good: health constantly use them, and I 
am sure the general inhabitants of the parish would find 
great benefit if the footways could be cleared of them. 

‘The change of uniform to take place in 1876 with all 
ranks was much wanted, in my opinion, and will give 
general satisfaction to the wearers, and will be a great 
benefit, as the different officers can then be distinguished 
from each other, which is not now the case. ‘The only 
articles of uniform still requiring alteration are the 
leggings. The men complain that their knees and 
feet get wetter with leggings than without, as the rain 
runs off their capes and great-coats on to the knees of 
their trowsers and down their leggings into the lace-holes 
of their boots. What seems to be wanted is a pattern that 
will have a flap to fall over the boot, and to be made 
sufliciently high to cover the knee. I believe that by this 
means many colds and attacks of rheumatism would be 
prevented. 

In conclusion, I beg to observe that this Division has 
been numerically increased. during the year by the aug- 
mentation of 6 Sergeants and 22 Constables, the present 
strength being 58 P.Ss. and 466 P.Cs.; but notwith- 
standing this, the beats are still too long, and more men 
are required in the suburbs, where the buildings are daily 
increasing, and which extend greatly every year. 

But although the rate of pay is now much greater than 
formerly, the service does not appear to be an attractive 
one to the class of men that is most required, 7.e., to men 
who have received a fair education, and whose mental and 
physical powers are alike good. 

‘The duties of the Police, as is well known, are multi- 
farious, and it requires a man of calibre to understand 
them and carry them out. New Acts of Parliament are 
constantly being framed entailing still more work on the 
Police, and it is next to impossible to instil into the minds 
of the men who chiefly join, who are very young, and 
drawn from the agricultural and labouring classes, when 
they must act and when they must not, and it requires 
unremitting care’ and attention on the part of the officers 
to keep them from doing too much, or vice versd.

Y or Hrencare Division, 


I nave to reporé on the state of the Division for 1875. 

The strength on 3lst December was 1 Superintendent, 
14 Inspectors, 60 Sergeants, and 557 Constables. With the 
exception of 2 Constables who were charged before a 
Magistrate for violation of duty, their conduct has been 
very good. 

4,438 persons were apprehended and taken before the 
Magistrates (2,111 for drunkenness), 3,401 convicted. 

515 persons were taken to the Stations and the charges 
refused. 

742 summonses were applied for by Police. 

The Divisional Detectives. have been of great service, 
effecting many apprehensions, especially in cases of larcenies 
of goods exposed. During the year they have been frequently 
rewarded by Commissioner, and in six cases commended by 
Judges. 

59 rewards have been granted to the Division, 

1,417 doors and 916 windows were found open by the 
Police. This is greatly in excess of previous year, although 
the occupiers have been served with the caution issued by 
Commissioner. If persons were more cautious in such 
matters, there is no doubt many larcenies would be 
prevented. 

757 dogs were seized by Police, of which 688 were sent 
to the Home. - 

There are 13 Stations in this Division, all in good con- 
dition ; but the want of a bath-room is greatly felt, only one 
having this accommodation. 

The new Station at Holloway was opened on 22nd Jan- 
uary, which has greatly supplied the wants of the neigh- 
bourhood, and is giving great satisfaction. 

The inhabitants of Kast Barnet are looking forward to 
the building of a new Station, for which they petitioned in 
November 1873. This is urgently required on account of 
increased population. 

The Alexandra Palace was opened on lst May. Durin 
seven months 1,502,087: persons. visited, of these 94,018 in 
one day; with one exception the largest number that ever 
visited a public building in one day. This neighbourhood 
has greatly increased in population, which necessitates an 
augmentation of Police, and great inconvenience has been 


caused by the want of a-Police Station in the vicinity} . 


the charges having to be taken to Highgate and Wood 
Green Stations, which is above two miles to either place.

Tames Division. 


I uave the honour to submit to the Commissioner a 
brief statement of the duties performed by the Police of 
this branch of the service during the past year. 

The authorized strength of this Division is 1 Super- 
intendent, 9 Inspectors, 23 (3rd class) Inspectors, 1 De- 
tective Police Sergeant, and 123 Constables; total of all 
ranks 157. Of this number 2 Inspectors and 6 Constables 
are specially appointed and paid for by the Board of Trade 
for the protection of seamen entering the Port of London, 
which reduces the number for general purposes to 149. 
There are three Stations from which the Police boats start 
on their respective districts, viz., Waterloo Pier Station, 
Wapping, and the “ Royalist,” off the Folly House, 
Blackwall. - : 

The Police boats patrol the river between Chelsea and 
Woolwich, a distance of 16 miles. Their duties are multi- 
farious and arduous, and in some cases where dead bodies 
are picked up in a decomposed state, I may say loathsome ; 
in addition to the protection of life and property by night 
as well as by day, enquiries have to be made for missing 
persons, the arrival of vessels have to be watched for 
fugitives by sea, and for lunatics when sent home from 
foreign ports. Observation has to be kept for the pre- 
vention of overcrowding of passengers on board river 
steamers, and to prevent smoke nuisance, 

The attendance of Police boats full-manned are also re- 
quired to preserve order at regattas, boat races, &c.; also 
for the prevention of accidents on the removal of gun- 
powder from land to water carriage, and vice versd; also 
to prevent indecent bathing by men and boys near in- 
habited houses ; and other special duties are imposed which 
I find at times a great tax on the strength of the Division. 

The 4 Divisional Detectives have been successful in 
apprehending during the past year 104 persons for various 
offences, 70 of whom were convicted, and the others were 
discharged for want of evidence. 

The officers have been several times rewarded by the 
Commissioner for their zeal and good management in the 


discharge of their duties. ‘There have been scarcely any 
complaints, and the number of felonies compared with 
former years has considerably decreased, whereas the 
number of offenders apprehended has increased, the 
results of which I consider may fairly be considered due to 
the vigilance of the Police. 

The discipline of the ‘Division has been good, the men 
are willing and obedient to their officers, and I have great 
pleasure in stating that, with very few exceptions, the 
whole of the Constables are steady well-conducted men.

First ok Woontwicw Dockyarp Division. 


I sue to submit to Commissioner the following brief 
particulars of events, occurrences, &c. in this Division 
during the year 1875, and to state that, with one exception, 
the conduct of all ranks has been uniformly good. The 
men have enjoyed very good health, and the variations in 
the Division have been few in number. Only 15 men 
have been fined for misconduct. ‘Three promotions 
took place, viz., one Sergeant advanced to the rank of 
Inspector, and two Constables to the position of Sergeant. 
Two Inspectors, two Sergeants, and four Constables 
retired on superannuation allowance, one Constable was 
dismissed, and eight others resigned. Of the latter, four 
wished to take other employment, and the others were 
compelled to resign through unsuitability for the service. 

1 am happy in stating that the educational classes have 
been very well attenced, and from the improvement I have 
observed in the men’s handwriting, composition, &c., I 
am satisfied they must have applied themselves diligently 
to their studies. 

During the year 38,171 persons visited the Arsenal. 
5,572 passes for Government property have been received 
by Police at gates. 5 men have been charged and con- 
victed for offences in relation to Government property, 
and 160 reports have been made by Police against employés 
for petty breaches of rules, regulations, &c. 11 small fires 
occurred, all of which were promptly extinguished by 
Police with little or no loss. The Police fire brigade also 
rendered valuable aid on five occasions outside the Govern- 
ment premises. 

At Woolwich Dockyard, Deptford Victualling Yard, and 
the Royal Naval College, Greenwich, no event of import- 
ance to Police has occurred to call for special mention ; 
but I may observe that the routine work at those places 
has been carefully performed. The number of property 
passes received by Police at the two first-named Stations 
were 3,004 and 2,697 respectively. 

The duties of the Police at Aldershot have been care- 
fully carried out by the Inspector in charge there, whose 
sole assistant on the spot, in the way of command, is a 
Section Sergeant. By the following particulars it will be 
seen that, in addition to their primitive duties under the 
Contagious Diseases Acts, the Police perform others of a 
general nature in connection with the Camp. During the 

ear 85° persons, representing 80 charges, have been 
detained at the Station for the under-mentioned offences, 
viz., fraudulent enlistment 30; begging 4; drunk, &c. 13; 
possessing military necessaries 6; wilful damage 1; various 
felonies 18; falsely representing himself to be a Metro- 
politan Police Constable 1; disorderly conduct in, Lock 
Hospital 1; indecent assault 2; desertion 3; gambling 1; 
common assault |; inflicting grievous bodily harm 2; 
acting as a pedlar without a license]; absconding recruit 
under Mutiny Act 1. Proceedings by summons were also 
taken in the following cases, viz., setting tire to Govern- 
ment furze 4; wilful damage to rifle butts 8; possessing 
Government forage 1; military necessaries 2; and 
Government fencing 5; assaults on Police 2; trespassing 
in search of game 1. Inquiries were also made in a total 
of 163 cases, chiefly relating to desertions, larcenies, lost 
horses, dogs, &c. The following cases, very creditable 
to the Divisional Detective P.C. at the Camp, are 

worthy of mention:—On the 2nd August John G...... 
JOR ci: ,and Thomas G...... were committed for 
trial, the two former for stealing, and the latter for 
receiving five sacks of Government oats, tried 21st October, 
and all convicted. ‘These delinquents were detected solely 
through the perseverance of the P.C. after constant obser- 
vation, and under great difficulties, in consequence of so 
many persons being about, some of whom were no doubt more 
or Jess implicated. The Police Constable was granted by 
Commissioner a reward of 20s. On the 24th October 
Morris R...... , servant to Captain F...., 6th Regiment, 
deserted, stealing a gold watch and other articles value 10/. 
the P.C. by great skili traced the accused to South- 
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ampton, where he succeeded {in apprehending him, He 
was tried by military authorities and sentenced to 336 days’ 
imprisonment with hard labour. The whole of the property 
(a few trifling articles excepted) was recovered, and the 
Police Constable rewarded by the Colonel of the regiment. 

The Divisional Detective at Woolwich Garrison, has also 
rendered good service during the year in a number of cases, 
the most notable one being the apprehension and conviction 
of a notorious old Camp and Barrack thief, named William 
C..., for larceny from the officers quarters’ at Aldershot 
Camp, Woolwich Garrison, &c. His capture was effected 
solely through the vigilance and. perseverance of the Con- 
stable, after much trouble and pains, and without previous 
information, the details of which would occupy too much 
space in this report. The accused was tried and sentenced 
to 8 years’ penal servitude and 5 years’ Police surveillance, 
the property recovered, and the Police Constable rewarded 
by Commissioner. Since this man’s conviction no larcenies 
of a similar kind have occurred at the places where he 
frequented. 

With respect to the Contagious Diseases Acts, I have 
again the gratification of repeating that the officers and 
men employed under my direction in the several districts 
of Woolwich, Greenwich, Aldershot, Dover, Deal, Windsor, 
Shorncliffe, and Colchester have continued to carry out 
their peculiar and important duties in the most creditable 
manner and without complaint. The divisional statistics 
show a small but appreciable decrease in the number of 
common women throughout the districts named. The 
women appear to have attended for medical inspection 
with even greater regularity than in former years, as I find 
that only in 45 cases was it found necessary to enforce the 
law by summons, whereas in the previous year 101 women 
were so proceeded against. ‘The total number of exami- 
nations during the past year in the districts referred to was 
11,493, and there remained on the registers at the close 
thereof 513, the figures being respectively 1,109, and 60 less 
than in the previous year. 

In conclusion, I beg to state that the fire brigade service 
has been carefully attended to in the several establishments,. 
the men found most efficient in their drill, and the several 
fire plants in excellent order. For these happy results I 
have to acknowledge the hearty co-operation of the 
Inspectors generally in carrying out to the letter tke details 
of the various duties in connection with the Division.

SEconpD or PortsmoutTyH Dockyarp DIVISION. 


I wave the honour to submit my annual report on the 
work of this Division for the year 1875. ; 

Since date of last report no alteration has taken place 
in the strength. 

No fire has happened during the year. The engines 
were twice called to fires outside, and rendered efficient 
help, viz., at the Gosport Railway Station, and a wood yard 
and builder’s premises in Clarence Square. 

During the year 29 cases of embezzlement were detected 
by Police, committed by persons employed in the establish- 
ments, all of whom were convicted and the whole of the 
property recovered. 

This offence appears to have been at one time carried on in 
the Crown Establishments to an extent which in the present 
day seems incredible. In Colquhoun’s (J.P., Middlesex) 
“'T'reatise on the Police of the Metropolis, 1796,” we find at 
page 75 this astounding statement: “It is calculated by 
“ persons well informed on the subject, that the frauds, 
pillage, and plunder of the public stores at Portsmouth 
alone amount nearly to one million sterling a year during 
war, and to half that sum in time of peace. Incredible 
as this may seem at the first blush, it will not upon 
reflection, aided by a minute and accurate knowledge of 
circumstances, appear to be an exaggerated estimate.” 
The better system of Police supervision now maintained 
appears to have revolutionized the pilfering habits of those 
“good old times.” 

No stores however trifling are permitted by the regu- 
lations to be conveyed out of the establishments ashore, or 
to vessels afloat, unless accompanied by the proper form of 
pass, duly signed by the authorized officer, and containing 
a list of the various articles to be passed. ‘These passes 
are examined and ¢he stores compared with them, and if 
found to be correct the stores are allowed to be taken to 
their destination, and the passes retained by the Police to 
be filed in the guard books. During the year 16,710 
passes were thus examined by the Police, but this does not 
include passes for private property, which amounted to as 
many more, 
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British subjects desirous of visiting the works in progress 
in any of the establishments are admitted on making appli- 
cation at the main gate and entering their names, pro- 
fessions, and residences in a book. Foreigners are only 
admitted on the written authority of the Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty. 

Except in special cases where foreigners of high rank are 
shown round the yards by naval officers in uniform, the 
Police‘escort all visitors, and during the year 47,083 British 
subjects and 145 foreigners were thus accompanied by 
Police. 

The Police escorted during the year to Lewes, Winchester, 
Millbank, and Pentonville Prisons 389 seamen and marines 
prisoners for offences committed against the Naval Dis- 
cipline Acts, and 355 whose sentences had expired were 
brought back from those Prisons and the Borough Jail to 
their ships, making a total of 744 conveyed, bemg a 
decrease of 137 on the number last year. 

The number of stragglers and deserters arrested by the 
Police and taken on board their ships was 680, being a 
slight increase on the number last year. 

During the year five persons only were arrested for 
smuggling, against 21 cases last year. 

I do not think this is caused by any diminution in fraud 
on the revenues of the Crown, but is rather the natural 
result of the prohibitory order against searching the persons 
of petty officers, who were formerly frequently charged 
with this offence, and being but little removed from the 
ordinary seamen are not likely to have any reluctance in 
conveying out of the yards contraband either for them- 
selves or others. The total of fines imposed for this offence 
during the year was only 5/1. 7s. 2d. 4g 

206 persons. in the employment of the Crown were 
reported by Police for offences against the regulations of 
the establishments in which they were employed. 

The Contagious Diseases Acts are carried out with all 
the care and attention their importance deserves. There is 
no local opposition now in any of the towns in which they 
are in operation in this Division, and two attempts made 
in Portsmouth to hold public meetings to petition the 
Legislature against them resulted in utter failure. 

The event of the year was the departure of the ships 
“ Active”? and “ Discovery ” for Arctic exploration. 

The Orphanage has the good wishes and sympathy of 
every officer and man in the Division, and it isto be 
regretted that, having had no opportunity of participating 
in the Metropolitan Police Féte at the Crystal Palace in 
former years, advantage was not taken by the organizing 
committee of ‘the fact that the anniversary of the Queen’s 
coronation, kept as a close holiday at all Government esta- 
blishments, falls this year on Wednesday, 28th June, and that 
arrangements were not made for holding the Féte on that 
day, instead of the Wednesday after, and give the Metro- 
politan Police in dockyards and their friends an oppor- 
tunity of being present and adding something to the funds 
of the charity. 

The health of the men has somewhat improved on last 
year, showing 1,273 days sick against 1,371 days in 1874. 

I have much pleasure in bearing willing testimony to 
the general good conduct of all ranks in the Division, and 
their cheerful and unwearying assistance in carrying on the 
work. } 

During the year the Commissioner was pleased to grant 
rewards to 57 members of the Division for good conduct.

Tutrp or Devonport Dockyarp Division. 


I sre to report as follows with reference to the par- 
ticulars relating to this Division for the year 1875. 

The numbers of the several ranks comprising the 
Division remained the same, there having been no altera- 
tion in them for the last three years, and the number of the 
establishments where the Police performed duty, and the 
nature of the duties performed, both inside and outside of 
the yards, remained the same likewise. 

The pass-notes received by the Police for property passed 
out of the yards during the year amounted to 14,619 in 
number (466 more than last year). 

The visitors to the various yards came to 18,903, of whom 
18,497 were British ‘subjects and 406 were foreigners, this 
being 1,682 visitors, viz., 1,438 British subjects and 244 
foreigners, more than the number last year. 

The naval deserters and stragglers apprehended were 
1,698, viz., 1,023 seamen and 675 marines (398 fewer 
seamen, but 160 more. marines than last year). 

The naval prisoners conyeyed by the. Police to gaol 
amounted to a total of 379 (10 more than last year), and 


325 were conveyed from gaol (23 more than last year), of 
whom 336 were conveyed to the Cornwall county gaol at 
Bodmin, and 325 from that+gaol, 35 to Portsmouth for 
the naval prison at Lewes, 7 to the Devon county gaol at 
Exeter, and 1 to the convict prison at Millbank. 

The cases of detection during the year were, for offences 
against the property of the Crown, 24 (the same number 
as last year), conveying spirits into the establishment, 12 
(8 more than last year), and for offences against the Cus- 
toms’ laws, 9 (3 less than last year), whilst the number 
for offences against the discipline of the establishments 
amounted to 139 (22 fewer than last year). 

The Contagious Diseases Acts duties were as successful 
as ever, both physically and morally, with regard to their 
highly beneficial results, there having been during the year 
a most marked diminution in the amount of disease 
existing amongst the common women ; for whilst they were 
only 10 less in number there were over 100 fewer cases of 
disease sent into hospital for treatment than there were 
during the previous year, and this notwithstanding the 
number of diseased prostitutes coming into the. district 
from unprotected places, whose conduct likewise, both in 
the streets and at their lodgings, contrasts very unfavour- 
ably with that of the women belonging to the neighbour- 
hood. The close and continual oversight kept by the 
Police upon the brothels and other resorts of common 
women was still the means of a large number of women 
and girls being saved from an immoral life, there having 
been during the year 268 women and’girls, 36 of the latter 


under 15 years of age, either prevented in this way from 


adopting a life of prostitution or continuing in it. The 
only opposition to the working of the Acts in this district, 
the existence of which was at all perceptible during the 
year, was confined to dissipated persons of both sexes, and 
certain keepers of the worst class of brothels where young 
girls are harboured and-ruined, and who therefore resist all 
they can the supervision of the Police which interferes 
with their practices. ‘ 

The Police Fire Brigade has been fully kept up to the 
high standard of efficiency it had attained, but the appli- 
ances of the Brigade were not called into requisition by 
any fire taking place, either inside the yards or in the sur- 
rounding neighbourhood, during the whole year. Five fires 
in the yards were, however, discovered by the Police, and 
extinguished in their-earliest origin. wal 

The conduct of the members of the Division generally 
has continued most exemplary during the year, and not a 
single case of dismissal, compulsory resignation, or reduc- 
tion in class took place. ‘There was not a case of voluntary 
resignation either. 1 Sergeant and 9 P.Cs. were transferred 
to other Divisions, 2 of them being Constables who were 
promoted to Sergeants, and 1 Inspector, 1 P.S., and 3 P.Cs. 
were pensioned. 

The number of men on the sick list during the year 


was 39 (4 more than the year previous), and there were. 


3 deaths, all P.Cs., one of whom, who only joined the 
Police two months before, was accidentally drowned on the 
26th July whilst bathing, through getting out of his 
depth, being unable to swim. 

The educational classes have continued to be fairly 
attended, and those who availed themselves of them 
attained much proficiency in the subjects taught.

FourtH or CHatHaAM Docxyarp Drvision. 


I sec to submit my annual report for the year 1875. 

The duties have been well performed, and I am very 
pleased to have the opportunity of saying that the conduct 
of the officers and men has been uniformly good. 

14 persons ‘were reported for offences against the pro- 
perty of the Crown, 12 for conveying spirits into the 
establishments, 13 for offences against the Customs’ laws, 
and 94 against the discipline of the establishments. . 

882 naval stragglers and deserters were apprehended, and 
148 prisoners were conveyed. to and 151 from prisons, 

7,394 passes for Government stores taken out of the 
establishments were received ‘by the Police. 

25,665 British subjects and 142 foreigners visited the 
several establishments during the year. 

The Police on duty within the establishments discovered 
10 small fires, which were speedily extinguished, very little 
damage having been done. The Police Fire Brigade also 
attended three fires outside the yards, and in each case 
rendered valuable service. : ' 

On the 7th April Her Royal Highness the Princess of 
Wales launched H.M.S. “ Alexandra” at Chatham Dock- 
yard inthe presence of a very large concourse of persons. 


‘ 
. 
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The Police arrangements on the occasion were ample, and 
all passed off without complaint or accident. 

The Public Stores Act, 1875, has deprived the Naval 
Superintendent at each of the Dockyards of the power 
which was conferred on him by virtue of his office in the 
year 1800 (39 & 40 Geo. 3.) To render the system com- 
plete, and to guard the Queen’s stores from being plun- 
dered, it seems to me almost indispensable that the Naval 
Superintendent of a Dockyard should not only have 
magisterial power to issue a search warrant, but to act 
alone on any matter within his jurisdiction authorised to 
be done by one justice of the peace elsewhere. 

The Police employed in carrying out the provisions of 
the Contagious Diseases Acts in the five districts attached 
to my Division have, as in former years, performed their 
duties very satisfactorily. The Acts have been very care- 
fully and judiciously worked, and through the instrumen- 
tality of those concerned they have proved beneficial in 
checking disease, deterring young girls from becoming 
prostitutes, and the efforts at reformation have been most 
encouraging. 

The attendance of the men at the educational classes has 
been very good. There are, however, certain young Con- 
stables who are much in need of education, but they seldom 
attend a class. I would strongly recommend that the 
attendance of such men should be compulsory until they 
are proficient, and obtain a certificate to that effect from 
the class instructor. 

2 P.Cs, resigned, 1 died, 2 were promoted to Sergeants, 
and 1 Sergeant to Inspector. 

The per-centage of men sick during the year was 39°73, 
averaging 16 days each case, making a loss of three men 
throughout the year. f 

The Select Committee of the House of Commons ap- 
pointed last Sessions to inquire into the question of Police 
Superannuaticn not having issued its report, I will only 
remark that it is a subject which Police officers of long 
standing anxiously desire to see equitably settled. 

30 suitable candidates for the Metropolitan Police Service

2 cases of detection for embezzlement of Government 
stores have been made by the Police, and the offenders were 
punished by the Captain Superintendent of the yard. 

28 cases of breaches of regulations of the establishment 
has been witnessed by the Police, and the offenders 
punished by the Captain Superintendent of the yard. 

2 fires were discovered inside the dockyard by Police 
when on duty, and extinguished before much damage had- 
been done to Government property. 

2 fires occurred outside the dockyard on private premises, 
to which Police with fire engines were sent, and in one case 
a great amount of property was saved by their efforts, for 
which they were rewarded by the insurance company. 

Consequent upon the heavy falls of rains in November 
the town gasworks were flooded with water. The Police 
with steam fire engine, &c. were sent to remove the water.

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EIGHTEENTH REPORT. 


REPORT of The Honourable Charles Carnegie, Her Majesty’s Inspector of the 
Constabulary of Scotland, for the Year ending 15th March 1876. 


GENERAL REPORT. 


To the Right Honourable Richard Assheton Cross, M.p., Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home Department.

I nave the honour to lay, before you this, my Fourth (but the 18th Annual) 
Report, on the state and efficiency of the police forces in the counties and'burghs 
in Scotland. Pe 

Thave during the past year inspected the forces of all the counties and 
burghs in Scotland, and have to report as efficient those of the whole of the 
counties and of 32 of the burghs; the exceptions being the burghs of Annan, 
Ardrossan, Kelso, Kirriemuir, Maxwelltown, and Pulteneytown. All these 
hurghs have been for some years reported as inefficient, and I would as regards 
them, repeat the observations in my former reports, that I consider it most 
desirable that there should be some legislative enactment whereby these small 
places should be compelled, either to unite with their respective counties, or to 
maintain efficient forces. One of these burghs, Ardrossan, has a force consisting of 
only one old man, and both the sheriff and the procurator fiscal have had reason 
to complain of the way in which things are carried on. The burgh of Pulteney- 
town isin a most anomalous position ; it hasno local magistracy, and though it 
has been held that the county of Caithness is legally responsible for any damage 
done by rioting in the town, yet, owing to a local Act of Parliament, this place 
is able to maintain a separate, independent, inefficient police force, and to free 
itself from county assessments; it is part of the Parliamentary burgh of Wick 
(now amalgamated with the county), and ought absolutely to be united with 
that burgh. . Maxwelltown is also part of the Parliamentary burgh of Dumfries, 


though in a different county; the force in it is less ridiculous than it was 


formerly, as it now consists of two men. The burgh of Kirriemuir has adopted 
the General Police Act of 1862. It has. been questioned whether in terms of 
that Act it can still maintain a separate police force ; as, however, the point has 
not been raised and decided in a court of law, I have included it amongst the 
burgh forces; it is much too small a force to be efficient as a separate establish- 
ment, The burgh of Blairgowrie, hitherto reported inefficient, has amalgamated 
with the county; and the burgh.of Helensburgh, the case of which is nearly, 
though not.qnite, the same as that of Kirriemuir, has merged in the county of 
Dumbarton, and been formed into a. separate district. 
been made against the efficiency and discipline of the police force in Dundee, I 
was directed by the Secretary of State to make a special investigation into the 
_ state of that force. The result of that inquiry, in the conduct of which I had 

the assistance of the sheriff of Forfarshire, was to satisfy me that, though grave 


irregularities had occurred in connection with the Museum robbery case, the’ 
force ‘had been maintained in a fair state of efficiency. The remarks that I made 


on this subject have been embodied in a special report, which has been made 
public. ‘ 

The number of personal changes in the police force during the past year 
is very considerable, though, I am glad to say, not so great as last year. There 
has been anaddition of 53,men in the county forces (including 10 men added on 
the amalgamation .of the burghs of Blairgowrie and Heiensburgh), and of 42 
men to.the burgh forces. There have also been, by deaths, resignations, dis- 
charges, dismissals, and desertions, 228 changes inthe counties, and 494 in the 
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burghs, as compared with 209 and 568 last year, showing a decrease of 55 on the 
whole. I find, moreover, that the difficulty of getting suitable men seems, dur- 
ing the past year, to have been rather less than in former years; and I have 
generally been pleased with the appearance and education of the recruits of the 
year. Whilst the pay in most cases is now on a suitable scale, some counties 
and burghs are still rather underpaying their men, and I still have to make the 
remark that in many instances those in the superior ranks have not been given 
the benefit of the increases in the scale of pay which their subordinates have 
received. The maximum rate of pay laid down by the Home Office Circular 
has, by sanction of the Home Secretary, been exceeded in many instances, and 
peas that it would be advisable to issue a fresh Circular with a revised 
scale. 


The River Tweed Commissioners still continue to pay for three constables in 
the county of Berwick: the arrangement between them and the counties of 
Roxburgh and Selkirk has been terminated, and in those two counties, as in 
Peebles-shire, the river is now watched by men appointed under the Tweed 
Acts, who are not connected with the police. There are also 15 constables paid 
for by other fishery boards. There are 51 constables paid by public com- 
panies or private individuals, in terms of the 7th section of the General. Police 
Act. In the burghs there are 168 constables employed by harbour boards, 
including the Marine or Clyde division of the Glasgow police. There are also 
30 employed by companies or individuals. The burgh of Montrose has ter- 
minated its agreement with its harbour trustees, and the harbour (being within 
the burgh boundary) is now watched by an ordinary constable as part of his 
regular duties; a man has been added to the strength of the force for this 
purpose. 

The diversity of practice as to promotion, noticed by me in my last year's 
report, still continues. [believe the plan of limiting the numbers in the classes 
to be a mistake. 

The clothing in most of the forces in Scotland is of good quality; some 


of it, however, was hardly equal to that of last year. The prices paid in the 
different counties and burghs vary very considerably. I have again given a table 


(Appendix C.) which shows the cost of each article in each force. Most of the — 


counties give beot money, though some give boots. In many of the burghs 
neither boots nor boot money are given. 


The system as to house accommodation varies in almost every place. In most 
of the burghs the police previde their own houses, without any allowance; but 
in some towns lodgings are provided for all or part of the force, and rent is 
charged according to accommodation. I consider that it is of great importance 
in the large towns for the men to be well housed, and to be lodged together, as 
in case of an emergency the men off duty can be assembled at a short notice, 
which cannot be done in those places where the men’s lodgings are scattered. 
In the counties the arrangements about houses are even more divergent. In 
some, the whole force have free houses, or else lodging money; in others, 
accommodation is provided for the whole force, and rent is charged; in others, 
those who occupy station-houses pay rent, and the rest provide houses for them- 
selves; whilst in some instances the county pays any excess of rent over a certain 
sum. The differences on these points make it difficult to compare accurately 
the relative rates of pay in the various forces in Scotland. 


The station-houses and cells, in many counties, are in a very satisfactory con- 
dition ; in others, especially in the counties of Forfar, Stirling, and Banff, much 


improvement is to be desired. In some of the burghs the cells are very incom- - 


modious ; I have some hope, however, that in Perth, where they are most. unsuit- 
able, some improvement is to be made; in Ayr, where owing to the increase of 
the burgh an alteration was imperative, an addition has been made, but it has 
been done as cheaply as possible, and entirely without regard to the comfort or 
health of those detained in the lock-up. The cells at Greenock and at Hawick 
require improvement, as they are often much over-crowded. I hope that at the 
former place some accommodation may be built for the Constabulary, and now 
that the Treasury have ceased to deduct the sums received for lodgings from 


the Government grant, there is little excuse for parsimony on this point.

I have, as far as I have been able, detailed in my separate reports all the General Report. 
various duties, not strictly police duties, performed by the members of each Extra Duties and 
force. There still remain some appointments which, though not . included Allowances. 
amongst those recognised in the Home Office Circular as duties which may be 
performed by the police, are held by police officers in some of the burghs. I 
have in many cases pointed out. these to the local authorities, and in most 
instances they have been discontinued. I have endeavoured to mention all # 
these, in order that the Treasury may, if they think fit, strike off all the officers 
holding them, from the list of men entitled to receive the Government grant, so 
long as they retain these offices. There are, especially in burghs, extra duties, 
such as attending places of public amusement, public meetings, &c., which are 
undertaken by the ordinary police force, the system of remuneration for which 
requires some consideration, especially as the Secretary of State’s rules for the 
government of constables only apply indirectly to burghs. In any legislation on 
police matters, [ think that’ it would be advantageous that the burghs should be 
put on the same footing as the counties with regard to the enforcement of these 
tules. It is, moreover, a question which I think deserves the attention of the 
Treasury, whether, when a number of extra duties are thrown on a police officer 
without any extra remuneration, some part of his salary should not be held to be: 
derivable from these sources, and should consequently be struck off before the 
Government grant is calculated. I refer more especially to those counties and 
burghs where much of the time of the heads of the police force is taken up by 
doing procurator fiscal’s duty, the remuneration for which is included in their 
salaries. I would also observe that in a large burgh the amount of work devoly- 
ing on an officer holding the office of procurator fiscal is so great as entirely to 
prevent his exercising that supervision over the men of his force, on which the 
discipline so much depends. ‘The above remarks apply also, in many instances, 
to the office of sanitary inspector. 


The urgency of the question of superannuation is becoming more and more Superannuation. 
apparent. AJready in one or two instances men have been discharged from the 
police forces with small gratuities whose services amply entitled them to some 
pension. In three instances the heads of police forces have retired. In Lanark- 
shire the late chief constable has received on resigaation a gratuity of 2,500 /., 
the maximum sum he could be given under the Police Act. In a county like 
Lanarkshire, with so large an assessable value, this sum, coming into one year’s 
accounts, will not be felt so heavily as it would be in a smaller one, but there is 
no doubt that a liberal pension would have been more acceptable to the chief con- 
stable himself, and more convenient for the county. In Dundee the superinten- 
dent of police has also resigned, after a very long service. Under certain clauses 
in the Burgh Police Act of 1862, which are embodied in the Police Act of the 
burgh of Dundee, the Commissioners of Police have power to pension any of 
their ‘officers; taking advantage of this power, the Commissioners have granted 
to the superintendent a pension of 250 7. per annum. Whilst not wishing in any 
degree to impute illiberality to the Commissioners (who were not degally bound 
to give any retiring allowance whatever), I would point ont that in the Metro- 
politan Police, in which Mr. Mackay began his career as a police officer, his 
retirement would have been larger as a matter of right. The third case is that 
of the burgh of Dumbarton ; there the superintendent has been obliged to be re- 
moved in consequence of ill health ; under the Acts of Parliament in force in the 
burgh, it is very doubtful whether any provision can legally be made for an 

_ officer who has lost his health in the public service, and who had been for several 
years a useful public servant. The age and length of service of many of the con- 
stabulary, including some of the heads of the most important police forces in 
Scotland, are now very considerable, and the period cannot be far off when some 
of them must resign; that they should be allowed to retire without any provision 
would bea public scandal, and its effect on the recruiting for the police forces in 
Scotland would be most disastrous. At present the different arrangements on 
this point have given the English forces a most unfair advantage over the Scotch 
ones, and were it not for the fact that year after year this subject has been stated 
to be under consideration, the effect of the difference between the two countries 
would have been more marked. The only regularly established fund in Scotland 
is in the burgh of Greenock, though in Kincardineshire there is a compulsory 
system of life insurance. As far as I have been able to ascertain, there are in the

Scotch police forces 53 meni of upwards of 30 ‘years’ service, 78 men between 25 
and 30, 163 men ‘between 20 and 25, and 329 men between 15 and 20. 


_I would again point out the great inconvenience that is found from the fact 
that burgh constables have no power to act outside the burgh boundaries. In 
Greenock this is, owing to the peculiarities of the configuration of the burgh, a 
very serious matter, and all the seaport towns are more or less affected by it. T 
believe that if the provisions of the 11th section of the General Police Act were 
made applicable to burgh as well.as to county forces, this.evil would be remedied, 
and the public service advantaged, I have found that the chief constables of the 
counties are generally favourable to such a change in the law. It is also a ques- 
tion whether, in any legislation on police matters in Scotland, some enactments 
might not be made whereby counties united for police purposes might not by 
agreement be more closely united, so that cases might be tried before the sheriffs 
at the most convenient place within their jurisdiction irrespective of counties. 


No arrangement at present exists by which telegrams for police purposes have 
any priority over private messages: practically this is generally conceded, 
though as a matter of courtesy, and not of right. I think that this point should 
be brought under the notice of Her Majesty’s Postmaster General. 


A custom prevails in many of the counties, and in some of the burghs in Scot- 
land, which is of very questionable Jegality. In looking through the lock-up 
books, I constantly see after the name of a person who has been in custody for 
being drunk and incapable, or drunk and disorderly, the remark, “ liberated when 
sober.” These persons have never been taken before any magistrate, but are 
liberated without bail, on the sole responsibility of the constable, and they are 
not called on to appear anywhere afterwards to answer to the charge. The 
question as to whether this practice is lawful or not, is one which can only be 
answered by legal authority, though many of the heads of police forces consider 
it to be entirely illegal, and never allow any one who has been locked up to be 
liberated, except on bail, or after having been taken before a magistrate. There 
is no doubt that the scarcity of magistrates in many parts.of Scotland’ makes 
this or some similar practice almost necessary, but it would be better to legalise 
some plan by which the obligation for taking prisoners before a magistrate in 
such cases might be dispensed with, than in any way to violate the law. I would 
suggest that power should be given by statute to any constable, authorised 
to do so by the chief constable, to release such prisoners on summoning them 
to appear before the sheriffon anamed day. This summons would enable any 
person who had a real grievance against the constable, either for taking him 
unjustly into custody, or for his conduct to him whilst in his charge, to state 
such complaint in open court. | 


It has been brought under my notice that serious inconvenience has arisen 
from difficulties being thrown in the way of prisoners in custody of the police 
being iodged in police cells belonging to other places, whilst in transitu from the 
place of their apprehension to the place where their crime was committed. This 
is especially the case in the city of Edinburgh, where the authorities refuse to 
receive prisoners in custody of members of other police forces into the burgh 
cells, for the reason that they consider that their Police Act does not give 
them the power to doso. I find that in the Mutiny Act, Clause 35, no keeper 
of a lock-up can refuse to receive a deserter in military custody. I believe that it 
is of even more importance that this power should be given to constables having 
prisoners in charge, as the absence of it has caused irregularities, and allowed the 
escape of criminals. 


I consider that in the large towns a few mounted policemen would be'found 
very useful. . : . 


It would conduce much to uniformity of practice if early copies of my reports 


were forwarded direct from the Home Office to the heads of the county and burgh 


police forces. 


The time at which the police year in Scotland ends, viz., the 15th of March, is 
a very inconvenient one. The principal alterations in the strength and pay of 
the county police forces are made at the 30th April meetings ; the inspector is 


therefore unable to notify these changes till nearly a year after they are made; 
. whilst,

whilst, owing to his report not having been yet printed, the counties are unable 
to see any suggestions that he may have made on the management of their 


forces. 


The total number of vagrants, tinkers, and unlicensed hawkers reported by the 
police in the Scotch counties during the year 1875, was 42,223, an increase of 
1,406 as compared with the previous year. 


Some alteration in the form of pedlars’ certificates seems to be required; they 
ought to be uniform, and some arrangement should be made by which the num- 
ber granted and indorsed by each force can be checked. It seems also to me that 


the power of granting certificates should be limited to the heads of police forces of 


a certain strength, and should certainly be withheld from all forces not receiving 
Government grant. There have been 97 certificates and 894 indorsements more 


than last year.

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CUSTODY OF CONVICTS AND MANAGEMENT OF THE GENERAL PRISON. 


The General Prison for Scotland at Perth contains a Prison proper, or Penal Depart-— 


ment; and an Establishment for the Criminal Lunatics of Scotland, or a Lunatic 


Department. The purposes to which each of these departments is applicable continue — 


to be, as they have been set forth in our last and ae he Reports, the following :— 


The Penal Department. 


This Department is constituted for the reception of— 


1st, Prisoners sentenced to imprisonment by the Courts of Law in Scotland. Such prisoners, 
sentenced to nine months’ imprisonment and upwards, are removed from Local Prisons to the 
General Prison, under the statutory powers of the Managers, unless the sentence contains a clause 


specially declaring that the prisoner shall not be removed to the General Prison. Prisoners sentenced — 


to shorter periods can be removed to the Prison by the Secretary of State under his statutory powers, 
should an occasion occur for the exercise of these powers. 

2d, Convicts under sentences of transportation or of penal servitude. These are removed to 
the Prison by order ees the hand of the Secretary of State. 


The Lunatic Department. 


This Department is constituted for the reception of — 


Ist, Persons who, by judgment of the Criminal Courts, have been placed at Her Majesty's 


disposal on the ground of insanity, either at the time when they committed the offences charged 
against them, or sustained as a plea in bar of trial; and 

2d, Prisoners who have become insane while undergoing punishment. 

By warrant under the hand of the Secretary of State, gianhet on Medical Certificate, such a 
prisonér may be detained after the expiry of his sentence. 


The buildings and grounds of the Prison continue to be kept in good order under. 


the direction of Her Majesty’s Board of Works. - In our last_Report we stated that 


arrangements had been made for certain additions-and structural operations. ‘The most 
important of these—new hospitals for the male side—have not yet been completed. 
Among the other works referred to in our last Report, certain alterations in the 
residences of the superior officers have been completed. ‘The addition to the staff of 
the Prison of a permanent Deputy-Governor rendered it necessary either to build a 
new house, or to readjust the existinS buildings so as to find accommodation for an 
additional household. The Board of Works were naturally desirous that the remedy 
of this, and of any other deficiencies in the accommodation at our disposal, should be 
accomplished with all practicable economy ; and in the prospect of a general survey of 
the premises with this view, we suggested, in a letter addressed to you on the 27th of 
October 1874, that if surplus accommodation were eco veLeD: it might be for consider- 
ation whether, instead of building additional premises, ‘it might be a more convenient 


‘ arrangement to appropriate such surplus, keeping in view compensation for any — 


‘ existing interest.’ One result of the arrangements made by the Board of Works has 
been, that the Matron or Superintendent of the female department now occupies a 


house far inferior in value to the house occupied by her since. her appointment in the — 


year 1857. 


. The house now occupied by the Matron had been occupied by the Resident i 
Surgeon. The duties of medical officer of the Prison were formerly performed by a 


physician living and practising in the town of Perth. In the year 1858 the late 
General Board resolved that there should be a Surgeon residing in the Prison and a 
Visiting Physician. It happened that the gentleman appointed as surgeon required 
only accommodation for himself and a domestic. The present Resident Surgeon, 


however, has a family, and to enable him to comply with Rule XLVIL, which requires 


him to ‘reside within the establishment and devote his whole time to the duties of his 
‘ office,’ it was proper to put at his disposal a residence containing moderate accommo- 
dation for more than one person. We were in the hands of the Board of Works, both 
as to the nature of the arrangement and the time when the necessary works were 
completed. - The Surgeon had in the meantime io find a residence elsewhere, and we 
apprehend that the expense so incurred by him falls to be reimbursed. 

For prisoners under sentence of imprisonment, and for Convicts under scnteal 
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of penal servitude during the first or probation period, the method of dis- Penal Department. 
cipline in the General Prison is the separate, as distinct from the association system Method of Diseipline. 
on the one hand and the solitary on the other. The arrangements for giving effect to 
separation are abundantly explained in the previous Reports of the Department. We 
have had throughout the year no reason to question the soundness of the opinions 
expressed in favour of the system. 
Male Convicts under sentence of penal servitude are detained in this Prison only Male Convicts. 
for the period of probation. The period of probation is a year for the women. It 
is nine months for the men, and these are never detained beyond that period in the 
General Prison, unless on the occasion of an unexpected pressure upon the accom- 
modation available in the Convict Prisons in England. 
Female Convicts remain in the General Prison until they are liberated. . Female Convicts. 
The Mark System, as the method of testing the claims of females to obtain Orders of Conviets on the Mark

License, popularly called Tickets-of-leave, has now been in force for upwards of ten tion on Order of 
years. It applied to all those sentenced under the Act to amend the Penal Servitude Meense or Ticket- 
Acts, passed on the 25th of July 1864. The utmost period that can be remitted on 27 and 28 Viet. e. 47. 
license is one-third. The number of marks is, for facilitating the calculation, divided into 
six to be earned on every working day. ‘The daily task is laid out so as to be divided 
by the same ratio. The Convict must have earned four marks a day before anything 
is credited to her. If, when a period equivalent to two-thirds of the duration of her 
sentence has expired, she has made six marks on every working day, she is eligible 
for remission of the remaining third. In cases of sickness, or other cause of incapacity 
to make marks, some period of remission is generally granted by the Secretary of State 
upon a Report as to the condition and conduct of the Convict. But the full period of 
remission is the special reward of steady industry, and is never gained by any other 
merit. At the same time, there is an inducement in the mark system for good conduct, 
since for any act of misconduct so many days’ marks may be forfeited. Thus, if a 
Convict under a sentence of six years earns all her six marks for every day, she earns 
_ remission of the remaining third of her sentence, or liberation on license after having 
served four years of it. But if for any offence the marks applicable to thirty days 
have been forfeited, she is liable to be detained for that period after the four years have 
expired. Such a forfeiture, however, is placed in the same position as the original 
sentence in reference to the influence of marks. If the Convict continue to make all 
the six marks on every working day, she may redeem one-third of the forfeiture and 
reduce it to twenty days. More effective still, however, than this ability to recover a 
portion of the forfeiture, is a suspension of the forfeiture until it shall apply to two or 
more offences. When a Convict is told that on committing a second offence within a 
~ year, however slight it may be, there shall be a forfeiture of so many days’ marks at 
least, there is a wholesome tendency to self-restraint for the period so assigned. © 
The forfeiture of marks, being virtually a sentence to a short period of imprison- 
ment at the time when the Convict would fall to be liberated on license, is perhaps the 
most satisfactory shape of Prison punishment, as it raises none of the unpleasant 
difficulties about the extent to which solitude, restraint, reduction of diet, and other 
methods can be safely carried. It has been found pretty effective against a trouble- 
some difficulty arising as follows: It is usual for female Convicts to pass the first or 
probation period of the sentence in the Prison of Ayr. As, however, there is a 
stipendiary priest in the General Prison, it has been the practice at the Home Office, 
in the issuing of the orders for removal, to send the Roman Catholics immediately to 
Perth. For the chance of meeting an old companion or some other reason, Convicts 
often have a decided preference for one Prison over another. Hence Roman Catholics 
have called themselves Protestants to get into the Prison of Ayr, and Protestants have 
called themselves Roman Catholics to get into the General Prison. When they after- 
wards complain that they have been erroneously registered, and this is confirmed by 
an inquiry into their antecedents, a correction of the Register is permitted on a 
forfeiture of thirty days’ marks as a punishment for the falsehood committed. The 
Convicts hecome thus aware of the price they have to pay for the choice of a 
Prison. noe! 3 
Convicts at large on license are liable to lose the protection of the license by its Forfeiture ana 
Forfeiture or Revocation, and to undergo the unexpired period of their original sentence. ication of 
Before the passing of the Act of 1864, the period to be thus undergone was calculated 
from the time of the revocation of the license, but of all sentences of Penal Servitude. 
passed after 26th July 1864, it is a condition that, not the period unexpired at the time 
when the license is forfeited or revoked, but the period unexpired at the time when the

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Convict left the Convict Prison is to be undergone. The forfeiture or revocation can 
only take place during the currency of the license, or, as it may be otherwise stated, 
during the period between the day of liberation on license and the day of expiry of 
sentence, when the Convict would be free without a license. Thus a Convict sentenced 
to six years’ penal servitude receives a license for the longest period it can be granted 
for—two years. On this license, let us suppose, the Convict has been liberated on the 
Ist of January 1875. On any day down to the end of the year 1876, the Convict is 
liable to forfeiture or revocation of license, and to serve the two remaining years of 
Penal Servitude, but if the first of January 1877 has been reached, the Convict is no 
longer at large on license, but by expiry of sentence, and there 1 is nothing that can be 
forfeited or revoked. 

‘The serving of the unexpired period follows the serving of any period awarded 
by the sentence ‘which may have been the cause of the forfeiture or revocation. Thus 
if, in the case supposed, the Convict was tried for an indictable offence and sentenced 
on 31st December 1875 to a year’s imprisonment, that period would have, in the first 
place, to be served, and then the unexpired two years of penal servitude would follow. 

When a license-holder is apprehended and put on trial, should he be sentenced to 
penal servitude, after he has undergone this sentence, he has then to undergo the 
remainder unexpired of his previous sentence at the time when he is eligible—if he 
become eligible—for a license under his second sentence. If, while at large on license 
granted during this second sentence he is again sentenced to penal servitude, he can 
earn no license for this third sentence. The whole of it must be undergone, and at the 
end of it the remainder of the second sentence pecepired when the license was 
granted. 

For giving effect to these dalieoeue and the practice as to the revocation and 
forfeiture of licenses, we have naturally had, on various occasions, to make explana- 
tions for the assistance of the officers who have to carry out the arrangements, whether 
they are under authority of this Department or not. 

In the case of a revocation of license, there is a Secretary of State’s warrant for the 

- detention during the unexpired period; and all connected with the administration of 
justice know that the Secretary of State’s authority over Convicts is absolute during 
the period in which they are, by statute and by sentence, liable to penal servitude. In — 
the case of a forfeiture of license, through sentence for an indictable offence, the 
Statute provides that, to undergo the remainder of the sentence of penal servitude, the 
Convict ‘shall be removed from the Prison of any County, Borough, or place in which 
‘he may be confined, to any prison in which Convicts under sentence of penal servitude 
‘may lawfully be confined, by warrant under the hand and seal of any Justice of the 
‘ Peace of the said County, Borough, or place, and shall be liable to be there dealt with 
‘in all respects as if such term of penal servitude had formed part of his original 
‘ sentence.’ 

The jurisdiction and general business of Justice of Peace Courts are not on so great 
a scale in Scotland as in England, and great difficulty and confusion were at first 
encountered in the enforcement of this part of the Statute. There were, among other 
things, many disputes about the amount of fees exigible by officers of the Courts. In the 
case of all Convicts removed immediately after sentence to a Convict Prison, whether 
in England or Scotland, the superintendence of the removal is, by Statute, committed - 
tous. Hence, having much experience in this class of business, we were often consulted 
on the disputes in question, and repeatedly represented that if the removals of the 
revoked and forfeited license-holders were brought within our own Department, they 
would be carried out in uniformity with the others, with less trouble to ourselves and 
none to any other person. 

The cause that renders the organisation of the Justice of Peace Courts in Scot- 
land less comprehensive than in England is, that the great bulk of local judicial 
business is in Scotland transacted in the Sheriff Courts; and here a remedy was at 
last found for the difficulties above referred to. The Sheriff and the Sheriff-Clerk, as — 
stipendiary public officers in the appointment of the Government, are expected to — 
perform such duties as those connected with these special removals. It facilitates the — 
transference to them of the duties laidin England on Justices and their Clerks, that 
each Sheriff is a Justice of the Peace in his County. Under our Statutory powers we 
-have issued rules for the removal of prisoners, with an appropriate scale of fees. All 
that was necessary, therefore, for bringing these removals into the uniform routine’ of | 
the others was, that we should arrange with the Home Office that the order of removal 
should in each instance be obtained through us by application to the Sheriff-Clerk, with 
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an intimation that if the removal were effected in terms of our rules the expense would 
be paid by us. This put an end to what we had repeatedly called attention to in 
removals otherwise effected—the removal of women in the custody of men only. Of the 
‘ Regulations for the removal of Prisoners’ passed in terms of ‘ The Prisons (Scotland) 
‘ Administration Act, 1860,’ one is ‘in the removal of every female prisoner, at least 
‘ one female officer shall accompany her during the whole course of her journey.’ 

The place to which a Convict whose license is forfeited on conviction of an in- 
dictable offence may be conveyed by the warrant of a Justice of Peace is, ‘any prison 
‘in which Convicts under sentence of penal servitude may lawfully be confined.’ The 
General Prison at Perth is a lawful place of confinement for all Convicts, but it does 
not afford means for the proper treatment of male Convicts in advanced stages of 
detention. The caption or warrant for such a Convict being subjected to penal servi- 
tude, along with all the documents that have accompanied him from the Court where 

he was tried, will be preserved in the Convict Prison in England whence he was 
discharged on license. The date when he will have to finish the postponed remainder 
of his sentence will be different from the date when his sentence expires, taking its 
duration and the date of pronouncing it; but the period of his detention is indicated 
without a doubt, and as he must have recently left the Prison, there can be no 
question about his identity. 

If such a Convict has been sentenced in Scotland, and-has passed the probation 
period of his sentence in the General Prison, were he recommitted to that prison, 
there would be in the prison books sufficient information for calculating the uncom- 
pleted period to be served, but there would be no warrant for his detention, unless it 
were received from the prison whence he was discharged. These considerations lead 
to the conclusion that male Convicts, even if convicted in Scotland, cannot, under 
present arrangements, be satisfactorily transmitted on forfeiture or revocation of license 
to the General Prison. Female Convicts convicted in Scotland, on the other hand, 
invariably receive their orders of license in the General Prison at Perth, and when _ 
~ the order is lost, either by revocation or forfeiture, the convict naturally returns to the 
place she had recently left, to endure the uncompleted portion of her sentence. It 
often happens that the sentence to imprisonment which has caused the forfeiture is 
undergone in the General Prison, and then it becomes unnecessary to convey the 

Convict from one prison to another. 

There is still another class of cases—Criminals who have been sentenced in 
England or Ireland to penal servitude, and who have lost their orders of license in Scot- 
land by revocation or forfeiture. These of course are not detained for the unexpired 
_ period of penal servitude in a prisonin Scotland. Application is made to the Secretary 
of State as each case occurs for a warrant of removal to the Prison in England or Ireland 
whence the Convict has been discharged. ‘The difficulties that have occurred in this 
class of cases have been chiefly in the ascertaining of certain particulars, viz., of the 
sentence of penal servitude, the date, the duration, and the Court where it was passed ; 
along with the fact that the Convict. had been released on license. 

Under such complicated conditions, among all concerned it has been felt diffi- 
cult entireiy to avoid inconsistencies; but no irregularity involving doubts about the 
legality of the course taken, or otherwise of a serious character, has occurred. 

It may be mentioned that when otherwise practicable and desirable there is an 
economy in transmitting Convicts who have lost their licenses to the General Prison. 
The cost of the removal to England of Convicts who had lost their licences was, during 
the year 1875, £168, being £14 per Convict. The cost of removing these Convicts 
to the General Prison would have been £15, being 30s. per Convict. Each removal 
of this kind to England is more costly than the removal of a Convict who has not 
been released on license, but is under detention in the course of his sentence, because 
this class are sent in groups or detachments. The cost per Convict of their removal 
during the year was between £4 and £5. 


The payment of gratuities to Convicts on their liberation has been for several Gratuities to Convicts 
years an established practice. After experiments and oscillations between large and °™ Liberation. 
small sums, the practice in Scotland settled down into an allowance of £4 to each 
female Convict. Deduction may be made from this sum as a punishment for miscon- 
duct, but the forfeiture of marks is so much more effective to this end, that a deduction 
from the gratuity is a rare practice. The gratuity is paid in instalments. 

The considerable sum of money current in England as the gross amount of Discharged Prisoners’ 
gratuities to Convicts naturally attracted the attention of those who seek the restora- 44 Stes.

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tion of criminals to honesty and usefulness, as a fund that might be available for their 
object. The gratuity is given to help the Convicts over the difficulties of re-entering life — 
with all the disadvantages of their position, and especially to obviate the necessity of — 
immediate plunder for the support of existence. To give a fair chance of success in — 
such an aim, however, it was necessary to have some assurance as to the newly liberated — 
Convict’s behaviour, and in some respects a control over it. The assistance of the police — 
was naturally sought for these purposes, but ‘the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Societies ” 
recently come into existence undertook a duty not appropriate to the police, in 
managing the money paid in gratuities, and seeing that it is appropriately applied. 

An Act was passed in 1862 applicable solely to England, ‘to amend the law 
‘ relating to the giving aid to Discharged Prisoners.’ It empowered Visiting Justices, 
as the administrators of County and Borough Prisons, to certify such Societies for the 
purpose of their taking charge of gratuities awarded to discharged Prisoners, limiting 
the gratuity in each instance to £2. Following the principle of this Act, the Secretary — 
of State has certified certain Societies in England, in order that they may receive and 
manage the gratuities due to discharged Convicts. You were pleased to put us in 
communication with two Societies of this class in Scotland, with instructions to ‘take 
‘ advantage’ of them for the benefit of discharged Convicts in the same manner as is now 
‘ done with regard to other similar Societies.’ One of these is in Aberdeen, the other 
in Dundee. 

The method of assigning gratuities is not the same in Scotland as in England, but 
we find that the Convicts who take advantage of the Aid Societies in England receive — 
an addition to the gratuity otherwise available, and thus the whole sum which can be 
made available to a Convict through a Society is £6. We propose to fix the limits at 
the same amount, but instead of assigning £6 as the gratuity payable to a Convict who 
goes to an Aid Society, and paying that sum immediately over to the Society, we pro- 
pose to continue the payment by instalments as at present, and when the sum of £4 is 
exhausted, then to continue the payment of instalments until the other £2 are paid. 
To avoid a troublesome rearrangement for getting the gratuities passed in our accounts, 
we propose that the instalments should continue to be paid on the Convict’s receipt 
passed to us by the Aid Society. The method of payment heretofore has been to give 
the Convict £1 on liberation, and to pay the remainder by fortnightly instalments of 
10s., on a receipt certified by the Superintendent of Police of the district. A certificate 
from that quarter will be unnecessary when the money is drawn through an Aid Society. 
If the sum of £6 be paid in the same manner, both the Prisoners’ Aid Society and this 
Department will necessarily be kept in communication with the Convict for eleven months. 

Prisoners under sentence of imprisonment in the General Prison receive at the 
termination of sentence a gratuity never exceeding £2. It is made more subservient 
to the purposes of discipline than the gratuity of the Convict, because we have not in 
this class of sentences the effective punishment of forfeiture of marks. The standard 


> 


allowance is £1, and there are forfeitures for misconduct and bonuses for industry. 


When the Prisoner puts himself in the hands of an Aid Society we shall readily pay over 
gratuities of this class to the Society under an arrangement similar to that applicable 
to Convicts. 

Throughout the year we had, as in previous years, the benefit of co-operation 
and advice by Her Majesty’s Commissioners in Lunacy in all matters affecting the 
management of the Lunatic Department, and other arrangements in which we had 
the responsibility of disposing of persons under judicial findings of Lunacy. When 
they have had occasion to refer to our administration, it has invariably been with 
approval; but they have expressed themselves in favour of improvements in the 
premises, and especially have recommended the enlargement of the ground at our 
disposal so as to render it more effective not only for the recreation of the inmates, but — 
for the promotion of productive industry. | 

We have endeavoured to give effect to the main improvements so suggested. We 
have no power, however, to make additions to the premises except under the direction | 
of higher authority. We have endeavoured, in the meantime, to make such subsidiary — 
arrangements as may render the limited premises at our disposal suffice for all persons 
of the class for whom such an establishment is urgently required. In this we have . 
hitherto succeeded, though there is always a pressure on the accommodation. At the 
end of the year there was: no vacancy in the male side. The number of vacancies in 
the female side was four. 

We continue to believe that the Lunatic Department, considered as a national 
establishment for the disposal of the Criminal Lunatics of Scotland, is an economical 
arrangement. In our Report for the year 1870, on an analysis of the separate cost of 
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this Department in its proportion to the cost of the whole Prison, we estimated the 
annual cost of the Lunatic Department at £1250, and the cost per head of its inmates at 
£25. Repeating the process for the year 1875, we bring out the whole cost of the 
Department at £1199, 13s. 8d., and the cost per head of its inmates at £23, 1s. 5d. 
Under the Criminal and Dangerous Lunatics Act of 1871, those whose cases were Removals to 
: . : : . sylums. 
certified as suitable for treatment in ordinary Asylums were removed to be so disposed 34 and 35 Viet. ¢. 5. 
of. A more important part of that Act provided for the disposal of those who having Conditional 
on account of lunacy been placed at Her Majesty’s disposal, had recovered while in gh 
custody, and were in full possession of their senses. It was not in favour of these 
retaining their mental health that they should spend their lives among lunatics, and 
they were troublesome, and in some respects dangerous, since they were apt to combine 
together, making a difficulty scarcely known among lunatics, since these do not trust 
each other. We have already reported at length on the restrictions and conditions under Thirty-third Report, 
which certain inmates of the Department have been ‘conditionally discharged’ from Bists food Rewiae 
the General Prison, and placed under the charge of relations or friends. A difficulty p21 
arose about the disposal of cases of this kind where no relation or friend could be Eakin? vata 
found both willing and fit to take charge of a person conditionally liberated. The Thitty-sixth Report, 
Commissioners in Lunacy relieved us of this difficulty by arranging that such persons” “ 
could be placed in specially licensed houses, where persons whose mental condition is 
precarious, but who are not in the state of absolute lunacy that would justify removal 
to an Asylum, may be received as lodgers. ' 
The number of persons who have been conditionally discharged is eleven. During 
the year, one of them, a fisherman, was drowned at sea. We were under the necessity of Recommitment in two 
applying to you for warrants to apprehend and convey back to the General Prison See diecieneea 
two of the conditionally discharged, and you were pleased to grant, the warrant in each 
instance. They both belonged to the class called dipsomaniacs—who, continue drinking 
hard until they lapse into the homicidal, or other dangerous type of lunacy. One of these, 
R.P., had killed his child, and on indictment was, on the 26th of September 1861, placed 
at Her Majesty’s disposal as lunatic when the act was committed. By warrant of 
conditional discharge, dated 17th April 1872, he was placed in the charge of a near 
kinsman, a clergyman. He is a man of considerable ability, and received steady 
employment in a public office. With others of his class, one of the conditions laid 
on him was, that he was not to taste any kind of intoxicating liquor. There were 
slight suspicions that he did not absolutely observe this condition. At length his old 
propensities got complete possession of him, and he became dangerous. Your warrant 
for his recapture was dated 12th June 1875. He could not be found, however, by the 
officer entrusted with the warrant, and it appears that having taken an alarm, he had 
- given up drinking for the time, taken money out of a bank, and hidden himself. Photo- 
graphic portraits of him were distributed among the chief police offices in Scotland, and 
he was apprehended and conveyed to the General Prison on 13th September 1875. 

The other, A. M., was a man of gentle and amiable nature, who after a course of 
‘hard drinking became dangerous to himself and others. Among many acts of insane 
irregularity, he had leaped from London Bridge. He killed his grandmother, to whom 
he was known to have been dutifully attached. On indictment, he was, on the 16th of 
November 1858, placed at Her Majesty’s disposal. He was conditionally discharged 
by warrant dated 2d October 1873. He suddenly took to drinking again, attempted to 
commit suicide, and was dangerously violent to others. It was observed that he was 
in a state of great excitement when he heard of the recommitment of R. P., and it 
would appear that a break-down of the intellect preceded the drinking. He was 
immediately apprehended, and committed as a dangerous lunatic to the General Prison 
as a safe place of custody, until your warrant could be obtained for his permanent 
detention there. The warrant is dated 13th November 1875. 

These two cases have served to assure us not only of the desirableness, but 
of the absolute necessity for the public safety, of the organisation for supervision under 
which the conditional discharges have been effected in these and all the other cases, 

It would have saved much troublesome and unproductive correspondence, if the Limits to the availa- 
local authorities, before pressing for the admission of new inmates to the Lunatic depart- Dovstment 
ment, had always remembered that it is a small establishment, and that it is necessarily 
limited, in terms of the rules for prisoners to ‘the reception and detention under 
‘ Government supervision, of Criminal Lunatics, who, from the dangerous character of 

their lunacy,, or other conditions, cannot be appropriately treated in an ordinary 
‘asylum consistently with the public safety or the proper treatment of other classes of 
‘ Lunatic Patients.’

Conduct of the Staff, 
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Before the passing of the Lunacy Act of 1862, there were technical difficulties in 
the disposal of lunatics who, on indictment, were placed at Her Majesty’s disposal on 
the ground of lunacy sustained in bar of trial, or acquitted on the ground of lunacy at _ 
the time of committing the act charged. It sometimes occurred that lunatics of the 
dangerous character, referred to in the rule, were detained in small remote prisons, 
very unfit, both in structure and management, for the proper custody and treatment of 
such cases. ‘To provide for their being speedily disposed of in a suitable manner, the 
Act conferred on the Managers the power to remove to the General Prison any person 
placed at Her Majesty’s disposal on the ground of lunacy. The number who have — 
been so removed since the passing of the Act, down to the end of the year 1875, is 
42. In each instance careful inquiry was made into the case, and the Managers 
satisfied themselves that it was of the urgent character referred to in the rule. . 

- On 28th October 1873, M. M‘G. or P. was placed at Her Majesty’s dis- 

osal. 

: The case was palpably not one of the kind for which the Lunatic Department of 
the General Prison is maintained, but on that being announced the local authorities 
continued to press the removal, both on the Home Office and this Department, on the 
ground, apparently, that the Government were bound to take charge, at the cost of the 
Treasury, of all persons put at Her Majesty’s disposal on the ground of lunacy. After 
a detention in the prison of Glasgow for thirteen months the matter came to an end by 
your issuing a warrant for the prisoner’s discharge. _ 

On the 23d April 1875, C. H. or N. was adjudged by the Circuit Court of Justiciary 
at Glasgow to be at Her Majesty’s disposal, on the ground of lunacy. The judgment 
was returned in the usual manner to this Department, and an application was made on 
the part of the County Board for removal to the General Prison. 

No information was transmitted to this Department tending to shew that this 
prisoner’s was a proper case for removal to the General Prison. We received from you 
a letter dated on the Ist of July on the question, whether it might be proper to procure 
a warrant under the sign-manual for the removal of this prisoner to the General Prison. 
As it appeared from this letter that the Home Office had been informed—though this 
Department had not—of facts shewing that the case was a proper one for the Lunatic 
Department of the General Prison, we intimated that we would proceed with the™ 
removal under the Act of 1862. Z me! je : 

On the 27th October 1875, J. M. or T. was removed from Glasgow on 
a warrant by you, in the form usually issued, for the removal of convicts under 
sentence of penal servitude. The warrant was sent to us with an intimation that 
‘this man’s capital sentence was commuted to penal servitude for life on a special 
‘medical report that his offence was probably committed under the influence of an 
‘insane homicidal impulse.’ We considered that this man should be treated in the 
same manner as those who are placed at Her Majesty’s disposal on the ground of 
lunacy, and he is consequently detained in the Lunatic Department. Nominally, his 
case differs from those of persons at Her Majesty’s disposal, since these either have 
not been tried, or on trial have been acquitted. But the treatment can be the same, 
since convicts subject to penal servitude, whether by sentence or commutation, are in 
the hands of the Secretary of State for any relaxation of discipline he may be pleased 
to allow. Without a commutation of sentence there would have been no legal means 
of transferring this man to the General Prison, since it is limited by Statute as a 
legal place of detention to—lst, Prisoners sentenced to imprisonment; 2d, Convicts 
undergoing penal servitude; and 3d, Persons put at Her Majesty’s disposal on the 
ground of lunacy. : ; : 

The conduct of the Staff of the General Prison throughout the year has been 
excellent, with two remarkable exceptions. ‘The female staff of the Lunatic Depart- 
ment consists of:a senior warder and two warders or attendants. Early in the year 
both these warders had to leave the service on account of intemperance. On the 4th 
March one of them was found to be so drunk as to be entirely incapacitated for 
duty. She rendered dismissal unnecessary by resigning. Her duties were handed 
over to the other warder, and a temporary assistant,was employed until the vacancy so 
made should be filled up. Within two months after her companion the other warder 
was found exactly in the same condition, so drunk as to be incapable of duty. By 
your order she was dismissed. On a close inquiry scarcely any trace could be found — 
of a previous suspicion that the two women had indulged in stimulants. The female — 
Staff of the Penal Department of the Prison live in common, and are under the eye of 
each other, and there is no doubt that among them any suspicious symptoms would 
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be more liable to immediate notice than in the small Department for Criminal Lunatics. 

Yet it was the impression of all who had to make acquaintance with the circumstances, 
that the intemperance of these two women must have been of very rapid growth. Of 
the 23 women acting as warders in the Penal Department, the conduct in this as in 
other respects has always been irreproachable. 

_ Of male warders there are in the Penal Department 30, in the Lunatic Depart- 
ment 7. Since the administration of the Managers began in 1861, the number of 
instances in which notice has been taken of conduct that suggested intemperate habits, 
has been 7. Of these there were two instances so obviously involving serious intem- 
perance that the men had to leave the service. Both these men belonged to the small 
staff in the Lunatic Department. One of them gave an exact parallel to the case of the 
women. He was never suspected of intemperance until he was found on one occasion 
so drunk as to be entirely incapable of duty. He had been a valuable officer, and was 
highly respected. There was no superintendent of the Department as there now is, 
and as senior warder he was then chief officer in the Department. It was observed 
that before the fit of intemperance he had become irritable and liable to delusions. It 
is believed that he afterwards lived in sobriety and respectability. . 

The Lunatic Department in the General Prison is so small that probably no 
distinct conclusions can be drawn from these facts, and they must be taken as casual coin- 
cidences. But it has been thought desirable that they should be kept on record, in case 
they may be of service in connection with any more extensive collections of facts that 
might fall to be dealt with in reference to the management of the insane. 


Under the advice of the late Mr. Vine of the Treasury, we considered it desirable to Readjustment of Re- 
recast the system of Book-keeping and accounting in the General Prison. In the year ©" #4 Accom. 
1872 Mr. Moncur, who was then a clerk in the General Prison, was sent to the 
Treasury, where he conferred with Mr. Vine and Mr. Mills. An opportunity was at the 
same time afforded to him, through the Home Office, for making himself fully acquainted 
_ with the system of Records and Book-keeping in the Convict Prisons of England. 

Deficiencies in the staff appropriate to such a task deferred the execution of the 
design. On the readjusting of the staff, however, after the death of the late Governor, 
and the consequent division of the joint offices of Steward and Deputy-Governor, 
you appointed Mr. Moncur to be Steward. This gave an opportunity for organising 
the new system, and bringing it into full practice at the beginning of the Financial 
year, viz.,on Ist April1875. Asa preliminary to this re-arrangement, the nomenclature 
of the establishment of Clerks was altered, and instead of ‘Chief Clerk, Assistant 
Clerk, and Clerks in Steward’s Department,” the nomenclature of “First Class 
Clerks” and ‘Second Class Clerks’? was adopted from the English Convict Prisons. 
Thus all the Clerks are at the disposal of the Department for whatever work they can 
suitably perform. ‘This union of the officés has had the effect of rendering more 
effectual and complete than it had been the separation of the Discipline records from the 
Book-keeping Department, as well as a separation of the Book-keeping for the disposal of 
stores in the Steward’s Department, which furnishes the supplies of Food, Clothing, and 
Furniture for the Prison on the one hand—from the Book-keeping of the Manufacturing 
Department, which supplies goods for sale, on the other hand. At the same time the 
consolidation tends to save useless repetition occasioned by the Clerk whose work and 
observation had been permanently applied to one narrow routine, finding it necessary 
for the completeness of his work to repeat in some measure entries made in a more 
ample and exact form in some other branch of the Establishment. With the assistance 
of Mr. Donaldson, the Chief Clerk in the Joint Department of Prisons and Judicial 
Statistics, Mr. Moncur reorganised the work of the Staff of Clerks, in a manner that 
promises efficiency and accuracy. Unnecessary repetitions are avoided, and in some 
instances, instead of making copies of certain classes of documents, the documents 
themselves are registered; as for instance, in an ‘invoice guard book,’ all the 
invoices sent with goods are preserved, with an efficient organisation for easy reference 
to all and each of the invoices so preserved. 

The Discipline Records—separate from the Book-keeping, in the ordinary sense Discipline Records. 
of this term, as dealing with pecuniary and mercantile transactions—consist of the 
Record of Admissions, with all the numerous facts respecting each Prisoner admitted, 
which it has, by long practice amended from time to time, been considered necessary 
to preserve in a well-ordered Prison. A counterpart to this is the Record of Libera- 
tions. This is made out prospectively at the time of each prisoner’s admission, and 
contains, under each day in the year, the names of the prisoners to be liberated on 
that day, the Record reaching at any point of time down to the day when the prisoner 
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who has the longest period to serve at that point of time shall fall to be liberated. 
This Record is absolute as to all Prisoners under sentence of imprisonment; for those 
under sentence of penal servitude it is liable to fluctuation by the operation of the 
mark system. The Discipline Books comprehend also the entry of many items con- 
nected with the daily services of the Staff and disposal of the prisoners. _ 

In the Bookkeeping proper, are entered the purchases under contract paid 
quarterly, and the minor payments made by special authority for articles or casual 
services not within the scope of the contracts. 
keeps a shop or warehouse for the sale of goods, and to the extent of its dealings it 


The Manufacturing Department — 


.requires the ordinary Book-keeping of a well-regulated shop. In theservice of Clothing 


and other articles for the Prison, the Book-keeping debits to the Prison the price of 


the material which has been paid for in the Steward’s Department. 


A complicated . 


and laborious portion of the Book-keeping is the Stock Ledger, where the quantities 
of material consumed have to be balanced with the produce in manufactured com- 


modities. 


Under the old arrangement it happened occasionally that the stock in ~ 


store did not accurately respond to the balance in the book, but under the new. 
organisation we do not apprehend the recurrence of such incidents. . 

The Book-keeping is of the kind known as single entry, that being held sufficient: 
for the character of the transactions to be recorded. On the one hand there is no 
stock or fixed capital to be dealt with, and on the other there are no bill transactions 
and long credits, which may render it necessary that the real pecuniary position of a 
business should be protected against deceptive book-keeping by the complicated method 
of double entry. 


In the Prisons Administration’Act it is provided, that ‘one or more of the 
‘ Managers shall, once at least in every month, see and communicate with each Prisoner, 
‘shall examine the books, accounts, and documents kept in the Prison, shall inspect 
‘the Prison premises and stores, shall examine into the conduct of the several officers, 
‘ shall investigate all complaints, and alleged or apparent abuses or deviations from the 
‘rules, shall inquire into the cause and nature of every punishment that has been 
‘administered, shall ascertain how far the health, education, and industrial training 
‘of the Prisoners are in a satisfactory condition, and shall make a report, in writing, 
‘under these heads, which shall be laid before, and specially considered by, the- 


‘ Managers.’ 


This provision was punctually carried out during the year 1875. The Statutory 
inspection of the Prison has thus been completed in each of the fifteen years during 
which the Act of 1860 has been in force. 

It has been our practice hitherto, towards the conclusion of each Annual Report, 
to render, under the head of ‘ Miscellaneous Functions,’ an account of certain separate 
duties performed by stipendiary officers, who, although they are at our disposal for the 
services above reported on, have other duties, in the performance of which they are 
not under our direction and control, but are directly responsible to the Secretary 
of State for the time being. The Statutory duties of the Managers are limited to 
—(1.) The Administration of the General Prison at Perth; (2.) The detention 
of convicts under sentence of penal servitude, maintained under contract with the 
Government in other Prisons in Scotland; (3.) The regulation of removals from one 
Prison to another, in terms of section 57 of the Act. 

The ‘ Miscellaneous Functions’ above referred to have gradually so accumulated, . 
as to render it desirable that they should no longer be included in the Report of our 
Statutory duties, but should be left to be dealt with by the Staff of the establishment, 
which, in the Parliamentary estimates, is designated as ‘The Joint Department of 
Prisons and Judicial Statistics.’

REPORT 


On the Miscellaneous duties of the Staff of the Foint-Department of 
Prisons and Fudicial Statistics, for the year 1875. 


Tue Managers of the General Prison having in the above report dealt with all 
_ duties connected with the administration of this service, the following statement. of 
the duties otherwise performed by the staff has been prepared in conformity with the 
views expressed in the concluding portion of their report. 
| The most important among these miscellaneous duties is the collecting and arrang- 
_ ing of Judicial Statistics, but a full report of this service for the year 1875 will appear 
_ in ‘the Highth Report on the Judicial Statistics of Scotland,’ which will probably be Judicial Statistics. 
_ transmitted to the Secretary of State in the month of July. 


Next in importance may be counted the keeping of ‘The Criminal Register ’ Criminal Register, 
under ‘The Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871.” It had been a practice, before the 
passing of this Act, to keep in this department, and render available to the police, 
photograms of criminals in the General Prison. The systematic register kept under 
the Act begins in April 1872, when arrangements had been completed for adding 
to’the staff a ‘ Registrar of Criminals.’ Of the arrangements for this service an account 
is given in a ‘Supplementary Report on the Register of Criminals by the Stipendiary Thirty-fourth Report 
“Manager ’ appended to the thirty-fourth Report on Prisons in Scotland. on Frisonsy pane 

The first point of importance was to adapt the Criminal Procedure of Scotland to 
the object of the Act. This object appeared to be the preservation of an accessible 
register of habitual Criminals, as a separate class, and it seemed desirable that such a 

register should not be burdened with particulars about casual petty offenders. It 
appeared at once that this object could be accomplished by limiting the register to 
criminals convicted after having been committed for trial, rejecting cases of summary 
conviction, where the accused is brought at once before a Magistrate and sentenced on 
summary trial. It is believed that this distinction brings into the Register the habitual 
criminals, and them only. By the organisation of the administration of criminal 
justice in Scotland, the offender who has been repeatedly convicted in a summary shape, 
of theft or any other fraudulent practice, comes as matter of routine to be sentenced to 
a higher punishment by a higher court, though the new offence may be not greater in 
criminality than those for which he has been summarily punished by short sentences. 
It is therefore scarcely possible that any person can be repeatedly found guilty of 
fraudulent offences, without being committed for trial, and on conviction appearing on 
‘the Register. This criterion corresponds with that on which the government interposes 
to relieve the Counties of the expense of maintaining prisoners in the County Prisons. 
The exchequer allowance is granted for the maintenance of prisoners whose conviction 
has followed their committal for trial, excluding those summarily convicted, the govern- 
ment thus undertaking the cost applicable to those who are judicially certified as 
members of the criminal class, leaving the others, as matter of corrective police, to the 
disposal of local authorities at the cost of local rates, except in so far as, by recent 
special arrangements, local police establishments have received government aid. 

Each photographic portrait is accompanied by a schedule of particulars, and as 
the documents accumulate, they are bound up involumes. A duplicate of each (except 
in a few instances where none could be obtained) is inserted with a reference to, and 
an abridgment of the schedule in a large book, the pages of which are each sufficient 
to contain twenty portraits. By glancing over this collection, a detective officer will 
generally in afew minutes find the face he wants, or satisfy himself that it is not in the 
collection. It was contemplated, in planning the Register, that each portrait should 
carry a note of reference to any other portraits of the same criminal in the Register, 
so that where no such reference was visible the conclusion must be that he has only 
been once returned for registration. ‘The strength of the staff was, however, insufficient 
to accomplish this, along with other projected services in the shape of analysing and 
indexing for purposes of easy reference. ‘The numbers registered for each year since 
the commencement are, in 1872 869, in 1873 1201, in 1874 1375, and in 1875. 1207, 
making in all 4652. That some idea might be obtained of the proportion of reappear- 
ances in the Register, a special search was made by the keeper of the Register, for all 
reappearances in subsequent years, of the 869 registered in the year 1872. The result 
was that 180 re-registrations were discovered, being 91 of males, and 89 of females. 
Of the males, 9 had appeared three times in the Register. Of the women 8 had 
appeared three times, 1 had appeared four times, and 1 five times. It is thus clear that, 
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whatever may be the relative proportion to each other of the two totals, the number of 
' portraits registered, namely 4652, far exceeds the number of criminals registered. 

I am satisfied that this duty of this branch of service has been performed by those 
to whom its details are entrusted in a thoroughly efficient manner. There are not 
sufficient data in our records and documents for estimating the availability of the 
arrangement for the detection of crime, because the department has given facilities’ 
for consulting the record without attendance at the office. A copy of each return with 
its portrait, is sent to the Police establishments of Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dundee 
respectively. Thus, if we were estimating the amount of assistance given to the police — 
and criminal officers by visits to this department, we would omit what is done for the 
-districts containing the greater part of the criminality of Scotland. 


It had become the practice, in their reports on Prisons, for the managers to continue 
the tables adopted by the-late General Board, showing in each year from 1840 down- 
wards, the average number of Prisoners throughout all the Prisons, and to accompany ~ 
each table with a note of the more rémarkable fluctuations in the annual numbers. The 
judicial statistics collected by the department enable this information to be continued.

< Tt will be seen that the numbers for 1868, 1870, 1871, 1872, 1873, and 1874, differ slightly from the corresponding 
numbers in previous Report and in the Reports on the Judicial Statistics of Scotland. This is occasioned by errors sub- 
sequently discovered in the returns made immediately at the conclusion of the year. : 


It will be observed from this Table that the increase in the number of Prisoners 
from 1861 downwards, as referred to in previous Reports, is still in progress. The 
number for the year has not vet risen to the highest number, 3143, reached in 1849, but: 
by a coiticidence it is precisely the same as that of the year previous to 1849, viz., 2969. 
The rate of increase during the past year fluctuated. As compared with the corresponding © 
quarters in the previous year, it was for the March quarter, 52; for the June quarter, 
160; for the September quarter, 59; and for the December quarter, 210. 
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A new Code of Rules for Prisons under the Administration of County Boards New Rules for County 
in Scotland, certified by the Secretary of State, came into force on the Ist of July Daca one 
1874. By No. XVII. of these Rules it was provided, that each County Board shall 
‘have power to suspend the operation of any Rule in whole or in part, provided they 
‘immediately report the same to the Secretary of State, whose instructions they shall 
‘follow in the matter.’ ‘They may make additional Rules, provided such additional 
‘ Rules be not inconsistent with the Rules sanctioned by the Secretary of State and be 

_ ‘immediately reported to him for his approval.’ Closely connected with this Rule is 
another (XV.) which provides that the Exchequer Grant shall only be made to Prisons 
as to which it has been certified by the Secretary of State ‘that the Rules are duly 
‘enforced in such Prison, antl that the Prison is kept in a satisfactory manner.’ 
This naturally created an extensive correspondence between the Home Office on the 
one hand, and several of the County Boards on the other. The question of excluding 
any Prison wholly or partially from the Grant gave occasion to a thorough investi- 
gation into each case. Full and exhaustive Reports by Her Majesty’s Inspector of 
Prisons, with other documents connected with: the inquiry, were under the con- 
sideration of the Secretary of State at the end of the year. The information thus 

| obtained will fall to be dealt with in the Report for the present year 1876. In the 
_ Meantime, however, it may be appropriate to explain the nature and amount of the 
grant to be dealt with. 

The Exchequer Grant is allowed to County Prison Boards in repayment of the 
maintenance of a certain class of Prisoners, viz., of those who have been tried with or 
without a jury, after having been committed for trial. Thus the grant does not extend. 
to what are properly summary convictions, or those of persons who are brought up 
for trial on their apprehension without previous commitment. The items of cost that 
make up the maintenance allowed, are diet, clothing, bedding, and fuel. 

In the estimates for the current year, the sums voted for this service are respec- 
tively, for England £95,000, for Scotland £6000. In estimating the relief by the 
Treasury to local authorities in the maintenance of their prisoners, there is however 
a fundamental difference that must affect the calculation. In England, only convicts 

under sentence of penal servitude are detained in Government Prisons at the cost of 
the Treasury. In Scotland, prisoners sentenced to imprisonment for periods of nine 
months or more, are detained in the General Prison at Perth, which is supported 
by the Treasury. The cost of the maintenance of the General Prison for the year 

_ 1875 was £14,813. The result of a careful analysis of the proportion of that sum likely 
to be expended on the respective classes of inmates in that Prison, including Criminal 
lunatics, is that the sum of £8375, 13s. 3d. is applicable to the maintenance of Prisoners 
sentenced to imprisonment. When this sum is added to the Exchequer grant the total 
amounts to £14,375, 13s. 3d., being the amount of relief granted by the Treasury to 
counties in Scotland, while the amount for the same service in England is £95,000.

It has been the practice to record in the Annual Report on Prisons all instances 
of suicide, escapes, or other remarkable occurrences in Local Prisons throughout the 
year. .

ton. There is only one male warder to assist the Governor in this Prison, and before % 2™™>=""- 
the escape occurred Her Majesty’s Inspector had reported the Staff as insufficient.” 
In the absence of the Governor this one warder had especial charge of two prisoners 
employed in removing the-dishes that had contained the prisoners’ dinner. When the 
dishes had been taken out of the. cells by the two prisoners, the warder accompanied 
one of them to place the dishes where they are kept, and left the other in a passage, 
where there was a door leading to the yard, unsecured. On reaching the yard the 
prisoner found, in aid of his escape, a heap of stones broken for road metal, heaped 
‘ against the boundary wall to the height of five feet nine inches. For further 
facility there were several planks lying in the yard, and one of them, 18 feet long, 
raised from the heap of stones against the wall, enabled the prisoner to get over it. 
The planks had been part of a scaffold raised for the execution of aconvict on the 
19th of the previous October.

Changes in the Staff. During this period the changes on the Staff have been somewhat numerous: Captain R. D. Anstruther, the 
Deputy-Governor, having been ‘appointed Governor of the City Gaol, Manchester, left the service on 12th 
December. 

Male Staff. Four vacancies occurred in the male Discipline Staff; vone by death and three by resignation. Of the latter, 


one on appointment to the Governorship of Dornoch Prison. In consequence of bad health the office messenger 
: resigned on 31st December. 
Female Staff. Miss Janet M‘Intosh, Teacher, on account of bad health resigned her appointment on 21st May. 
On 31st March Miss Janet Miller, Superintendent of Female Convicts, resigned, having been appointed 


Matron of the Prison of Glasgow. 


The only changes in the Female Discipline Staff occurred in the Lunatie-Department; of two warders, sh 


charged with misconduct whilst on duty, one resigned, and the other was dismissed from the service. 
‘T have to acknowledge the unfailing zealous co-operation of the principal Officers in carrying out the duties 
of the Prison. 


Efficiency of Manufac- Great credit is due to Mr. Moncur, Steward and Superintendent of Manufactures, for the energy and ability 

turing and Steward’s he has displayed in adapting the Accounts of his Department to the new system of Book-keeping; and not less 

pe eortanent. so for his vigilant economy and discriminating enterprise in conducting the business of both these Departments. 

Conduct of Staff. Save in the two instances already alluded to, the conduct of the Discipline Officers has given me every 
satisfaction; no other offence having come under my notice with which I did not feel competent to deal

Conduct of Prisoners. ; TES eoucinel of the Prisoners during 1875 has been by no means discouraging; for though the number of 


punishments was 23 in excess of those of the previous year, the offences were for the most part “trivial, and none’ 
of a very serious character were committed. 

On the 30th of March C/n 29/34, W. C., aged 17, under a sentence of 15 months’ imprisonment, attempted - 
suicide by strangulation, but his cell stool falling drew the attention of the night Warders, Mion frustrated his 
: purpose; he was afterwards removed to the Imbecile Ward. 

On the 27th of April C/n 419/33, F. ON., aged 23, under a sentence of 12 months’ imprisonment, was 
found suspended by a loop of coir yarn when the Officer opened his cell door to send him out to exercise; he 
_ is believed to have had no serious intention of injuring himself, and, being unhurt, was punished for imposture. 
On the 23d of November C/n 280/34, J. R., a Convict sentenced to 7 years’ P.S., was found to have 
chiselled a small oblong hole in the outer wall of his cell, also to have in his possession rudely constructed tools 
for facilitating his escape; he was punished and kept for some time under restraint. 
Conditional Libera- One Male and one Female prisoner confined in the Lunatic Department were conditionally: liberated 
tions from the Lunatic during the year by Secretary of State’s order. 
Bcpartment. Two Males, previously liberated from the Lunatic Department, were recommitted on ‘Secretary of State’s 
Warrant, having failed to abide by the conditions on which they were allowed to remain at large. 

On the 22d of October the Matron removed to the house formerly assigned to the Resident Surgeon, in 
accordance with the arrangements of H.M.’s Board of Works; and, on the 21st of December, the Surgeon came 
into residence, the house vacated by her having been fitted for his reception. The Deputy-Governorship not 
having yet been filled up, the house attached to the office, and that formerly occupied by the Sub-Matron, 
continue vacant. : 

The various Boilers connected with the Establishment have been thoroughly overhauled, and renewed where 
necessary. 

With the exception of the embrasures of the central ventilating tower, which have been already reported as 
requiring repair, the Buildings are in good condition.

The preceding Table bears testimony to the labours of the Teachers (10 in all). There has been a con- 
siderable desire on the part of many of the most ignorant class of Prisoners to learn to read, and the good 
effects of instruction have been witnessed in the general demeanour of those who have made improvement. It 
has been found that good conduct and progress in education, as a rule, go together. The Scripture Readers 
(8 in all) have been zealous and effective, having contributed much to the highest well-being of their charge. 

The Library has required no additions during the year, and is at present in good order and greatly valued, 
as the books are both interesting and profitable, 

The Prisoners have maintained unvarying attention during the services in the chapel. It is truly sur- 
prising to witness such outward reverence for the ordinances and word of God as is always manifested by the 
careless and abandoned inmates of the Prison. 

During the year I visited Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dundee, to inquire into the condition of liberated 
Prisoners. I wrote to those located elsewhere. Of 385 males liberated during the year (exclusive of 55 trans- 
ferred to Prisons in- England, 7 who died in Prison, 1 Lunatic removed to Edinburgh Prison, and 1 Lunatic 
liberated conditionally), 128 informed me that they got employment. The Matron informs me that of 161 
Females liberated during the year (exclusive of 2 who died in Prison, 1 Lunatic transferred to Paisley Prison, 
and 1 Lunatic liberated conditionally), 7 went to Refuges, 54 got work, and 75 had friends willing to receive 
them. y 

The Tables appended show the state of education of the liberated Prisoners at liberation, compared with 
what it was on admission.

Report by Dr. Axssoton, Resident Surgeon to the General Prison for Scotland at Perth, for the year 
ending 31st December 1875. 


General Prison for Scotland, Perth, 19th January 1876. 
GENTLEMEN,—I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1875, as to the health, bodily 
and mental, of the Prisoners in the General Prison for Scotland, and for the sake of Statistical arrangement I 
shall place my information under the following heads :— 
I. Of the General Health, Sickness, and Deaths of Prisoners. 
II. Of the Mental Condition of Prisoners not in the Lunatic Department. | 
‘Til. Of ‘the Department for Criminal Lunatics. 


i The general and physical condition of the Prisoners throughout the year has been good. 

The number of Prisoners placed on the Register of Sickness has been below the average annual amount. 

The chief kinds of illness have been as usual of a chronic character, and the causes can be generally traced 
to depraved habits, and frequent imprisonments. 

There has been no epidemic disease in the Prison during the year. 

Nine deaths occurred during the year. This is the usual average annual number. 

In all the nine cases, the disease was of such a nature as would sooner or later inevitably have proved 
fatal. 

The ventilation and temperature of the Prison are satisfactory, and the dietary of the Prisoners appears to 
be sufficient to maintain them generally in good | health. We have had one case of Scurvy in the Prison during 
ie year, which may be accounted for by the man’s frequent we and very irregular life’when at 

iberty.
